One  ohnrch,  in  as 
good  order  as  so  old  a  church  can  be,  capable  of  accommo- 
dating ISO  persona,  bcilt  abont  160  years  since,  bat  at  what 
cost  unknown,  and  thoroughly  repaired  in  1828,  at  the  expense 
of  £50,  provided  by  parochial  aaseaamenL  Ko  charge  on  the 
pariah  in  1833  on  acconnt  of  the  charch.  Divine  service  ia 
celebrated  once  on  Sundays,  and  on  Christinas  Day  and  Good 
Friday.  The  sacrament  is  administered  monthly.  Tbe  tithes 
of  this  parish  belong  lo  Incnmbent,  with  the  exception  of  the 
half  tithes  of  1,000  acres,  compounded  for  £37,  which  an  ap- 
propriated to  the  (Economy  of  Cloyne.

Rev.  B.  G.  Merodyth,  R.  Knockavilly,  Cork,  q.  y.  Anne,  the 
third  daughter  of  Rev.  Dr.  Kingston,  was  wife  to  Linegar 
Rogers,  esq.,  the  &ther  of  Rev.  William  Rogers,  R.  V.  Kil- 
mahon,  <^.  r. 

The  Vicar-General  was  buried  in  Cloyne  on  the  9th  December, 
1840,  and  a  monument  to  bis  raemorr  is  in  that  cathedraL

"  The  reveDiies  of  the  bishoprick  appear  to  have  been  at  a 
very  low  ebb  in  1696,  »oon  ^ter  tbe  anccessioa  of  Bp.  Poolej 
to  the  Bcs.  The  long  'lease  of  sixty  yoare  awarded  by  Bram- 
hall  to  the  Fitigerald  &mil7  was  not  yet  expired ;  and,  indeed, 
the  time  of  its  expiring  was  a  subject  of  dread  rather  than 
bope,  u  bringing  the  c«Ttunty  of  a  anit  at  law  along  with  it. 
Lord  Xnohiqain  claimed  to  hold  the  best  farms  on  that  estate, 
aot  under  uat  lease,  but  in  his  own  right,  as  heir  to  the  Fttr- 
genlds.  The  fine  estate  of  KilmaAlenin,  with  those  of  Inchi- 
qaio,  Eiiragh,  and  Chor  Abbey,  were  entirely  lost,  and  that  of 
Baltybane,  tho'  the  right  of  the  see  to  it  had  been  often  allowed, 
was  in  a  hopeless  state.  The  markets,  mill,  and  other  rights 
{f  the  manor  were  a  daily  subject  of  dispute.     And,  to  com- 

Elete  the  whole,  all  hopes  of  Donoghmore  were  Jnst  extinguished 
y  the  determination  of  the  Commissioners  against  the  claim 
of  the  ohuroh.  The  whole  estate  of  the  btshoprick,  both 
epiritoal  and  temporal,  produced  no  more  than  £500  per  an. ; 
and  with  this  expensive  law  sniCs  were  to  be  maintained 
against  Lord  Inchiquin,  Sir  St.  John  Broderick,  Colonel  Corker, 
of  Ballymaloe,  and  others,  some  of  which  suits  had  been  mn- 
ning  on  for  near  thirty  years. 

"Under  these  circuraslances  Bishop  Pooley,  who  was  always 
attentive  to  the  interests  of  his  see,  was  encouraged  to  petition 
the  Earl  of  Rochester,  then  Lord  Lieutenant,  stating  that  Cloyne 
vaa  the  worst  endowed  of  all  the  Irish  Bishopricke,  so  that 
before  1641,  the  Wardenship  of  Yoogbal  had  been  added  to  it 
to  make  np  for  ite  deficiency  of  revenue  ;  that  since  that  period 
the  see  had  been  deprived  of  some  very  considerable  estates ; 
that  in  parallel  cases  in  the  English  Church  it  was  usual  to 
permit  a  Bishop  to  bold  in  oommendam  some  other  St  ecclesi- 
astical preferment ;  and  that  the  union  of  Agbada  which  was 
adjoining  and  conveuient  to  the  Bishop's  place  of  residence, 
being  now  vacant  by  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Ma^call,  aud  in 
the  sole  gift  of  the  Bishop  himself,  he  humbly  prayed  his  Ma- 
jesty to  allow  the  said  union  of  Aghada  to  be  hold  in  commen- 
dam  with  the  bisboprick  of  Cloyne,  as  it  might  seem  good  to 
bis  royal  pleasure.  This  petition  of  the  Bishop  was  granted, 
and  he  became  Bector  of  the  nnion  of  Aghada,  consisting  of  the 
lectories  and  vicarages  of  Aghada,  Corkbe^  Rostillan,  Tites- 
kin,  and  Inob,  which  has  now  gone  with  tm  see  for  upwards 
of  100  years. 

"By  the  judicious  improvement  of  this  fortunate  opportunity, 
Bp.  Pooley  laid  the  foundation  of  an  increasing  revenue  to  the 
Bishops  of  Cloyne,  which  has  made  more  than  amends  for  all 
the  estates  the^  tuve  lost.  The  commodious  sitoatlon  of  the 
nnion,  which  inclodea  almost  the  whole  peninsula  between 
Olojme  and  the  sea,  and  the  rise  from  the  increase  of  tillage 
in  all  the  livings  in  the  south  of  Ireland,  haa  made  it  produc- 
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tire  bMond  bst  idaa  that  mold  Ii»Te  been  formed  at  the  time. 
Ib  1700,  when  fint  held  with  the  tee,  it  wm  worth  nbont  £400 
per  nnnnm  ;  in  the  tine  of  Bp.  Agar,  1767.  it  roee  to  ^00  ; 
in  1793  Bp.  Woodward  had  increased  it  to;£l,100 ;  Bp.  Beunet, 
in  1801,  made  of  it  fall  £2,000  ;  and  tea  or  twelve  years  after 
it  wae  rained  by  the  Proetor  at  £3,400."

^'1,030  British,  and  enlarged,  by  the  addition  of  a  gallery,  in 
1831,  at  the  cost  of  £63.  Of  the  coat  of  erection,  £300  were 
raised  by  subscription,  and  the  residue  of  £730  was  granted  in 
way  of  loan  by  the  late  Board  nf  First  Fruits ;  of  which  loan 
£671  12«.  remained  chargeable  on  the  union  in  1832,  repayable 
by  annual  instalments  of  £29  is.  The  expense  of  erecting  the 
gallery  was  provided  fur  by  Col.  Loiigfield,  without  any  charge 
OD  the  union.  Divioo  service  is  celebrated  twice  on  Sundays  lo 
summer,  and  once  in  winter,  and  on  the  principal  festivals. 
The  sacrament  is  administered  monthly,  and  at  Easter  and 
Christmas.

John  Chester  was  third  son  of  Richard  Chester,  esq.,  of 
ChesterBeld,  county  Cork,  by  Helena  Oibbings.  He  was,  from 
1809  to  1816,  V.  Castlemagner ;  and  from  1816  to  1849  V. 
Bally  clogh. 

He  had  a  numerous  family  by  his  wife,  Catherine  Bastable, 
who  was  buried  in  Cwtlemagner  ohurch-yard  on  15tb  March, 
1838.

Richard  Chester  (eldest  eon  of  his  predeceasor),  was  bom  on 
7th  October,  1811,  and  was  ordained  Deacon  at  Cloyne  on 
11th  January,  1835,  and  Priest  at  Cork  on  11th  September, 
1836.  On  I2tb  September,  1636,  he  was  licensed  to  the 
Curacy  of  Clonfert,  which  post  he  held  for  some  yeara  He 
was  afterwards  Cnrate  of  Cloyne.

"  In  this  town,  the  first  Earl  of  Orrery  endowed  a  celebrated 
free  school,  who,  althongh  he  had  great  offices  and  a  plentiful 
estate,  yet  hia  soul  seemed  much  larger  than  his  fortune.  The 
master  hoa  an  house  and  £40  per  an.  salary. 

"  The  late  Earl  of  Orrery  ^ave  15  acres  of  land,  worth  £1 1 
per  an.,  for  the  enoonngement  of  a  charter  wurking  school, 
near  this  town,  erected  for  the  reception  of  40  children.  The 
building  cost  £350;  it  was  opened  on  the  18th  of  April,  1748, 
and  20  children,  10  of  each  sex,  admitted,  being  completely 
clothed.  On  the  following  Sunday  a  sermon  was  preached  oo 
the  occasion,  by  the  Rev.  Dean  Bruce,  who  gave  the  ohililren 
bibles  and  other  useful  books,  and  a  aubscription  to  the  school. 
The  house  properly  supplied  with  necessaries;  the  kitchea 
and  potato  sardens  are  well  planted ;  the  land  enclosed  with 
qnickaet  hedges,  and  ornamented  with  trees.

He  came  to 
Ireland,  and  settled  in  Bandon,  county  Cork,  in  16i>4.  He 
married  Mary,  dau,  of  Captain  Brookes,  of  the  "Swallow"  Sloop  of 
War,  and  niece  of  Jonathan  Saul,  esq.  Br  her  he  had  issue 
a  son,  Saul  Bruce,  esq.,  who  was  twice  Pruvoet  of  Bandon. 
Saul  married  Mary,  dau.  of  George  Crofts,  esq.,  of  Churchtown, 
county  Cork,  and  by  her  had  five  suns  and  two  daughter^  II 
of  whom  died  without  issue,  except  the  second  son,  Jonathan, 
who  was  P.  Baltyhay. 

Jonathan  (the  last  named)  was  bom  in  county  Cork,  in  1681, 
and  when  seventeen  years  old,  was  entered  a  Pensioner  of 
T.CD.  on  19th  January,  1698;  and  became  a  Scholar  in  1703, 
and  graduated  subsequently  a.m.  and  d.d. 

He  was  ordained  Deacon  on  33rd  SepL,  1705,  and  Priest  on 
29th  OcL,  1710,  both  at  Cloyne. 

From  1708  to  1729  he  was  Curateof  Eilbolane.  From  1709 
to  1758  he  was  R.  AgHahdrinagh,  and  V.  Shandrum  and  Rath- 

fogan.  From  1710  to  1736,P.  CooHne.  On  11th  Sept.,  1714, 
e  was  licensed  to  the  ouncy  of  Ballybay  and  Imphrio.    From 
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1719  to  1708  he  was  P.  Ball^hay  and  R.  T.  ArdakesLgh.  From 
1721  to  1758  b«  was  R.  ShaDdrum,  Kod  from  1724  to  his 
death,  ftt  CharleTiUe,  on  27th  Angust,  1766,  was  Dean  of 
Kilfenora. 

Ue  married  in  1709  [H.L.  Oloyne,  20th  April]  Mary,  dan. 
of  Uev.  Lewis  Prythergh,  P.  Etfin,  Limerick,  and  hy  her  had 
isano  eight  eons  and  three  daughters,  Mary,  wife  of  Samnel 
Hobson,  esq.,  of  Tonghal ;  Sarah,  wife  of  Reahen  Roherts,  esq., 
of  CharleviDe;  and  ^therine,  Mrs.  de  la  Hoyde, 

The  Dean's  eldest  son,  Lewis,  was  bom  at  Charlerille,  in 
1710,  and  in  1725,  when  sixteen  years  old,  entered  T.C.D.  He 
was  tkfterwards s.D.  HewasordainedPi'iMton23rd  Sept,  1734, 
at  Cloyne,  fur  the  curacy  of  Ratbgogan  ;  was  Chaplain  in  ordi- 
nary to  His  Majesty  for  Somerset  House,  and  was  V.  Rainham, 
county  Bseer,  from  1769  to  1779.  He  married,  in  1738, 
Elisabeth  Roberts,  of  Charleville,  [Cloyne,  M.B.,]  by  whom  he 
bad  iaene  a  daughter,  Ifary-Elissbetb,  who  was  privately  bap- 
tisedinl739.  [Charleville  pariah  register.]  He  appears  to  have 
had  no  other  issue,  and  his  daughter  probably  died  an  infant. 
In  his  will  (dated  22nd  Oct.,  1778,  with  a  codicil  of  I8th  Feb., 
1779,)  Dr.  Lewis  Bruce  bequeath esi£50  to  the  poor  of  Charleyille 
parish,  the  Interest  thereof  to  be  laid  oat  In  the  like  manner  as 
the  interest  of  the  £50  bequeathed  by  his  father's  will,  '■  in 
purchasing  of  bread  for  the  poor,  to  be  distributed  on  the  3rd 
Sunday  in  every  month,  by  the  Minuter  and  churchwardens 
for  the  ^me  being,  in  the  open  church,  next  after  divine  service, 
the  persons  so  to  he  relieved  to  be  nominated  by  my  heirs,  and 
fur  want  of  such  nomination,  by  the  said  Minister  and  church- 
wardens." He  also  bequeathed  "  to  the  Vicar,  churchwardens, 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Raynham,  county 
Essex,  £50,  the  interest  to  be  toward  the  support  and  main- 
tenanoe  of  a  reading-master,  to  teach  the  poor  children  of  said 
parish  to  read,  and  to  instruct  them  in  their  catechism."  He  also 
bequeathed  to  twenty  of  the  oldest  and  poorest  inhabitants  of 
Raynham  10«.  Sd.  apiece; 

He  left  to  WibLB,  Eakl  o>  Hiu^bobogh,  "a  picture,  by 
Casteets,  of  tame  fowl,  and  two  pictures,  by  Teniers;"  and  to 
Viscount  Faibford,  son  of  the  Earl  or  HiLtisBOKoaB,  "  tiro 
small  &ait  pieces." 

He  left  abo  to  Francis  Bernard,  of  Basinborougb  Hall,  his 
"  onyx  ring  of  Ganymede  and  the  eagle,  brought  by  the  lato 
LoBD  HoLLAXDfrom  HerouJaQenm."  And  to  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Fitimaurioe  he  left  hia  "silk  partridge  net." 

Dr.  Lewis  Bruce  mentions  in  hia  will  several  relations ; 
araung  others,  "  Misa  Elisabeth  Catherine  Brooe,  sister  to 
Robert  George  Bmce,  chief  engineer  at  the  Island  of  St. 
Dominique  ;"  and  lemena  and  Arabella,  daughters  of  the  late 
Mr.  David  fimoe,  of  the  Oom-market,  Dublin. 
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Br,  Lewia  Bruce  wu  baried  in  Cbarleville  on  20th  October, 
1779;  andoD  28th  May,  1780,  bis  will  waaproTed,  and  adminig- 
IratioD  was  gtaoied  U>  hiB  nephew  aod  heir,  Rev.  Jonathan 
Bruce. 

The  Dean's  second  son  was  Saul,  wbo  was  ordained  Deacon, 
on  J!tb  January,  1737,  and  Priest,  on  2l8l  Dec.,  1740,  both  at 
Cloyne.  He  wa«  licensed  to  the  curacy  of  Rathgogan  on  22nd 
Deo.,  1740,  and  was  Ourate  in  1742.  Jonatbao,  son  of  Bev. 
Sanl  Brnce,  was  baptised  in  Oharloville,  on  lOtb  January,  1742.

The  Dean's  third  son,  Charles,  died  onm.  His  fourth  son, 
Davt<L  was  probably  the  same  person  mentioned  in  Dr.  Lewis 
Bruce  a  will  as  of  the  Coru-market,  Dublin. 

Qeorge,  the  fifth  sou  of  the  Dean,  was  a  counsellor-at-law, 
and  resided  at  Cork.  He  married  Mary,  eldest  dau.  of  Thomas 
Evans,  esq.,  of  Hiltown  Castle.  (  Vide  Bnrke's  L  G.  Evans,  of 
Ash  hi  II  Towers.)  Hediedin  1788,leavingnDmeroas  issue.  Hie 
eldest  son.  Rev.  Jonathan  Bruce,  wasordained  Deacon,  on  11th 
May,  1777,  and  Priest,  on  20th  Dec.,  1778,  both  at  Cork. 
From  1785  to  1788  he  was  Curate  of  Mannullaiie,  Cork,  and 
in  1790  was  Curate  of  Kilbolane.  He  (Rev.  Jonathan)  inhe- 
rited from  his  uncle.  Dr.  Lewis  Bruce,  the  impropriate  titbes  of 
£iIbolane,  "  182  volumes  of  classics,  bound  in  Turkey,"  and 
other  property.  He  married,  first.  Miss  Augusta  Arcbdall, 
of  county  FermaDagh,  who  died  Sp.  He  married,  secondly,  his 
cousin  Mbit,  daughter  of  George  Evans,  esq.,  and  by  her  had 
issne — 1.  George  (representative  of  this  bmnch  of  the  Bruce 
family),  bom  17ti2,  married  Frances,  second  dan.  of  Major 
Qreene,ofLots,andhasisaae.  2.  Eyre.Major-Qeneial, H.B.LC, 
married  Miss  H'Auley,  and  has  issue.  3.  Jonathan,  married 
Ann,  dau.  of  Robert  Maxwell,  esq.,  and  has  ieaae.  4.  Elisabeth, 
wife  of  Charles  Conyera,  esq.,  of  Castletown  Conyers.  5.  Mary, 
wife  of  Eyre  Massy,  esq.,  of  Glenville. 

The  second  son  of  George,  the  Dean's  fifth  son,  was  Geotge- 
Evans  Bruce,  High-Sheriff  of  county  Limerick.  He  inherited 
the  estates  which  his  uncle,  Dr.  Lewis  Bruce,  acquired  by 
marriage,  in  Hertfordshire,  Finchley,  and  Middlems,  and  he 
sold  them,  having  first  levied  fines,  and  sufifered  recovery,  &o., 
to  enable  him  to  do  so.  He  married  Miss  Bayley,  niece  of 
LoBP  Sandwich,  and  left  no  issue.

Quatarua  Wybronte  was  descended  from  Joseph  Peter  Wy- 
brants, who  came  from  Antwerp  to  Dublin  in  1622,  and  was 
natnrsJiied  in  1623.  He  is  thought  to  have  returned  to  Hol- 
land, and  to  have  brought  bis  wife  and  other  children  to  hie 
natire  countir-  However,  one  of  his  sons,  Peter,  remained  in 
Dublin,  and  left  issue,  [vufe  his  will,  dated  7th  August,  and 
proved  21et  Oct.  1639,]  by  his  wife,  Elisabeth,  dau.  of  Jobn 
nantorpa,  of  Lyenborgh,  in  Germany,  a  son,  Peter,  who  was, 
in  1658,  Mayor  of  Dublin.  This  hut-named  Peter  married 
Sarah,  dan.  of  Bartholomew  Drope,  of  London,  and  died  intes- 
tate, leaving  (besides  a  son,  Peter,  to  whom  administmUon 
of  bis  hther'a  effects  was  granted  on  7th  Nov.  169S),  a  son, 
Bartholomew,  who  was  father  to  Rev.  Peter  Wybrants,  who 
married  Margaret,  dau.  of  Rev.  Stephen  Handcocb,  Dean  of 
Clonmacnoise.  The  children  of  this  marriage  were  three 
daughters — Hannah,  wife  of  Rev.  Daniel  Mathews ;  Anne,  and 
Elisabeth;  besides  a  son,  Stephen,  who  married,  in  175^,  Alicia 
Cane.  This  Stephen  last  named  had  issue,  besides  eight  child- 
ren, who  died  unmarried,  Peter  (eldest  sunj  whomarrie<l  Martha

Arthor  Ohampagne  was  a  desoendant  of  the  ancient  &mi]y  of 
De  BobiUard,  of  Siintonge,  in  France.  His  more  immediat« 
ancestor  was  the  Chevalier  Josiae  de  Robillard,  Seignenr  de 
Champagne,  in  the  parish  of  Torc^,  in  Saintonge,  who  left  that 
place  at  the  revocation  cf  the  edict  of  Nantes,  and  became  a 
Captain  in  Soravenmore's  dragoons.  He  wa«  deputed  by  the 
Hugnenot  ofBoers  of  William's  army  to  represent  their  suffer- 
ings and  privations  to  government,  and  for  that  purpose  re- 
mained in  London  after  the  departure  of  his  companions  for 
Ireland.  The  efforts  be  made  to  come  up  with  his  regiment, 
and  the  fatigue  he  underwent,  brought  on  so  severe  an  iUnesa, 
that  bodied  in  Belfast,  in  October,  1688.  He  took  the  name  of 
Champune  instead  of  de  Robillard,  aooording  to  the  pisctica 
of  all  rehigeea  of  landed  properly,  who  adopM  generally  their 
territorial  designation  in  place  at  the  patronymic. 

His  wife  was  Marie  de  la  Rochbsodc&dld,  a  daughter  of  that 
greatducal  houM,and  her  genealogy  can  be  traced  inao  unbroken 
line  from  "  vir  illnstrissimns  et  potentissimus  Puloandos  de 
Castro  qui  rocator  Bocha,"  otherwise  "de  Rupe  Fulcandns,"  of 
the  11th  century.  By  this  lady,  who  was  buried  at  Pvrtar- 
lington,  the  Chevalier  had  issue  two  sons,  Jogias  and  Augustus; 
and  a  daag:ht«r,  Susanne,  wife  of  the  Baron  Tonnay-houtoDne 
et  de  St.  Sarin,  and  mother  by  him,  of  Henri  Anguste,  Baron 
de  la  Motte  Fouqae,  the  celebrated  Prussian  Oeneml  under 
Frederick  the  Great,  grandfather  of  Raron  de  la  Motte  Fouqne^ 
the  distinguished  Qerman  writer  of  romance. 

The  Chevalier's  eldest  son,  Josias,  aooompanied  hie  parent  in 
his  exile,  and  was  Ensign  in  La  Mollionier's  regiment  at  the 
Buyne  when  but  seventeen  years  old,   where  ho  su  distin- 
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gBub«d  himself  that  he  wu  appointed  Aid»-ile-cunp  to  the 
Lord  LieQteunt,  and  afterwarda  attained  the  lanlc  uf  Major  is 
the  army.  This  Major  Joslaa  Champagne  married  Jane,  the 
eldest  danghter  of  Arthur  Forhea,  second  Earl  of  Granard,  and 
bad  issue  b;  her  an  only  son,  Arlhar  Champagne  (bom  1714, 
died  1800)  who  was  in  holy  orders,  and  held,  among  other 
oborch  preferment*,  tbe  deanery  of  Clonmaonoiee. 

Dean  Arthur  Champagne  married  Marianne,  dan.  of  Major 
(afterwards  Colonel)  Iwao  Ilamon,  and  by  her,  who  was  buried 
at  Mallow,  eonnty  Cork,  on  22nd  August,  1784,  had  isane 
foar  0ona  : — 1.

Samuel  Monaell  was  a  member  of  the  faniily  of  HoDaell, 
of  Tervoe,  county  Limenok.  He  was  descended  from  Joha 
Monaell,  of  Melcome  Regis,  county  Dorset,  whofe  son  John 
obtained  property  near  Askeaton,  county  Limeriok,  and  died 
drca  1C37,  leaving  several  children. 

Samuel  Monaell  was  licensed  on  29th  July,  1766,  to  the 
curacy  of  Mallow,  and  on  8th  July,  1780,  to  that  of  Knock- 
monrne  and  Ballynoe.  From  1791  to  1811  he  was  Precentor 
of  Ardfert,  and  in  1811  became  Curate  of  Fermoy.  He  was 
also,  from  1798  to  1805,  &.  T.  Glonmuh ;  and  from  1805  to  his 
death  in  November,  1818,  he  was  V.  Clondutane. 

Mr.  Moneell  was  wealthy  and  eccentric,  fond  of  lonff  walks, 
and  a  bachelor.  On  27th  June,  1813,  he  made  hia  wiU,  which 
he  commenced  in  the  following  terms  : — "  Being  obliged  to  leave

John  Creagb,  whose  death  was  thus  recorded,  was  a  member 
of  an  ancient  Irish  fiunily,  wbioh  was  settled  in  Cork  so  early 
as  the  time  of  Edward  lU.,  and  oontinaed  for  two  oentaries  to 
form  intermarriages  wiUi  ^e  leading  merchants,  and  to  attain 
power  scd  wealth.  In  1644,  howerer,  when  the  other  ancient 
Irish  inhabitants  were  expelled  Cork,  William  Creagb,  with  his 
son,  John,  left  that  city. 

John  settled  near  Newmarket,  and  was  boried  in  Clopfert 
churchyard  ;  and  left  an  eldest  son,  John  Creagb,  of  Eillowen, 
near  Newmarket,  who  died  as  above  ia  mentioned.

Hie  mother  was  of  gentle  blood,  being  a  de- 
scendant of  Henry  Philpot,  of  Feversham,  in  Kent,  whose 
grandson,  John  Philpot,  of  Ferersbam,  hsd,  inter  aliot  (bQsides 
Sir  John  Pbilput,  Judge  of  the  Common  Pleu),  a  son,  Nicholas 
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Pfailpot,  vrho,  hv  hia  wife,  Anne  (dan.  of  William,  mnd  sister  of 
Sir  Richard  Aldworth,  of  Newmarket),  had  two  sods,  John  and 
Gregory.  John  the  last  nam«d  was  grandfather  to  William 
Philpot,  of  Dromagfa,  whose  estSites  passed  by  marriage  to  his 
great  grandson,  Nicholas  Philpot  Leader,  esq.,  whose  son,  N.  P, 
Leader,  is  now  (1863)  m.p.  for  Cork  county.  Gregory  (the 
other  BOD  of  Nicholas  Fhilpot  and  Anoe  Aldworth),  by  his 
wife,  Bridgett,  dan.  of  John  Evatt,  Dean  of  Elphin,  had  isBoe 
two  eons,  Michael  (P.  Dromdaleagne,  Cork,  q.  v.)  j  and  Iadt- 
ence,  who  married  Sarah,  dan.  of  Hugh  Wigton,  of  Baphoe, 
and  had  issue  Sarah,  wife  of  James  Curran,  and  mother  of 
John-Philpot  and  Laurence  Curran.  Mr.  Boyse,  or  Boyce,  the 
Ticar  of  Clonfert,  of  whose  charitable  disposition  there  are 
some  traces  in  the  old  books  of  the  parish,  perceived  and  fos- 
tered the  germs  of  genias  in  the  yoathfnl  Curran.  He  taught 
him  Greek  and  Latin,  and  sent  him  at  his  own  charges  to  Mid- 
dletoD  school,  from  whence  Curran  entered  T.C.B.  as  Siiar,  in 
1769,  and  became  a  Scholar  in  1770.  It  Is  not  within  the 
scope  of  tHis  work  to  give  a  biography  of  Gnmn.  His  life  has 
been  already  more  than  once  written  ;  and  it  will  be  enough 
here  to  record  the  issue  of  the  marriage  which  he,  nnhappily  tor 
himself formedaa abore  in  1774.  On  29th  May,  1776, ^chard- 
Oreagh,  son  of  John  and  Sarah  Curran,  was  baptised.  On  22nd 
Sept.  1777,  Sarab-Qertrude ;  on  2nd  January,  1779,  Emily- 
Maria;  on  23rd  Deo.  1779,  Eliia-Odella ;  on  19th  Jsnnary, 
1764,  John ;  and  on  Slst  January,  1787,  James,  children  of 
John  and  Sarah  Creagh,  were  bapticed  at  Newmarket  Another 
danghter,  Qertrude,  born  in  1780,  died  on  6th  October,  1792, 
and  was  haried  at  the  Priory,  Rath&mham.  One  of  his 
ilanghters,  Sarah,  the  betrothed  of  Emmett,  and  wife  of  Mr. 
Stnrgeon,  liea  baried  in  Newmarket.  Only  a  rough  stone 
marks  the  spot.  {Vide  supra,  toI.  i.  p.  fi3.)  Another  daugh- 
ter, Eliia,  I  suppose,  was  wife  (o  ui  Buglisb  cle^yman,  Mr. 
Taylor ;  and  another  daughter,  Amelia,  resided  at  Clifton,  near 
Bristol,  for  some  time. 

J.  P.  Curran  died  at  nine  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  14th 
Oct.  1817,  at  his  house,  Amelia-place,  Brompton,  Middlesex, 
London.  His  funeral,  which  tooK  place  on  4th  November, 
was  private,  the  hour  being  communicated  only  to  the  moum- 
•ts.  Between  twelve  and  one  the  procession  left  Upper  Gros- 
venor-street,  where  the  body  had  been  deposited  the  night 
before.  There  were  bnt  three  mourning  and  three  private  oar- 
tiages.  Mr.  Curran,  barrister.  Captain  Curran,  and  Mrs.  Tay- 
lor, his  children,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Moore,  Mr,  Godwin,  and  Mr. 
Charles  Philips,  attended.  The  body  was  deposited  in  a  vaolt 
at  Paddington,  and  was  twenty  years  afterwards  removed  to 
Glasnevin.  In  the  parish  choroh  of  Clifton,  on  the  south  wall, 
under  afemale  figure,  mourning,  is  the  following  inscription  ;—

1776.  April  27.  Richard  Aldworth,  esq.,  waa  buried.  Ha 
leh  £50  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  which  was  noticed  in  the 
pariah  register  tbna :  "S.montha'  interest  of  Mr.  Aldworth'a 
fifty  pounds,  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  thia  pariah,  £1  lOi." 
Thia  eotrv  waa  after  December,  1776,  and  before  January, 
1777.  The  pages  following  have  been  lost,  so  I  am  nnable  to 
ttaoe  this  legacy  farther,  until  the  year  1806,  when  the  restry 
aoknonledge  the  receipt  of  "£1  10«.,  interest  of  £S0,  tbe 
bequest  of  Richard  Aldworth,  esq.,  paid  by  the  representatives 
of  WiUiam  Connell."  Aft«r  aume  time  tbe  payment  of  the  in- 
terest of  tLis  £50  ceased,  nor  was  it  recovered  nntil  the  year 
1862,  when  the  principal  and  intereat  were  paid  through  the 
medium  of  the  Incumbered  Estatea  Court  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Charitable  Donations  anil  Bequests.  It  ia  now  called  tbe 
Connell  Bequest  by  the  Charity  Com  mi  as  ion  era,  althongb  it  has 
been  pointed  out  to  them  that  Conuelt  horrowtd,  not  bequeathed 
the  money. 

1781.  Nov.  11.  Michael  Creagh,  esq.,  of  Laureutinnmand  of 
Liacarroll,  died.  He  was  the  youngest  son  of  John  Creagh 
(whose  death,  in  1768,  is  recorded  above),  by  Ellinor,  dan.  of 
Colonel  John  Barretts,  whose  estates  and  caatle  were  forfeited 
in  1688.

Rob«t  LoDgSeld  (son  of  Colonel  Hoaatiford  LuBglieJd,  H.P., 
of  Oastlemary,  county  Cork,  by  Mim  Bateman,  of  Oakpark, 
oounty  Kerry),  waa  ordained  Beacon  oa  83rd  Dec,  1798,  at 
Cork,  and  Prieit  on  lit  Sept.,  179fi,  at  Cloyne.  He  was  P. 
Goole  from  1810  to  1819,  and  V.  Clonfert  from  1819  to  1823. 
He  also  held  the  P.  Dieert,  Lismute,  from  August  to  Beoember, 
1810;  from  Doe.  1810  to  1813,  the  V.  KilcMh,  Teaiirfethay, 
KlllEi1ene,and  Eilgraat,  in  the  diocese  of  Waterkird  and  Liamore;

St.  Leger  Atdworth,  in 
kis  wiU  (dated  183S,  and  proved  on  latb  March,  1824),  be- 
queathed "  £1,000  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  mana&c- 
tnre  ef  whatsoever  kind  as  may  be  considered  as  moet  conducive 
to  the  advantt^eof  the  people,  by  aiy  executors,  in  the  town  of 
Newmarket,  aod  which  may  profitMly  employ  a  considerable 
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part  of  the  population.  As  there  will  be  Home  hnndrede  of 
poaoda  remaining  of  the  eaid  sam,  it  ma^  be  put  to  interect, 
and  the  interest  for  ever  may  be  disposed  of  in  eqaal  parts  to  two 
old  aitd  honest  peasants  npOQ  the  estate  of  Newmarket — for 
life — to  an  old  man  and  an  old  woman,  not  connected  with  each 
other  by  marriage,  as  a  email  remnneration  for  their  toils,  and 
a  little  addition  to  their  comforts.  I  leave  the  proprietor  of 
the  estate  of  Newmarket  the  choice  of  tiie  most  worthy  objects."

of  whom  6  were  of  the  United  Church,  and  1  was  a  Pres- 
bvterian.

5  Jp.  of  glebe, 
let  at  an  annual  rent  of  £25 ;  subject  to  visitation  fees  antl 
diocesan  schoolmaater,  £2  12(.  No  glebe-house.  Incumbent 
resides  nithin  the  benefice,  and  a  snm  of  £60  a-year  has  been 
allowed  for  the  house  in  his  occupation,  exolnsive  of  36  acres 
of  land  belonging  to  it.  One  chorch  in  this  parish,  exclusive 
of  the  church  in  the  penwt-ial  cure  of  Eanturk,  at  a  distance 
of  four  miles.  Theparochialchurch,  capable  of  accommodating 
300  persons,  built  in  1830,  at  the  cost  of  £2,000  BriL,  granted 
in  way  of  loan,  by  the  late  Board  of  First  Fruits ;  of  which 
loan  there  remained  £1,760  chargeable  on  the  parish  in  1832, 
repayable  by  anunal  instalments  of  £80.

J.  E.  Johnson  (son  of  the  Hon.  Judge  Johnson,  of  Dublin) 
was  Curate  of  St.  Mary's,  Dublin,  in  1825  ;  and  from  1828  to 
1831  was  Chaplain  of  the  Royal  Chapel,  at  Rlngsend.  He 
was  also  some  time  R.  Ballyroan,  Leighlio.  Prom  1831  to 
1843  he  was  Y.  aonfert ;  and  from  1843  to  1848  was  P.  Kil- 
rush.

Of  these  munificent  bcqnests,  principally  of  the  Aldworth 
family,  the  total  is  £1,540.

Berkeley,  dated  Cloyne,  Feb.  2, 
1749;  "  Our  round  tower  stands  where  it  did,  but  the  little  stone 
arched  vault  on  the  top  was  cracked.  The  bell  alec  was  thrown 
down,  aud  broke  its  way  through  three  boarded  stories,  bnt 
remains  entire.  The  door  was  ehi?ered  into  many  veiy  email 
pieces,  and  dispersed,and  there  wasastone  forced  out  of  the  wall 
The  thunder  clap  was  the  loudest  I  ever  heard  in  Ireland." 

The  following  is  a  more  particular  account  of  ibis  accident ; 
"A  storm  of  ligbtniog,  with  thunder,  on  the  night  of  Januur 
10,  1749,  passed  through  the  country  in  a  line  from  W.  to  E., 
and  after  killing  some  cows  in  a  6eld  S.  of  Cork,  struck  the 
round  tower  of  Cloyne.  It  first  rent  the  vaulted  arch  at  the 
top,  threw  down  the  great  bell,  together  with  three  galleries, 
and  descending  perpendicularly  to  the  lowest  floor,  forced  its 
way  with  a  violent  explosion  through  one  side  of  the  tower, 
and  drove  some  of  the  stones,  which  were  admirably  well 
jointed,  through  the  roof  of  a  neighbouring  stable.  The  door, 
though  secured  by  a  strong  iron  lock,  was  thrown  to  the  dis- 
tance of  sixty  yards,  and  quite  shattered  to  pieces.  A  few 
pigeons  that  used  to  roost  on  the  top  of  the  steeple  were 
scorched  to  death,  not  a  feather  of  them  being  left  uosinged. 
With  the  same  bad  taste  which  distinguishes  all  the  works  of 
architecture  of  this  era,  the  vaulted  stone  roof  of  the  tower  was 
never  repaired,  but  the  height  was  lowered  more  than  6  feet, 
and  a  vile  battlement,  in  imitationof  the  worst  English  churches, 
substituted  in  its  stead."     [Bishop  Bennet.]

The  folloving  acconnt  of  Cloyne,  of  the  date  1813,  or  a  little 
latcTf  is  taken  from  the  manuscripts  of  Bishop  Beunet  :— 

CATHKraAL,  Town,  and  Environb. 
"  Smith  (in  his  History  of  Cork,  vol.  i.,  p.  135,)  has  repre- 
sented the  state  of  the  Cathedral  in  hie  time,  and  given  a  list 
of  the  inscriptions  on  the  tombs.  It  is  a  respectable  building 
with  a  handsome  nave  and  transept,  and  a  small  choir,  all  k^t 
in  bettor  order  than  is  usual  in  the  ancient  Irish  churches.  By 
the  style  of  the  building  I  should  suppose  it  not  older  than 
1250.  It  has  no  mouldings  of  the  zig-zag,  nailbead,  or  biUeted 
kind,  nor  round  arched  windows,  which  distinguish  what  is 
called  the  Saxon  or  rather  Norman  architecture,  before  the  in- 
trodoctlon  of  the  Gothic,  tomp.  Henry  III.,  and  which  appears, 
for  instance,  in  Cormac's  Chapel,  at  Cashel;  nor,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  it  the  splendid  arch  or  oak-leaved  ornamentation  so 
oommon  towards  the  middle  of  the  reign  of  Edward  L  I 
should,  therefore,  fix  the  era  of  its  erection  to  the  latter  years 
of  the  first  of  thess  princes,  or  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  the 
last.  Tbe  windows,  though  siuce  altered,  were  evidently  lancet- 
shaped,  aa  was  common  in  the  time  of  Heniy  III.  See  the 
voih  n.  ■  H  3 
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great  west  window  and  that  of  tbe  eonth  transept,  the  latter 
on  the  outside,  whicli  is  an  additional  reason  for  the  date  I  have 
chosen,  as  is  also  the  circamstance  thai  about  this  time  three 
Prelates  out  of  fonr  were  from  England,  where  monastic  and 
cathedml  arehitectnre  were  in  hirh  estimation.  The  Bishops 
JoLnsoD  and  Woodward  are  biirieain  this  cathedral.  In  erect- 
ing tbe  present  cross  wall,  at  the  entrance  to  the  choir,  wbiob 
was  done  hv  Bishop  Agar,  1776,  as  the  workmen  dug  deep  ia 
tbe  nave  to  lay  the  foundation,  tliey  discovered  a  row  of  gravea 
of  rather  singnlar  construction,  consisting  of  brick  cells,  ex- 
sctly  suited  to  tbe  size  and  shape  of  the  body  contained  in  each, 
ftnd  what  is  curious  enough,  one  of  them  ended  at  the  sbonl- 
dera,  nor  were  any  of  the  bones  of  tbe  skull  to  be  fonnd  with 
the  body.  It  is,  therefore,  not  improbable  that  tbe  bead  of  the 
owner  may  have  been  fixed  on  Cork  g«tes  in  the  times  of  tur- 
bulence, as  they  appear,  in  the  print  given  ua  of  that  city  in 
Pacata  Hibemia,  to  be  full  of  such  kind  of  trophies. 

"  Tbe  round  tower,  aitaatcd  near  tbe  west  door  of  tbe  cathe- 
dral, ia  in  excellent  preservation.  The  dimensions  of  it  are  as 
follows  : — Height,  92  feet ;  circumference,  fiO  ;  thickness  of 
walls,  3  feet  8  inches;  height  of  door  from  ground,  13  feet. 
It  has  stones  projecting  on  the  first  story  for  tbe  joists  of  a 
floor  to  rest  on.  Windows  seem  to  have  lighted  different 
stories,  and  at  the  top  were  four  in  number,  as  is  invariably  tbe 
case.  Tbe  summit,  however,  has  been  absurdly  altered,  pro- 
bably after  it  was  struck  by  lightning  in  1749,  into  tbe  shape 
of  battlements,  instead  of  being  closed  at  top  as  usual.  The 
stones  of  which  the  tower  is  formed  have  been  chiefly  brought 
from  tbe  sea-shore,  though  about  half  way  up  tbe  building  the 
stones  themselves,  as  well  as  tbe  mode  of  placing  them,  undergo 
an  evident  alteration.  Within  the  tower  bangs  the  single 
bell  belonging  to  the  church,  presented  by  Dean  Bavies.  Tbe 
steps  to  the  door  are  also  modern,  like  the  battlements,  for  these 
ronnd  towers  (whatever  may  have  been  tbeir  use),  were  always 
entered  by  a  rope  or  ladder, 

"  In  the  eastern  part  of  the  cbureh-yard,  which  is  large  and 
well  planted,  still  remain  the  ruins  of  a  small  stone  edifice 
(standing  east  and  west,  30  feet  long  and  19  in  breadth), 
known  by  the  name  cf  St.  Colman's  Chapel,  and  probably  one 
of  those  oratories  or  early  churches  still  to  be  seen  at  Killaloe 
or  St.  Donat's,  treated  of  by  Ledwich  in  his  Antiquities. 

"The  town  of  Cloyne  is  situated  on  a  small  limestone  emin- 
ence, gently  rising  in  the  midst  of  the  valley,  through  which 
I  suppose  Cork  harbour  to  have  once  communicated  with  the 
•ea,  and  this  eminence,  therefore,  was  once  an  island  sur- 
rounded with  water;  afterwards,  on  the  water  partially  drying 
np,  by  a  deep  bog;  and  at  present,  by  rich  and  in  general  well 
improved  mradows,  to  which  the  plantatjons  about  the  cbnrcb 
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and  aee  boate,  witli  tb«  round  tower  ap{)e«ring  everywhere 
above  them,  give  a  good  effect  On  this  spot,  wbea  in  its  first 
or  second  atato  of  traoaition  (and  in  either  it  was  a  place  of 
considerable  security),  St.  Colraan  befure  the  year  GOO,  ie  sap- 
posed  to  bare  founded  liis  churcb,  snd  the  security  of  it  must 
nave  received  no  small  addition  from  the  circnmstanoe  of  a 
cave,  which  is  on  the  most  elevated  part  of  it,  extending  in 
various  branches  underground  to  a  great  distance.  In  tliosa 
unsettled  and  barbaroussges,  caves  of  this  sort  were  reeorted  to 
by  the  natives  on  the  first  appearance  of  an  enemy,  and  the 
invaders  seldom  being  able  to  make  &  long  stay,  the  wives  and 
children  of  the  tenants,  and  perhaps  even  their  cattle,  would 
remun  in  tolerable  safety  till  the  country  could  collect  in  their 
defence.  It  is  certain  that  places  uf  refage  of  this  sort  were 
looked  upon  as  of  so  much  necessity,  that  in  some  of  the  Heb- 
rides we  find  artiticial  caves  constructed  fur  this  purpose,  and 
where  nature  had  provided  one  so  deep  and  roomy  as  this,  the 
rude  inhabitants  of  the  time  would  as  naturally  graze  their 
flocks  and  build  tlieir  huts  in  its  neighbourhood,  as  in  later 
days  they  raised  their  cottages  under  the  shelter  of  a  Norman 
castle.  This  idea,  also,  will  receive  coufirmatiou  from  the  name 
of  the  town,  Clnaine,  signifying  a  cave  in  the  Irish  language. 

"  The  cave  is  now  in  the  field  called  the  Rock-meadow,  form- 
ing part  of  the  Bishop's  demesne,  a  little  east  of  hie  garden 
w^l,  and  they  having  been  long  neglected,  and  the  diwns  from 
it  choked  up,  it  is  generally  full  of  water  in  winter,  yet  there 
is  a  hu-ge  arched  passage,  runniog  some  hundred  yards,  leading 
to  another  month  in  the  shrubbery  north  of  it.  A  third  bat 
smaller  opening  is  also  visible  in  the  high  ground  above  the 
pond,  a  fourth  near  the  road  to  the  commons,  and  these  or 
similar  entrances  being  known  to  the  first  inhabitants,  gave  the 
Irish  name  to  the  whole  of  this  land  (which  since  the  encloeore 
is  preserved  in  the  email  Geld  Joining  it)  of  Nonelus  By,  or  the 
field  of  the  caverns. 

"  That  such  caves  were  need  in  Ireland  for  the  purpose  of 
security,  appears  from  the  Iceland  Annals.  [See  '  Antiq. : 
Celts  and  Scandinav.'  page  14.] 

" '  Leifr  went  on  piracy  to  the  west,  and  infested  Ireland  with 
hie  arms.  He  there  discovered  large  sobtertaneoas  caves,  the 
entrances  of  which  were  dark  and  dismal ;  but  on  entering  the^ 
saw  the  glittering  of  the  swords  which  the  men  held  in  their 
hands.  The  men  they  slew,  and  brought  the  swords,  with  much 
riches,  away.' 

"  Thus  I  conjecture  Cloyne  to  have  been  originally  inhabited 
in  the  earliest  times,  in  consequence  of  the  security  afforded  by 
its  cavee,  and  to  have  incresieed  in  fame  after  GOO,  from  the 
veneration  paid  to  its  saint,  the  round  tower  certainly  affording 
a  mark  of  ita  importance  in  the  year  900,  or  at  least  long 
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Wore  tlie  EDgliah  inTasion  in  1171.  [Prom  tho  best  opinion 
I  can  fonn  on  this  disputed  Btibjeot,  I  conclude  tbe  Irish 
round  towers  to  have  been  raisi^  by  tbe  Ostmen,  on  their 
eonrersion  to  Christianity,  about  900.] 

"  When  the  old  retreat  of  the  cave  became  of  less  consequence, 
from  the  change  of  maDners,  the  safety  of  the  inhabitants  was 
equally  consulted  abont  1300,  by  tbe  erection  of  eevenl  strong 
and  insalated  castles,  as  seems  to  have  been  the  case  in  all  tbe 
old  Irish  towns  of  moch  note,  to  which  the  inmates  of  the  neigh- 
bouring caverns  retired  in  times  of  danger,  at  once  receiving 
and  giving  protection.  One  of  these  castles  was,  as  we  have 
keen,  at  the  south-east  angle  of  the  square,  formed  by  the  meet- 
ing of  the  four  streets ;  a  second  stood  in  Qarryowen-lane,  on 
the  north  side  of  tbe  road  ;  and  another  somewhat  to  the  east 
of  the  present  see  house:  these  buildings  were  probably  raised 
by  the  Powers,  or  Fitzgeralds,  most  likely  by  the  latter,  who 
possessed  almost  the  whole  barony  of  Imokilly,  Erst  when  newly 
settled  in  the  conntry  as  a  defence  against  the  savage  natives, 
and  afterwards,  when  assimilated  to  them  in  manners  and 
religion,  as  a  protection  to  them.  The  advantage  of  the  com- 
mons at  a  stiU  later  era  operated  as  a  cause  of  increase  to  the 
population,  eo  that  even  at  pri^scnt,  though  exceeded  in  splen- 
dour of  buildings  and  many  other  advantages  by  the  neighbour- 
ing towns  of  Middlctos  and  Castle  martyr,  it  is  not  considerably 
below  them  in  number,  which  by  a  tolerably  accurate  compu- 
tation, in  1800,  amounted  to  more  than  1,600  souls.  [The  in- 
habited houses  were  as  follows  : — Chnrch-lane,  75  ;  Roch-lane, 
3ff;  River-lane,  62;  Spital-lane,  136.  By  a  later  and  more 
accurate  enumeration  taken  on  oath  in  1813,  the  nnmber  of 
inhabitants  amounted  to  2,020,  the  town  tben  having  308  in- 
habited houses,  and  at  least  S^  persons  to  every  houso  on  an 
average.]  As  there  is  no  other  market  for  the  whole  well-peopled 
peninsula  from  Ballycotton  to  Rostillan,  the  influx  of  persons 
on  a  market  or  bir  day  is  very  considerable  indeed.  The 
ancient  names  of  the  neighhounng  fields  and  ground  speak 
the  savageness  of  the  place  in  early  times,  Knockna  Madreo 
is  the  hill  of  the  grey  dog  or  wolf;  Pkrk  Nadristrig,  the  field 
of  briers ;  Monewraniskey,  the  meadow  of  tbe  wild  boars. 

"Of  the  hills  that  surround  the  town,  that  on  the  north  is 
Bohermore,  or  the  great  highway ;  from  a  tradition  that  a  road 
passed  over  it  from  the  sea  on  the  south  to  that  on  the  north 
of  the  kingdom.  The  hill  to  the  uorth-wcst  is,  as  we  have 
said,  Knockna  Nadree,  the  hill  of  the  Wolf,  and  to  tbe  north- 
east is  Courtoon,  or  the  hilt  with  tbe  naked  turn,  which  ex- 
presses its  present  appearance  with  much  precision."

From  1681  to  1686  ha  was  B.  Cloghran,  Swords,  Dublin;  from 
1682  to  1703,  P.  Swords,  Dublin;  from  1691  to  17C3,  Dean  of 
Cloyne,  and  V.01ondrohid;aaU  from  1693  to  bis  death  in  1703 
he  was  Archdeacon  of  Ross. 

The  family  history  of  Dean  Scardeville  is  best  told  hy  the 
insoriptions  on  a  mural  tablet,  and  on  a  tombstone  in  the 
chancel  of  Swords  Ohnrch,  copies  of  which  were  kindly  fur- 
nished by  Rev.  Thomaa  Twigg,  the  Tncumbent. 

"Here  lyeth  ye  body  of  ye  Rev.  Heniy  Scardevile,  Dean  of 
Cloyn,  Archdeacon  of  Kosse,  Prebendary  and  Vicar  of  Swords, 
who  departed  this  life  ye  3rd  of  February,  1703;  together  with 
ye  body  of  his  first  wife,  Mary,  ye  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Colonel 
Guy  Molesworth,  of  London,  [The  Dean  was  married  in 
December,  1682,  M.  L.  Dnblin.T  who  died  in  childbed,  and 
left  no  issue.  He  also  married  Margrety,  daughter  of  Robert 
Cnlliford,  of  Eacoomb,  in  the  county  of  Dorsetshire,  esq.,  who 
lies  interred  at  ThisUeworth,  in  Middlesex,  by  whom  he  bad 
issue  a  son  and  a  daughter,  vis.,  Frederick  Maynhard,  and 
Elisabeth. 

"Here  also  lieth  the  body  of  Elisabetb  Scardevile,  his 
daughter,  who  departed  this  life  the  4tb  day  of  May,  1704." 

Dean  Scardeville  is  said  to  have  repaired  the  old  round  tower 
at  Swords.  He  left,  br  will,  £100  for  teaching  theProlesUnt 
children  of  Swords,  which  bequest  seems  never  to  have  been 
paid.  His  executor,  Mr.  John  Scardeville,  was  saed  for  it  hy 
direction  of  the  Swords  Vestry,  in  1731,  and  he  appears  to  have 
handed  over  in  lieu  thereof  a  lease  which  he  held  from  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  St  Patrick's,  of  the  tithes  of  the  parish 
of  Killeek.  That  lease  was  afterwards  made  over  to  the  Curat« 
of  Swords,  Rev.  Alexander  Eustace;  and  the  parish  of  Swords 
has  bad  no  benefit  from  the  bequest  of  Deau  Scardeville  sinoe 
the  year  1774.

He  wu  a 
nadre  of  Oonntj  Cork,  and  wa«  probably  aon  of  Wingfield 
PatrictcBon.  If  so,  he  entered  T.C.D.  on  lit  June,  1723,  beiug 
then  aboat  M?enteen  years  old.

Id  Kantark,  formerly  a  village  in  the  parish  of  Clonfert,  there 
seems  to  have  been  some  place  of  worship  in  1772,  where  the 
Curate  uf  Clonfert  used  toureach  about  one  Sunday  in  four.  Be- 
tween 1794  and  1798,  during  the  incumbency  of  Richard  Wood- 
ward, the  Bishop's  son,  at  Clonfert,  a  chapel  was  erected  in 
Kantnrk,  on  a  site  granted  by  the  Eakl  of  Eqmoht,  a  little  below 
the  conflneuce  of  the  rivers  Alio  and  Dallua.  The  Earl  gave,  also, 
£50  towards  the  building  ;  and  William  Allen,  esq.,  of  Qreen- 
field,  to  whose  seal  and  attention  tlie  completion  of  the  chnrch 
may  in  a  great  measnre  be  ascribed,  erected  in  it  a  handsome 
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_Jei7  at  hia  own  expense.  Id  1805,  Oct.  11,  the  Rev.  Geoixe 
_  layburj  eeema  to  hare  been  licensed  to  the  curacy  of  Eaoturk 
by  the  Vicar  of  Cloofert,  and  at  the  Clonfert  veatrias  of  that 
period  a  pariah  clerk,  &c.,  fur  Kanturk  was  regularly  appointed, 
fci  1808,  however,  Mr.  Hewitt,the  Vicar  of  Ctoufert,  took  atepa 
to  Lave  Kanturk  made  a  perpetual  care,  and  in  1809  it  waa

1809.  July  12.  The  Bishop  of  Cloyne,  and  Francis  Hewitt,

to  the  Cure  of  the  church  or  chapel  of  Eanturk  the  tollowiog 
towalands  : — "  Kanturk,  Oeradeen,  Ourragh,  Hylihimgh,  Ilos> 
line,  Ooolevotas,  Kilnockin,  Knockelly,  EDooksbehy,  Knock- 
shesane,  Gooseberry-hill,  Garrigcaahel,  Barleyhill,  Liamire, 
Suarrigle,  Catlaghan's  Ruaacon,  Callaghan's  LismMlcnmmin, 
Murphy's  LiemraJ cummin,  Two  Cluutimacadea,  Greenfield, 
Gortnacoaroe,  aud  Gortnaecreggy,  wliich  eerei&t  townlands 
shall  belong  to  the  Cure  of  the  church  or  chapel  of  eaae  ao 
erected  in  ttie  town  of  Kanturk  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  here- 
after be  one  parish,  to  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  the 
pariah  or  cbapelry  of  Kunturk,  and  ehall  be  deemed  and  reputed 
to  be  one  entire  parish,  for  the  purposes  in  the  said  Act 
mentioned,  saving,  nevertheless,  to  the  said  Francis  Hewitt 
and  his  euooeseors.  Vicars  of  Clonfert,  otherwise  Trinity  Christ 
Church,  Newmarket,  all  bis  and  their  rights  aa  Vicars  of  said 
pariah  of  Clonfert"  At  this  time  the  Vicar  of  Clonfert  allocated 
for  the  stipend  of  the  Curate  the  tithes  of  two  farms,  called 
Coulaooueane  and  Curragh,  amounting  to  £5i  per  an.  The 
Board  of  First  Fruits  gave  an  equal  sum,  and  also  gave  £450 
to  fine  down  the  rent  of  10  plantation  acres  for  a  glebe,  and 
an  additional  X460  for  a  bouse.  This  (says  Mr.  Hewitt,  in  hla 
account  of  Clonfert,  preserved  in  manuscript  by  hia  son),  makes 
it  one  of  the  best  curacies  in  the  diocese,  aud  the  Bishop  allows 
the  Curate  to  perform  the  ocoasionat  duties  of  TuUilease,  anon- 
onre,  for  which  service  £10  per  an.  is  allowed.  This  provision 
for  the  Curate  is,  every  way,  worth  £150  per  an.  The  Barl  of 
Egmont  allows  annually  £30  to  Mr.  BuUen,  as  soboolmaster  at 
Kanturk.     [D.R.  and  Hewitt  MSS.] 

H.B. ^The  townlonds  above  mentioned  as  oomprisiug  the 

district  of  the  perpetual  curacy,  are  identical  with  those  selected 
on  15tb  June,  1807,  by  the  parishioners  of  Clonfert,  "for 
paying  the  clerk  and  sexton  of  Kanturk,  and  for  keeping  the 
ohapel  in  repair,  in  order  that  said  chapel  of  ease  may  be  made 
a  perpetual  cure."

He  had  two  sons,  Edmund,  who  died  Sp.,  and  William,  who 
was  heir  to  hie  brother,  and  recovered  the  estates  of  Kilcol- 
man,  and  also,  in  1697,  of  Benny.  This  William  had,  by  his 
wife,  Barbara,  a  daughter,  Snaannab,  and  a  son,  Nathaniel,  who 
was  of  Benny,  and  died,  having  had,  by  his  wife,  Rosamund 
Bulkeley,  a  daughter,  Barbara,  and  three  fons,  Edmund,  Na- 
thaniel, and  John.  Edmund,  the  last-named,  was  bom  26th 
Nov.,  1711,  and  married  in  1736,  Anne,  dau.  of  John  Freeman, 
eso..  of  Ballinguile. 

The  second  son  of  the  poet  was  Lausknce  Spbncex,  whoaa 
will  was  dated  in  1653,  and  proved  in  16,'i4,  at  Cloyne.  In  it 
he  is  Btjplcd  "  Laurence  Spencer,  of  Camden  Bridge,  Yongbal."

Eroanoel  Phaire,  a.b.,  was  ordained  Deacon  on  23rd  Doc, 
1604, and  Frieston24th,  1604, both  by  William,  Bp.  cf  Oxford. 
He  was  V.  Eilabannig  in  1612,  and  besides  the  preferments 
above  mentioned,  bold  in  1634,  the  curacy  of  Morneabbey. 
He  was  plundered  by  the  rebels  in  1641,  and  lost  his  church 
livings,  worth  £50  per  annum.     [MS.  T.C.D.  F.  2.  18.] 

The  &mily  of  Robert  Phaire,  one  of  the  persons  to  whom 
was  directed  the  warrant  for  the  execution  of  Charles  I.,  settled 
in  Ireland.  Colonel  Phaire  was  appointed  by  Cromwell  to  be 
Governor  of  Cork  in  1651;  and  in  16C0  was  sent  prisoner  to 
London,bul  saved  his  life  by  meansofLoBDCLANOAKTr.  He  was 
aftorwards  concerned  in  a  plot  for  seising  Dublin  Castle,  and 
again  escaped  ponishment  He  died  nearCork,  and  wati  buried, 
as  is  recorded  in  Smith's  Cork  [Vol.  i.,  p.  206],  in  the  Ana- 
baptist buying  ground  in  that  city. 

Colonel  Phaire  married  EliEabet^i,  dan.  of  Sib  Tbohas  Heb- 
BBKT,  knight,  and  mentions  in  his  will,  proved  in  Dublin  in 
1662,  four  sons,  Onesiphorus,  Alexander,  Thomas,  and  John; 
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anil  fire  daughters,  Elisabeth,  wife  of  Richard  Farmar;  Mary, 
wife  of  Qeurge  Oainble  ;  Frances,  Lucy,  aud  Elisabeth.  He  is 
described  as  of  Uraoge,  co.  Cork,  in  the  barony  of  Barretts. 

The  will  of  hid  widow  was  dated  2Tch  January,  16^)7,  and 
was  proved  at  Cork,  on  7tbNov^  1098.  She  is  described  as  of 
"  Umnge,  in  ye  barony  of  Barretts."  She  wishes  to  be  buried 
"  neore  ray  dearly  beloved  liusbant,  Coll'  Robert  Phaire,  de- 
ceased." She  bequeathes  to  her  "sonn,"  Henry  Phaire,  plate 
and  other  articles,  v'li.,  "my  chaire  with  wheels,  my  eharrett 
and  all  ye  harness" — "  a  bond  of  two  hundred  pounds  yt  I  lent 
to  my  son-in-law,  Bartholomew  Pordon,  and  all  my  garrons 
wL  other  housould  stuff."  She  mentions  hor  daughters,  "Lucy 
IHuwcr,  and  Elisabeth  Pordon;"  her  sons,  Alexander  Herbert 
Pliaire,  John  Pliaire,  and  Thomas  Phaire,  the  sole  esecator. 
She  leaves  to  ber  children  whatever  "profetl  may  be  had  out 
of  ye  iron  works,"  She  mentions  also  her  "cosen,"  James 
Peiver,  The  overseers  of  the  will  are  Abraham  Morriss,  of 
Cork  ;  and  Robert  Peiver,  of  Ballygronans.  The  witiiesafa  are 
E.  Wetenlmll  and  Ben  Tartarian.  The  seal  attached  to  this 
document  bears  "  a  cross  mouline,  debruised  by  a  beud,  impal- 
ing three  lions  rampant."  Among  the  Cloyne  marriage  bonds 
is  oue  dated  1692,  for  marriage  between  Thomas  Phaire,  of 
Grange,  and  Elisabeth  Purdon,  of  Ballyclogh. 

Of  the  issue  above-mentioned  of  Colonel  Phaire,  three  (Onesi- 
phoruB,  Mre.  Elisabeth  Farmer,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Gamble)  were 
children  by  a  former  wife,  not  named  in  the  will.  OueBipborua 
was  of  Grange,  and  died  circa  1702,  leaving  by  his  wife,  Elisa- 
beth, two  eons— Robert  and  Aldworth,  and  a  daughter,  Elisa- 
beth, wife  of  Edward  Rogers,  and  after  bisdeath,  wjfeof  Onesi- 
phnrus  Gamble.

Niion,  of  Newtown  ;  and  Elisabeth. 

The  eldest  son  of  Colonel  Phaire,  by  the  second  marriage, 
was  Thomas  Phaire,  esq.,  of  Mount  Pleasant.  He  married  Alicia 
or  Elisabeth,  dan.  of  Bartholomew  Purdon,  esq.,  senior,  of  Bally- 
clogli,  and  had  issue  five  sons  and  two  daughters.  The  sons 
were — Robert,  of  Grange,  died  circa  1742  ;  Herbert ;  Thomas, 
died  circa  1748 ;  Onesiphoroa ;  and  Francis.  The  daughters 
were — Elisabeth,  wife  of  Richard  Chinnery  ;  and  Alicia.

James  Cox,  a  descendant  of  the  Wraed  Dr.  Richard  Cox, 
tutor  to  Edward  VI.,  and  one  of  the  compilers  of  the  Litargy, 
was  the  eldeat  eon  of  Michael  Cox,  of  Eilnortfa,  who  came  from 
BUhop's  Canning,  near  Devizes,  and  was  the  first  of  the  &mily 
who  settled  in  Ireland.  Michael  had  three  eons,  of  whom  the 
youngest,  Richard,  was  the  father  of  Sib  Rtchakd  Cox,  Lord 
Chancellor  of  Ireland;  the  eeeond,  Jasper,  was  Alderman  of 
Toughal,  and  died  eirea  1663,  leaving  by  his  wife,  Mary,  two

"  Beab  Cakson, 

"  The  expense  of  a  fitcnity  is  very  serious,  and  the  danger 
of  objecting  to  the  title  by  which  yon  hold  your  present  parishes 
not  imminent  at  present,  bo  that  I  am  inclined  to  advise  you 
to  wait  till  you  thiuk  you  have  more  pressing  necessity. 

"  The  queeliuns  yoa  ask  depending  on  the  union,  and  the 
wording  of  the  Act  of  Union  itself,  make  it  impossible  at  pre- 
sent to  give  a  predse  answer  to  them ;  bat  I  apprehend  the 
Irish  laws  previous  to  the  union  will  still  bind  the  Irish  Church, 
nnless  expressly  repealed  by  the  Imperial  Parliament.  The 
nature  of  the  connexion  in  the  clerical  line  is  now  before  Sir 
Wm.  Scot  to  give  his  opinion  on  it. 

"  In  order  to  answer  the  latter  part  of  your  letter,  which  I 
fear  I  cannot  do  exactly  to  your  wishes,  I  most,  iu  perfect 
dependence  on  your  secrecy  and  hononr,  enter  more  than  I  am 
apt  to  do  into  the  plan  I  have  of  disposing  of  Br.  Atterbary's 
preferments,  in  case  it  shonid  be  my  lot  to  outlive  him. 

"  My  intention  has  been  to  separate  the  Chantership  from 
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the  great  union  of  Clonmell ;  to  aettte  Anstin  in  the  latter,  and 
Hingston  in  the  former ;  in  which  cue  the  plan  yon  mention 
of  uniting Kilmahon,  Churchtoirn,  andBohillane,  mi|,'ht  in  time 
take  effect;  but  of  late  Mr.  Mapletoft  seems  to  have  wished  tn 
give  up  Castletown  for  Atterbnr}''e  preferment,  and  then  no 
separation  would  take  place. 

"  But  though  either  of  these  schemes  shuts  the  door  to  your 
advancement,  there  are  other  passages  equally  broad  left  open. 
Dr.King'sliTingwaa  valued  in  1796,atnpwardsof  £900;  and  as 
that  preferment  would  be  more  than  equivalent  for  both  yonrs, 
it  would  probably  be  a  great  object  to  you.  Circumstances 
make  me  wish  at  present  for  two  livings,  such  as  yon  now 
bold,  to  dispose  of;  and  though  I  would  not  be  understood  to 
make  an  actual  promise,  the  chance  of  King's  living  furnishes 
an  additional  reason  for  you  not  to  be  too  hasty  in  applying 
for  a  faculty  to  hold  your  present  parishes. 

"  I  feel  happy  in  the  gratitude  you  express  for  such  services 
OS  I  havo  been  able  to  render  yon ;  and  shall  I  confess  aUo 
that  I  have  always  thouglit  myself  obliged  by  your  expressing 
your  dislike  to  my  leaving  tlie  country  in  1T9C  ?  I  wish  we 
had  talked  over  the  reasons  for  and  against  it  :  there  were 
inany  on  both  sides,  and  I  knew  too  much  of  the  state  of  the 
country  for  my  own  comfort — the  same  knowledge  of  which 
poor  Dodge,  so  fatally  for  himself,  partook  with  me.  So  apt, 
however,  is  the  world  to  ju<lge  by  the  event,  that  the  same 
mouths  which  were  opened  against  me  for  quitting  my  diocese 
iu  1796  were  extended  to  the  full  as  wide  against  Bishop 
Stock  for  not  quitting  his  when  the  same  enemy  came  in 
1798.  The  Primate  too,  in  1798,  followed  my  example  in 
quitting  Armagh  at  the  6rst  report  of  a  landing,  as  did  poor 
Stock  and  his  whole  foinily  on  the  second  appearance  of  the 
French  frigates  in  the  bav  of  Killalla.  They  knew  by  expe- 
rience to  whnt  dreadful  distress  they  exposed  themselves.  I 
knew  it  by  anticipation.  Besides,  all  my  money  was  at  Dub- 
lin, and  I  had  a  very  numerous  family  to  feed,  who  were  to 
have  left  the  country  ten  days  after.  I  thought  ht  the  time 
that  all  travelling  would  soon  become  impracticable,  as  it  did 
in  1798,  and  that  as  it  was  determined  to  give  up  the  county 
of  Cork  to  the  enemy,  it  was  better  for  me  to  prevent  the 
misery  of  so  terrible  a  retreat,  and  that  ten  days  sooner  or 
later  made  no  difference.  Providence  saved  as  ;  and  therefore 
the  world  in  general  blamed  me.  I  have  even  myself  since 
thought  I  was  too  precipitate  ;  but  I  doubt  whether  I  should 
have  thought  so  nt  the  moment  of  danger.  At  any  rate  it  was 
kind  of  you  to  suggest  your  doubts,  and  I  have  endeavoured  to 
be  grateful  for  the  advice.

Henry  Newman  was  descended  uom  an  ancient  bmily  in 
the  sister  kingdom,  a  member  of  which,  Riohabd  Kbwmah, 
esq.,  High  Steward  of  Westminster,  purchased  from  Sir  Francis 
Hastings  the  manors  of  North  and  South  Cadbniy,  in  Somer* 
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eetshirc.  This  Richard  Newman  had  Buffered,  in  Cromwell's 
tipite,  in  consequeuce  of  hia  attachment  to  Charles  I.,  and  was 
rewarded  by  the  succeeding  mouaTch  by  an  Augmentation  of 
his  family  arms ;  "  or,  gules,  a  jiortcullis  crowned,  or."  [  Vulc

part  i.,  page  1^79.]  In  lG87,KicharU  Newman(theBecoDd8on,  it 
is  said, of  Haniphrey Newman, esq .,ofWincau ton, Somersetshire, 
by  Dorothea,  dau.  of  Sir  Thomas  Phillips,  of  Barrington),  passed 
patent  on  28th  August,  for  the  castle  and  lands  of  Drumaneea, 
near  Mallow,  and  for  seTend  other  lands  and  houses  in  Cork. 
The  said  lands,  &c.,  to  be  erected  into  a  manor,  called  the 
manor  of  Newburry,  with  power  to  erect  a  court  leet  and 
conrt  baron,  to  appoint  a  gaoler,  seoesclial,  and  buliffs,  and  to 
impark  500  acres  of  land,  &c.  [_Vidt  Smith's,  Cork,  vol.  i., 
page  295,  editiou  of  1815.] 

This  Rjchard  Newman  died  on  the  12th  June,  1694,  and 
was  buried  in  Mallow,  as  is  testified  by  an  inscription  on  a 
slab  in  the  old  church  of  Mallow.  He  was  the  father,  iuter 
aliot,  of  Charles  Newman,  who  was  bom  in  1661,  in  the  county 
Cork,  and  entered  T.C.D.  as  a  Fellow  Commoner,  aged  seven- 
teen, on  22nd  June,  167S.

He  was  a  Cap- 
tain of  Horse  at  the  siege  of  Bridgewater  in  1644,  and  in 
Pebmary  of  that  year  was  mentioned  as  having,  by  his  loyal 
conduct,  defeated  an  attempt  of  the  rebels  to  gain  over  the 
garrison  by  bribery.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  mi^or ; 
but  being  forced,  with  the  rest  of  the  gallant  defenders  ef  that 
place,  to  surrender  himself  a  prisoner  of  war  in  164ff,  fae  with- 
drew to  Barbadoes,  with  other  unfortunate  adherents  of  the 
royal  cause.  Major  William  Byam,  at  Barbadoes,  was  "  Master 
of  the  Ordnaoce,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Ishrad,"  and  soon  after 
was  compelled  to  leave  Barbadoes  for  Sorinam,  of  which  plaoe 
he  was  chosen  Governor,  and  where  he  remained  until  the  Butch 
fleet  in  1663  took  possession  of  that  place,  which  was  finally 
ceded  to  the  Butch  in  1667.

The  Rev.  Cbriatopber  Fearaon  was  the  son  of  tbe  TeneiaWe 
Dr.  Williiun  PearBon,  Archdeacon  of  Nottingbain,  Chancellor  of 
York,  and  Rector  of  Bolton  Percy,  York,  who  married  on  12th 
Oct.,  1696,  Mary,  dau,  of  Dr.  Henry  Watkinaon,  Chancellor  of 
Tork.  Archdeacon  Pearson  was  bora  at  Brigham,  Cumberland, 
August  10,  1CC3,  and  died,  Pobruaiy  6,  1715.  The  Arch- 
deacon's father  waa  the  B«t.  John  Pearson,  Rector  of  Great 
Orton,  Cumberland,  Carlisle, 

Anne,  dau.  of  the  above-named  Archdeacon  Pearson,  married 
the  Rer.  John  Wright,  Rector  of  Euston,  Suffolk,  Ely.  Their 
lineal  descendant,  John  Wright,  bora  January  23,  1781,  in- 
herited the  family  estates  of  the  Wrights,  of  Kilverstone,  connty 
Norfolk,  and  was  in  the  CominisEion  of  the  Peace,  and  Deputy 
Lieutenancy  of  Norfolk, 

Christopner  (the  son,  as  above  elated,  of  Archdeacon  Pearson) 
was  born  at  York,  and  entorcd  T.C.D.  as  a  Pensioner  on  2Stb 
April,  1723,  being  then  seventeen  years  old.

President  of  that  society,  and  seems  ta  bave  acted  as  Secretary. 

The  society  which  was  commenced  on  4th  Nov.,  1746,  "at 
the  house  of  the  Widow  Callaghan,  at  Moyallow,"  had  for  its 
object  to  concert  measures  for  the  mutual  security  of  its  mem- 
bers, and  for  the  defence  of  his  Majesty  King  George  and  his 
giiveriinient,  then  imperilled  by  "a  horrid  and  most  unna- 
tural rebellion"  carried  on  in  Scotland,  "  by  Papists  and  other 
disaffected  persons,"  in  favour  of  a  Popish  Pretender.  Every 
Friday  was  the  day  of  meeting,  at  the  house  abovO'inentioned  ; 
and  absent  members  were  to  be  fined  one  British  sliilling.  The 
first  members  were  as  follow  : — Mat.  Deane,  Ridid.  Newman, 
John  Billon,  Adam  Newman,  Arthr.  Lysaght,  Phil.  Oliver, 
Hen.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Meuth  was  the  Treasurer,  and  all  fines  except 
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thoee  for  absence  were  to  be  given  by  him  to  the  Proteataot 
poor  of  Mallow.  The  membera  were  to  wear  on  all  days  of 
meeting  ao  orange  cockaiie  in  their  hate,  aiid  were  to  take,  on 
adinission,  oaths  of  loyalty  and  ubjuratioii  <jf  the  Pretender, 
B.nd  to  profess  disbelief  in  transiibstantiatiuD. 

On  20th  Dec,  1745,  the  club  resolve  to  recommend  Kichd. 
Newman,  esq.,  to  the  Lord  Lieulenant  for  an  independent 
troup  »f  dragoons.  On  May  9,  1746,  the  club  resolve  to  meet 
but  once  a  month  for  the  future,  and  also  agree  "  that  the  sum 
of  two  pounds  live  shillings  and  six  pence  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  to  any  person  or  persona  that  shall,  within  throe 
calendar  months  from  the  date  hereof,  apprehend  James  Quin- 
lan,  of  this  town,  indicted  lU  the  Inst  quarter  sessions  for  assault- 
ing the  wife  of  Dory,  the  gunsmith,"  >tc.  It  was  also  agreed  to 
pay  .£1  3s.  Qf>.  to  any  person  who  shall,  within  the  same  period, 
'' aet  George  Uasset,  butcher,  deserter  from  Genl.  M^hitchet's, 
now  Bligb's  Regiment  of  Dragoons,  and  give  notice  of  the  same 
to  the  military  officer  commanding  in  Mallow." 

On  2nd  Dec.,  1755,  after  a  long  recess,  the  society  agree  to 
meet  monthly  at  the  bousce  alt«riialely  of  James  Magrath  and 
William  Cooly.  They  resolve  that  n{>  member  shall  pay  more 
for  his  ordinary  and  wine  or  other  liquor  than  3e.  ^\d.,  "nor 
shall  more  than  one  bottle  of  wine  or  a  like  proportion  of  other 
liqnor  be  allowed  each  member," 

On  Hay  11,  1756,  "  Whereas  at  the  last  general  assizes  held 
for  the  county  of  Corke,  John  Lott,  of  Oarrigoou,  near  Mallow, 
taylor,  was  capitally  convicted  for  robbery  and  burglary,  and 
ordered  for  esecution  on  Saturday,  the  first  day  of  this  instant. 
And  whereas  the  said  Lutt  was  not  banged  till  he  was  dead,  ac- 
cording to  his  sentence,  but  isnowalive,hath  been  seen  by  num- 
bers of  persons,  and  is  lurking  about  the  neighbourhood  of  Car- 
rigoon  aforesaid  :— This  society  doth  agree  to  give  a  reward  of 
five  pounds  sterling  to  any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  within 
three  calendar  months  from  the  date  hereof  apprehend  and 
lodge  the  said  Lott  in  any  of  bis  Majesty's  gaols  in  this  king- 
dom," 

On  8th  June,  1756,  it  was  "  agreed  for  the  time  to  come  that 
no  raising,  wageing,  or  any  kind  of  haiardoua  gameing,  be  on 
any  account  whatsoever  admitted  at  any  meeting  of  this  society, 
and  that  any  person  who  shall  hereafter  propose  any  such 
raffling,  wageing,  or  hazardons  gameing,  shall  forfeit  one  doteu 
of  wine,  and  such  proposal  shall  be  utterly  and  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  not  complied  with." 

On  dth  Nov.,  1756,  it  was  agreed  that  the  club  meet  for  the 
future  altemal«ly  at  the  houses  of  Mr.  Magrath  and  of  Mr. 
Richard  Lai^e,  at. the  New  Inn. 

On  14Ui  Feb.,  17S8,  "Whereas  by  an  act  of  this  society, 
dated  the  17th  March  last,  it  was  ordered  that  all  fines  for  ab- 
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•ecce,  after  pavinent  of  tfae  respective  honsee  (i.e.  far  diflneraX 
sbonld  be  uid  op  as  a  fund  for  aidiDg  enoh  poor  people 
as  shoDld  be  boaod  over  to  the  aasizeB  for  the  proaecation 
of  feloDs  aod  compooodera  of  felony,  and  not  be  able  to  bear 
their  expenses  at  the  asaizea,  &c  And  whereas  no  applica- 
tion hath  been  made  to  this  society  for  the  parposes  afore- 
said :" — it  is  now  aereed  that  the  aaid  fine  hitherto  paid  be  ap- 
Elied  to  the  purohasinE  one  nlver  medal  for  each  of  the  mem- 
ers,  to  he  worn  by  them  publickly,  appendant  to  an  orange 
ribbon.  The  Treasurer  is  empowered  to  contmct  for  forty  of 
those  medals,  and  the  members  are  invited  to  saggest  devices 
and  mottoes,  it  being  decided  that  one  inscription  shall  refer 
to  Nov.  4,  1745,  the  day  of  the  first  institution  of  this  society. 

Beyond  what  is  above  staled,  no  busineea  whatever  seems  to 
have  been  done  by  this  society,  excepting  the  levying  of  fines 
for  absence.  The  last  meeting  recorded  in  the  book  from 
which  these  extracts  are  taken  was  held  on  9th  Sec,  1760, 
NoR&iss  Jbphson  being  Vice-President 

Q.  Chinnery  (son  of  Qeorge  Chinnery,  of  Castlecorr,  by 
Margaret,  dan.  of  John  Lysaght,  of  Honnt  North,  near  Hallow, 
the  ancestor  of  Lobd  Lisle),  was  born  at  BallyKradda,  county 
Cork,  and  when  nineteen  years  old,  ent«red  T.C.D.,  on  1st 
Feb.,  H95,  and  obtained  a  Scholarabip  in  1699. 

Having  graduated,  he  was  ordained  Deacon,  on  30th  Hay, 
1708,  and  Priest,  on  20th  March,  1709,  at  Stapleetown,  in  the 
diocese  of  Feme. 

He  appears  from  1718  to  1754  as  R.  Litter ;  he  waa,  from 
1731  to  1754,  E.  Mallow;  from  1730  to  1732,  P.  Donogh- 
more;  from  1732  to  1752,  P.  Cafaimltan;  and  from  1735  to 
1745,  R.  Eilleagh.

Tliis  latter  Allen  had  a  aon,  Allen,  whose  son 
Henry  bad  iaaue  a  son,  William,  born  in  1742,  who  by  his 
wife,  Anne,  dan.  of  Rev.  Henry  Colet,  of  Tewkeabnry,  Worces- 
terahire  (a  descendant  of  Dean  Colet,  tlie  founder  of  St.  Paul's), 
bad  issue  a  son,  Rev.  Allen  CliSe,  of  Mathon  House,  Hereford- 
shire, wlio  mavricd  Eliza,  dau.  of  Colonel  Joseph  Denne,  of 
Terenure,  ii.p.  for  county  Dublin,  and  had  issue,  iTUn-  allot,  a 
second  son.  Rev.  A.  R.  ClilTe,  now  of  Mallow.  The  foregoing 
account  is  taken  from  the  Herald's  visitations  of  Worcester  and 
Hereford,  and  from  the  parish  registers  of  Crtulley  ami  Mathon, 
in  Herefordshire,  and  of  Great  Witley,  in  Worcestershire. 

The  Bcv.  A.  R  Clifie  was  born  in  1808,  and  is  a.m.  of 
Oxford  University.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1831,  and 
Priest  in  1S32,  both  by  the  Bishop  of  Hereford.  He  was 
Curate  for  niany  years  of  Cradley,  and  of  Hampton-Lucy,  and 
since  1833  has  been  iu  the  Commission  of  the  Peuce  for  the 
county  of  Worcester. 

He  married  Brilliana,  dau.  of  Samuel  Craae,  esq.,  of  Wor- 
cester,  J  P.  and  d.l.,  by  Catherine  Elita,  dau.  of  Colonel  Martin 
Wall,  of  the  Lodge,  Tewkesbury.

tan  Vigors  (son  of  Rev.  Louis  Vigors,  Treasurer  of  Boas, 
q.  v.,  by,  it  is  auppoaed,  a  Miss  Delaune,  sister  probably  to 
Henry  Delaune,  of  Gurtmore,  conaty  Cork,  who  married  a  dau. 
of  Richard  Boyle,  Abp.  of  Tuam),  was,  from  1634  to  1637,  R. 
Ardnegiby  and  V.  Grenai^b  ;  and  from  1635  to  1639,  V.  Kil- 
worth,  Macroney,  and  Eilcrump.  In  1637  he  became  V.  Mar- 
shalstown.  He  was  Chaplain  to  Lord  Broghill  in  the  rebellion 
of  1642. 

He  married  Catherine,  dan.  of  Thomas  Boyle,  and  sister  of 
Richard  Boyle,  Bishop  of  Ferns  and  Leighlin,  and  of  Roger  Boyle, 
Bishop  of  Cork.  By  her  he  had  issue  four  sons — Urban, 
Thomas,  George;  and  Bartholomew,  who  was  bom  at  Bishop's

ter to  the  Earle  of  ^rrimore,  wherein  hee  doth  persuade  his 
hononr  to  conaort  himeelfe  with  hie  Lordahip,  the  which  hee 
doth  defy,  for  I  know  the  Earl  to  he  a  man  that  doth  abhor 
and  detest  bis  Lordahip,  and  the  Lord  Roche's  inaunection  and 
desperate  attempt,  and  wisheth  evill  ancceas  unto  their  rebel- 
liona  designee,  for  hee  is  one  '  quern  Titan  flnxit  meliore  Into' — 
ffiret  concerning  oar  Service. 

"The  Rehles  entering  into  the  province  of  Monnster,  com- 
mitting great  apoyle  in  their  march,  Sir  William  Saint  Leger, 
knight,  Lord  President  of  the  said  province,  with  200  horse, 
Frydar,  3rd  of  December,  kilt  SOO  of  them  between  Olooemel) 
and  Waterford,  tteside  e,  great  nnmber  that  were  drowned ; 
many  prisoners  were  then  taken,  whereof  40ty  of  the  Ring- 
leadera  were  hanged  at  the  citty  of  Waterford  the  Monday  fol- 

"  Thursday,  the  seventh  of  December.— My  Lord  Preaident 

Sve  me  notice  the  Bebles  bad  robbed  the  Lord  Arch  Bishop  of 
shell,  and  driven  away  hia  Qraoe's  cattle  and  flock  fr(»n  hia 
Pallace  of  Coamis,  made  after  them,  and  found  aome  of  the  said 
cattle  in  the  bawne  of  a  gentleman  not  far  from  Gaabell, 
whereuppon  his  Lordahip  caused  the  Rebles  houses  to  be  fired, 
and  sent  the  gentleman  to  Clonemell  gayle,  after  which  time 
wee  were  indifferent  quiett,  until  Baron  Loghmoreand  Captain 
Graves  souldiers  came  into  our  company  and  stole  the  cattle 
and  pillaged  as  they  went,  their  atealtbes  and  villanyes  they 
committed  were  commonly  in  the  night  for  the  mMt  part ; 
most  of  tlieir  armea  were  balfe  pike,  and  sleaues.  Not  long 
after  their  coming  in  this  theivuh  kind  of  way,  but  most  of 
the  Papists  in  our  barony  of  Cundana  consorted  themselves 
with  them  and  robbed  their  next  neighbours,  and  killed  such 
M  did  withatand  them  without  any  r^iard  of  former  iutamatory 
of  love,  or  tyea  of  favours  don  them  and  anncien  t  acquaintance  j 
which  made  all  the  Protestants  in  those  partes  to  fly  to  castles 
for  the  safety  of  their  p.sone  and  lives,  or  run  away  to  some 
Port  Towne,  or  to  the  next  atrength  adjoining,  and  leave  all 
they  had  with  them. 

"  My  honoorahle  Lord,  the  Lord  of  Brogbill  aforesaid,  hear- 
ing of  these  cow-eleaJere,  and  the  cruelty  of  the  Cundana,  sent 
hia  troop  of  horac  amongst  them  ;  but  we  could  not  make  any 
great  exeontiou  at  that  tyme  by  reason  of  command  which 
flMue  the  next  day  (being  the  fint  day  of  February),  from  our 
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bonourable  genenll,  the  Lord  President  aforesaid,  tn  meet  at 
Eildorrary,  in  Sir  Willinni  Pfenton's  conntry,  where  all  the 
English  force  and  strength  of  the  county  of  Corke  vorc  in  field 
(hut  those  that  lay  in  garrison)  ready  to  encunntcr  with  tho 
Lord  Uungarrett,  Don  Boyne,  Castle  Connell,  Ikerin,  Baron 
Loghmore,  and  their  great  army  of  Itcbles, 

"  We  ooiitiDued  Id  the  field  at  Kildorrary  aforesaid  two  dayes 
and  two  nights,  experting  their  cunitng,  according  to  pruniiMe, 
and  their  many  threatening*!,  but  they  did  not  dare  to  come  to 
us,  or  light  with  us  then,  for  wee  had  a  d:iynty  champion 
country,  which  doth  much  antipathize  their  cowardly  natures  ; 
they  fight  and  deale  alto;;ether  nuun  advantages,  they  will 
have  woods  and  boggs  to  second  iliem,  or  they  will  not  fight 
can  tbey  any  way  ehun  it, 

"Ther  marched  to  the  towneof  Kilmallock,  in  (lie  county  of 
LimbricKe,  where  I  heard  the  Lord  Miingarrelt  was  lovingly 
received  by  the  townsmen,  with  the  rest  of  his  discontented 
gentlemen,  for  they  used  the  English  very  coarsely  that  lived 
in  those  partes,  and  otlieru  that  had  occasion  to  deale  ami  com- 
merse  with  tbem. 

"  The  third  day  of  Febrnary  tlie  Lord  President,  the  Earle  of 


Barrimore,  tho  Lord  of  Dungurvane,  my  Lord  of  Broghill,  and 
Sir  William  Courtney,  nmrched  towards  the  B«dehaid  to  have 
given  the  enemy  a  meeting.  Tlie  Redshanl  is  the  receptacle 
for  the  Bebles  of  those  partes  ;  it  is  ^  dimgerous  a  place  for 
woods  and  boggs  as  any  in  Ireland ;  it  lyeth  in  Sir  Edward 
FitzHarris  hia  country,  not  farre  from  the  towne  of  Kilmallock, 

"The  afr)re9aid  Lords,  sir,  lo  my  own  knowledge,  went  with 
a  full  intent  and  purpose  to  have  given  the  Keble's  gT«at 
army  a  crash  ;  and  I  dare  say  they  had,  had  our  armyea  mett 
that  day,  fur  they  are  lords  of  nio»t  noble  mindes  and  coura- 
gious  spirritts ;  their  very  names  are  a  mighty  terror  unto  tlie 
Bebles;  they  are  all  four  of  them  approved  souldiera;  they  will 
endure  much  bardnessc,  cold,  and  hunger,  for  they  did  lye 
in  the  fBeld  without  any  tentes  in  snow,  frost,  rayne,  hayfe, 
and  all  weathers ;  excellent  they  are  in  managing  their  horses 
. — the  very  Bebles  acknowledge  that ;  and  they  say  tbey  had 
rather  encounter  and  fight  with  three  troupes  of  horse  that 
should  oome  newly  into  the  land,  than  with  one  of  these  Lord's 
troupes,  for  their  troopes,  anil  Sir  William  Courtney's  troupe, 
have  given  thousands  of  them  their  due  desertessiooe  the  tytae 
they  did  first  rehelL 

"  Our  lying  at  Kildorrary,  1  observed  in  my  Lord  President 
that  I  cannot  omit,  his  Lordship  lying  in  the  Geld,  having  no 

fillow  but  the  ground,  a  gentleman  presented  his  cloake  unto 
ini  beseeching  his  Honor  to  be  pleased  to  reel  his  arme  uppon 
it;  he  refused  it,  wishing  him  to  keep  it  for  himselfe,  the 
weather  was  very  cold,  and  for  hie  own  part  he  was  better  nc- 
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quaiated  with  aunh  n  kioit  of  lyte  than  he  was  ;  the  geotlemnn 
was  easily  p.BQadeJ  to  leave  his  complamenl  at  that  tyme,  fur 
there  was  not  the  like  Jay  of  snow  all  luat  winter  ;  luy  Lord, 
iudeed,  sir,  ia  of  a  very  noble  ami  loring  diepoaitiou  unUi  bis 
Houldiers,  and  likewise  are  tbe  other  three  Lords.  Aa  for  niy 
honorable  goo<l  Lord,  I  atn  confident  your  brother,  the  Cora- 
nett,  hath  written  unto  you  of  his  noble,  and  streete,  and  kindo 
cnryage  towards  us,  therefore  I  pretaiut }  to  apeake  or  write 
any  more  in  that  p.ticuUr. 

"  Friday,  the  fourth  day  of  February. — the  Lord  President, 
hearing  that  the  Lord  Mungarrett  intended,  with  his  army,  to 
cunie  to  his  Lordship's  towiie  of  Dunnarayle,  his  Loriuhip 
caused  our  army  to  march  to  the  mountayoe^  foote,  alioa  Balli- 
lioura,  three  miles  from  ibc  said  towne  to  the  north,  to  prevent 
their  coniiiig;  wee  quartered  there  that  night,  Satturday,  and 
Sunday  nighl;  Munday,  the  seventh  day  of  Ffebruary,  my 
Lurd,  seeing  their  delaycs  were  hot  to  get  amies  and  ammu- 
nition, and  a  strong  party,  inarched  towardn  tho  towne  of 
Kilmallock,  and  plundereil  tbe  countrey,  for  they  were  most 
llcheDs  in  those  partes.  The  Lont  Mungarrett  kept  cloee  in 
the  towne,  and  dared  not  lighi  with  us.  We  couhl  at  that 
tynie  have  made  up  but  a  thousand  armed  men,  besides  our 
troopes  of  horse ;  wo  had  made  a  period  of  Mungarrett's  Rebel- 
lion, and  of  all  those  that  were  then  out  in  the  countyes  of 
Corke  and  Limbrickc;  wee,  seeing  wee  could  do  no  execution 
uppon  them,  returned  to  our  old  quarters.  There  was  good 
service  done  in  our  marcbe  by  our  sooutea,  and  by  tbe  Provost- 
Marshall,  Captayne  Peasety,  and  bis  horse. 

"  Sir  John  Brown,  knight,  Lieue-tcnnant  Carleton,  and  my 
Kclfe,  with  four  other  gentlemen,  which  did  ride  abroad  as 
seoutes  to  dii^cover  the  enemy,  took  prisoner  Miles  FiliHarris, 
esquire,  and  liis  man,  tui  they  were  riding  to  Kilmallock  nnto 
the  Lord  of  Mungarrett,  who  had  sent  for  him  to  have  made 
him  governor  of  the  said  towne,  as  did  appunr  by  his  Lordehip*a 
letter,  which  was  found  in  Fitzliarris  his  puckclt;  was  found 
also  with  him  tbe  articles  and  covenants  which  the  Priests 
and  fiVyars  sweare  the  people  to  observe  and  mayntayne  to  the 
losse  of  their  goods  and  lives  ;  1  know  you  have  seen  a  copy 
of  these,  therefore  I  forbear  to  mention  them  ;  hee  being  a 
little  threatened  by  some  of  our  company,  promised  threeecure 
pound  for  his  ntnsome,  tho  which  he  sent  his  man  |>crsoaa]ly 
for  nnto  bis  castle ;  it  was  very  welcome,  for  money  was  very 
scarce  amongst  ua,  but  my  Lord  President  coming  presently  up 
with  the  army,  and  hearing  Fitzliarris  his  answere,  truely 
wayiug  the  cause,  and  his  former  caryoge  and  service  sinc«  tbe 
rebellion  of  others  in  tho  country,  upon  his  faytbfull  promise 
then  made  of  his  future  loyalty,  caused  the  said  money  to  be 
restored,  and  sett  him  free. 
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"  Tiro  days  after  FitiHarriB  setting  at  liberty,  the  Lord 
Hnngarrett  and  liiir  great  army,  the  like  wfaermf  waa  never 
seen  in  Mouneter,  came  onto  us  at  Ballahoura  aibresdd,  and 
ID  their  marcbe  tooke  the  CastteB  of  Ballahey,  and  I>od's  Cas- 
tle wu  yielded  to  them  uppon  quarter,  for  which  the  Lord 
President  was  highly  offended  with  the  counstable  of  the  said 
oastle,  bat  his  Lordaliip  is  raercifull  to  all  Protestaots,  though 
be  mocb  bates  a  coward. 

"  The  firat  of  Uungarrett's  hnge  maltitudo,  and  many  pikee, 
which  made  as  great  a  show  as  a  spacious  wood  adjoyniog  to 
them,  nothing  daanteil  tbo  aforesaid  Lords  and  Capteynes,  nor 
any  of  their  troupers,  for  I  protest  unto  yon  there  was  not  a 
man  in  our  army  but  had  a  desire  to  have  fought  with  them, 
and  the  rather  because  wee  expected  them  long  and  suffered 
many  of  us  much  want,  yet  I  dare  say  they  were  twenty  for 
one  ;  odds  enough  they  had,  yet  they  dust  not  descend  the  hill, 
and  come  unto  us  in  the  playne,  where  wee  did  encamp  not 
mncb  above  muskett  shott  from  them  ;  we  had  not  any  of 
our  foot  companyes  in  the  field  that  day — they  were  all  in  the 
towne  of  Mallow,  Qve  miles  from  oar  campe,  to  which  plaoe  my 
Lord  President  thought  good  to  make  bis  repayre,  it  being 
almost  night,  and  the  countrey  people  were  flocRing  into  Mun- 
garrett's  army, 

"When  we  came  to  Donnorayle,  my  Lord  President  left 
Lieue-tennant  Jubu  Downing  to  keep  and  defend  the  oastle, 
with  fifty  shott,  which  kept  it  faythfully  f  Lieue-tennant  Dow- 
ning is  a  stout  p.y.  (i^,  pretty)  man,  and  one  that  hath  don 
good  service).  We  made  no  other  stay,  but  presently  marched 
on  onr  way  to  Mallow,  where  we  quartered  that  night. 

"The  next  day  my  Lord  President,  with  his  troupe,  the  Lord 
of  Dungarvane,  and  some  of  the  foots  compauyes,  marched  to 
the  citty  of  Corke ;  his  Lordship  thought  it  the  beet  policy  to 
make  good  the  port  Townes  and  strong  Holds. 

"  The  Earle  of  Barrimore,  with  his  troupe,  my  Lord  of  Brog- 
htll's  troupe,  and  the  remayoder  of  the  foota  companyes, 
marched  towards  the  port  towne  of  Tonghall,  and  did  save  at 
Mallow,  for  Mr.  William  Dampeere,  and  for  the  English  in 
those  partes,  what  cattle  wee  oould,  and  brooght  them  with  as 
to  the  Earle  of  Barrimore's  Castle,  at  Castle  Lyons.  The  next 
day  the  companyes  that  marched  to  Togball  drove  them  there, 
and  relieved  the  towne  beside  ;  many  of  them  were  transported 
from  this  kingdom,  which  I  conceive  to  be  an  aot  of  charity  in 
the  said  Earle,  and  ought  highlv  to  be  commended. 

"  My  Lord's  troupe  marched  home  to  Lismore.  Within  four 
or  five  dayes  wee  came  home,  newes  was  brought  unto  my 
Iiord  that  the  Rebles  of  Cnndau'e  countrey  bad  robbed  and  pil- 
laged divers  of  onr  neighbourhood,  whereuppon  his  Lordship 
was  very  mncb  displeased,  and  cauaed  fifty  horse  and  thirty 
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musheteera  to  be  made  ready ;  and  he  rode  in  p.eon  to  their 

flaee  of  readavouze.  When  wee  came  neare  Lieue-tennaiit 
'oore's  castle  vee  descryde  a  troupe  of  horse,  to  the  number  of 
threescore  or  more  thereabout,  wee  made  up  unto  them  with 
all  speed,  but  they  tooke  the  advantage  of  the  ground,  and 
kept  under  a  ^uicksett  hedge,  and  placed  some  mneketeera  in 
a  ditch  adjoining,  which  made  some  few  shott  unto  us,  but  did 
US  DO  hurt ;  we  no  sooner  came  over  the  said  ditch  bat  we 
perceared  twelve  coalers,  no  souldiers  with  tbem  but  the 
Ensignes ;  their  army  lay  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill,  but  uppon 
notice  given  them  of  our  approach,  they  snddenly  made  up  unto 
their  coulers  (for  they  are  nimble,  swift  foolmen  ;  they  usually 
march  as  fast  as  their  horse).  As  soon  as  they  came  unto  their 
coulers  they  fell  into  lankes  and  files,  and  made  as  neat  and 
warlike  a  Dody  as  ever  Rebles  did  make  in  Ireland  for  the 
quantity  of  men  they  had.  Their  number  of  foote  was  l.SOO, 
well  armed,  beside  the  country  people  that  followed  the  army. 
My  Lord  charged  tbem  home,  and  made  their  horse  retreat  uuto 
their  foote  ;  their  army  durst  not  advance  a  long  time,  seeing  bis 
Lordship's  stout  resolution,  W  which  means  we  saved  our  foote. 

"At  length,  Colonell  or  Giptaine  Butler  came  out  from  tbe 
army,  and  desired  to  parlee  with  us,  wherenppon  a  gentleman 
of  our  troupe,  one  Smithy,  roade  unto  him,  and  as  soon  as 
he  came  neare  Butler  asked  him  when  my  Lord  did  intend  to 
give  them  battle,  bee  made  answer  bee  could  not  resolve  him, 
but  hee  thought  it  was  a  ver^  unreasonable  motion,  considering 
onr  handful  of  men  anto  their  multitude  ;  and  he  made  known 
nnto  him  that  my  Lord,  when  hee  came  forth,  was  informed 
they  were  but  a  company  of  cow-stealers,  and  bad  hee  any  way 
known  of  their  great  army  hee  would  have  como  better  pro* 
Tided,  yet  hee  thought  we  were  able  to  encounter  with  tbem, 
and  so  departed  from  him,  only  telling  bim  it  was  bis  best 
course  to  return  home  with  his  army  the  way  hee  came,  and 
hee  doubted  not  but  Mr.  Oerrald,  of  Coolesshine,  would  furnish 
tbem  with  boates  to  carry  them  over  the  Blackwater,  and 
entertayne  tbem  as  formerly.  Butler  made  answer  that  was  not 
their  intent ;  they  came  not  over  to  that  end ;  but  hee  did 
hope  they  would  do  better  service  before  they  did  depart  tbe 
countrey.  My  liord,  nppon  Smythye's  retume  and  answere, 
had  a  full  intent  to  have  fought  with  them,  but  his  Lordship 
was  p.snaded  to  the  contmry  by  some  noblemen  of  the  com- 
pany,  and  the  Purtriffe  of  the  town  of  Lismoreene,  Br3ran 
Cavemor,  an  honest,  religious  man,  and  one  that  hates  Popery. 

"  That  night  the  enemy  marched  to  the  towne  of  Tollow  ; 
the  next  day  they,  sett  about  the  taking  of  a  strong  house, 
called  Ballianker,  in  which  bouse  was  a  gentleman,  one  Oroker, 
and  his  wife,  with  three  or  four  men  more ;  they  defended  it 
manfully  nntill  their  powder  and  shott  was  spent ;  they  killed 
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and  woanded  many  of  the  Rebotls ;  but  seeing  tijey  coald  no 
longer  maynlayne  fires  with  them,  yeelded  uppon  quarter; 
hut  GaptavDO  Ffenoell  most  p.Sdluusly  caused  the  said  Croker 
the  next  day  to  he  ehott  iu  could  blouil,  aa  tliey  tay,  and  the 

Cre  men  to  hang  each  other  in  a  Geld  adjoining  to  the  aaid 
se,  which  I  think  all  nmrshall  men  and  souldiers  will  indge 
to  be  a  most  barborone,  inhaniane  act ;  therefore,  I  cannot  but 
Dote  him  with  a  black  cole,  though  a  discoutented  geutlemau, 
aa  bee  termea  himself. 

"  The  day  fullowing  they  besieged  us  at  Lisniore,  but  in  the 
morning  before  their  ccimin''  there  came  foor  companyea  uppon 
the  other  side  of  us,  whicli  ttxik  boate  at  AfTane.  CorponI 
Ffoncks,  and  sonic  ii(hpr  of  our  troupe  which  were  out  abroad 
as  scoutct,  discovered  ihera,  niid  not  knowing  of  their  number 
of  men,  but  thinking  they  had  been  onely  bnt  cow-stealcrs  and 
pillagers,  made  ii|>  unto  them,  and  discharged  at  Caplayne 
ITennell,  hee  bringing  up  their  army,  or  rather  raged  regiment, 
and  ffennell  likewise  unto  liim  ;  in  the  sqinnieh  fiennell's 
horse  was  shott.  whcreuppon  Horil  was  brought  to  tlie  towne 
that  Corporal  Ffourks  was  kil'd.  C^ronctt  Dowuing  hearing 
(if  it  lead  some  few  other  gentlemen,  they  presently  made  unto 
them.  The  Coronett  being  a  boUl  man,  aud  of  a  very  forward 
spiritt,  roade  up  close  to  Ffennell,  and  discharged  his  carbine 
at  him  ;  Ffennell  having  gotten  a  fresh  horse,  hee  miitt  him  ; 
but,  as  the  Coronett  is'hceleil  about,  one  of  Ffennell's  cboyce 
shott,  an  old  fowler,  which  did  usually  runne  by  his  horse  side, 
with  his  fowling  piece,  ehott  htm  in  the  back  ihrougfa  his 
armour  and  body,  which  made  him  presently  fall  from  bis 
horse.  Your  brother,  Coronett  Joanee,  that  now  is  in  liis 
place,  seeing  htm  fall,  shott  at  Captayne  Ffennell,  and  likewise 
hee  at  him  againe ;  they  made  two  or  three  shott  each  to 
other;  your  brother  havmgdischarged  his  carbine  and  pistolls, 
nnsheathed  his  awoni,  and  challenged  the  Captayne  to  fight 
with  him,  when  the  shott  from  their  army  came  flying  about 
his  eares  ;  but  their  great  Captaine  refused  it,  and  retreated  to 
the  army.  Your  brother  bronght  ofl*  the  Ooronett'a  horse  in 
despite  of  them  all ;  there  was  one  of  our  men  more  kil'd  in 
the  fight ;  their  corps  could  not  possibly  be  brought  of  by  no, 
they  played  so  fast  upon  us  with  their  ahott. 

"  What  number  of  men  were  kil'd  one  their  side  wee  could 
not  leame,  in  regard  they  were  mastrfs  of  the  ffield. 

"  That  night  they  quartered  in  the  schoole-bouse  and  the 
alms-house  of  Lismore,  and  in  other  houses  in  the  towne,  which 
were  out  and  free  from  shott  nf  the  castle.  Their  centinells 
which  were  in  the  church-yard  bad  a  welcome  with  some  shot 
from  a  tnrrett  of  the  castle. 

"  The  next  day  a  gentleman,  one  Bayline,  came  to  the  cas- 
tle with  a  drummer  before  hjm,  and  made  known  unto  my 
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Lord  that  bia  Genemll's  pleMnre  was,  that  his  Honor  would  be 
pleased  to  anrrender  the  csatle  noto  him  before  each  tvme  a« 
there  was  any  great  effiuion  of  blood  made ;  for  hts  full  intent 
and  parpose  was  to  have  it ;  and  if  his  Lordship  wonld  yield  it 
op  quietlj,  he  should  have  a  safe  conroy  for  himself,  and  for  all 
such  aa  did  belong  unto  him  to  To^afl,  or  Corke,  or  nnto  any 
other  Porte  Towue  in  the  Province. 

"  My  Lord  told  him  he  was  not  acquainted  with  such  kind  of 
lanffusdge,  and  that,  for  his  own  parte,  hee  was  resolved  to  live 
ana  dye  in  the  Castie,  and  bee  thought  all  the  men  he  had 
would  doe  the  like  in  defending  andniayntayningit  against  his 
pretended  Qenenll  and  all  others  that  could  aBsaolt  it,  and 
wished  him  tu  take  that  for  an  absolute  answere ;  so  Mr.  Bayline 
only  drank  three  or  four  glasses  of  wine  and  aquavite,  and 
departed. 

"  My  Lord  ie  a  vigilant  man  ;  hee  placed  good  guards  and 
strong  watch  upon  every  place  of  the  Castle  and  Courte,  and 
none  but  snob  as  were  men  of  trust ;  and  likewise  upon  every 
(jnarter  of  the  Qarden  and  Qate,  though  his  Lordship  watcbeil 
hiinselfe  three  nights  together,  encouraging  his  souldiers,  and 
seeing  they  miglit  not  want  things  fitting,  nor  any  of  the  poor 
people  of  the  Towoe  and  Ooantrey  which  came  to  the  Castle 
for  the  safety  of  their  lives. 

"  My  honourable  Lady  was  newly  brought  to  bedd  of  a  child, 
otherwise,!  dare  MLy,sho  would  likewise  have  watched  in  person; 
for  she  is  a  lady  that  truly  fears  God,  abhors  and  detests  Bebles, 
and  I  know  but  few  men  in  the  laud  will  shoot  off  a  fowling 
peece  better  or  necret  the  marke  than  her  Ididyship. 

'*  My  Lord  was  not  fo^etfull  of  the  dead  corps  of  Coronett 
Downing,  but  sent  his  Trumpeter,  one  John  Downing,  and 
others,  to  the  euemyes  army  for  it.  They  gave  leave  for  the 
brinzingof  it  to  the  Towne,  but  wished  witlwll  that  no  miuister 
Bboold  bury  him,  for  hee  dyed  one  of  their  Religion,  a  Roman 
Oatholici  wherein  I  am  p'snaded,  and  partly  know,they  wronged 
him  highly,  for  he  had,  at  the  very  first  shott,  his  death  wound, 
and  after  that  be  was  not  sensible  of  anvtliing  they  said  or  did 
unto  him.  I  buried  him  in  the  Cathedral  Churcfa  of  Lismore, 
and  as  he  was  layed  into  the  ground,  he  had  a  volley  of  shott 
given  him  by  our  soldiers  in  the  church-yard,  manger  the 
earee  of  those  prond  Popish  priests  and  Reblee  IJtat  quartered 
in  the  Towne. 

"  Capt&yne  Broadrige,  who  is  Captayne  of  the  Castle  under 
my  Lord,  is  a  roan  of  an  undaunted  spinitt,  a  fiiithfull,  honest 
man,  and  one  that  hath  acted  the  part  of  a  bmve  commander, 
especially  when  the  Rebels  were  in  tlie  Towne.  Your  brother, 
the  Coronett,  and  bee  are  intimate,  loving  friends.  I  think  you 
knew  him,  therefore  I  forbear  to  write  any  more  of  him  at  this 
tyme. 
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"  ity  Lord,  sir,  being  both  yonng  and  active,  thonght  of 
a  my  to  fight  thia  domaneentig,  yet  cowarde,  and  fearfnll 
Mmy.  The  way  was  this  : — Hee  caused  all  the  ordnance, 
mnraerers,  harquebusses,  mnekets,  carbines,  and  pistulb,  that 
wen  in  the  Castle  to  be  shott  off  at  once,  and  with  the  same  eent 
them  word  by  a  man  home  (whom)  my  Lord  did  moat  confide 
in,  tiiat  the  Eoglish  army  was  come  to  the  Towne,  for  we  heard 
they  had  interoepted  the  Earle  of  Corke's  letters,  which  bis 
Lonlsbip  sent,  of  the  landing  at  Tooghall  of  Colonell  Lanester. 
This  endden  noise  and  thundering  shott  did  strike  euch  terror 
into  the  heart«3  of  those  guilty  and  wicked  persons,  that  they 
presently  furdled  up  their  coulors,  and  riinne  away  to  the 
blackwater  to  take  boate  at  Afiane,  where  tbcy  came  over  for 
the  most  part  of  them ;  many  runne  a  contrary  way.  I  believe 
they  never  saw  theire  coulors  again  ;  but  this  day  we  pnrsned 
them  with  fifty  horae  or  thcreaboute,  and  killed  many  of  them, 
and  many  wee  tooke  prisonera,  who  bad  very  bad  musketts 
and  pikes.  The  Caplajme  of  the  last  company  that  tooke 
boate,  one  Prendergrace,  escaped  us  verv  narrowly ;  he  left 
bis  stately  mantle  behind  him,  and  was  byne  to  trust  to  his 
nimble  heeles,  that  commonly  proved  thetr  best  defence.  I 
heartily  wish  wee  had  a  considerable  number  of  men  there  for 
their  sakes.  We  took  from  them  two  hnndred  and  fifty  head 
of  cattle,  most  of  them  were  oxen  and  oowes  of  the  English 
breed ;  we  took  abo  six  or  seven  hundred  sheepe,  a  great  many 
horses  and  garrons,  all  which  they  had  stolen  in  the  country 
from  Englishmen.  Ton  might  the  next  day  have  bonght  in 
Liemore  a  good  oowe  for  eighteen  pence,  a  garron  for  five 
pence,  and  a  sheepe  for  three  pence.  We  took  likewise  their 
wagons,  and  a  number  of  scaling  ladders,  that  fire  or  six  at 
once  might  go  up  abreast ;  they  are  in  the  Castle  at  Lismore 
at  this  d^.  And  thus,  by  the  Providence  of  Qod,  as  the 
primary  efficient,  and  the  forecast  and  manhood  of  this  hono- 
rable Lord,  the  sobordiDatc  instrnment,  the  Rebles  were  shame- 
fully chased  away,  the  Castle  preserved,  and  many  hundreds  of 
rre  people,  women  and  children  for  the  moat  part,  that  did 
there  for  suoconr,  escaped  their  furey,  and  not  so  much  aa 
one  of  them  hnrted. 

**  The  next  day  wee  did  make  them  aenrable  of  their  errors  in 
the  Towne  and  Countrey  that  did  conaort  themselves  with  them. 

"  Within  five  or  six  dayee  wee  had  put  those  Rebles  to  flight, 
newee  came  nnto  my  Lord  that  the  Lord  President,  the  Earl  of 
Barrimore,  the  Lord  of  Dungarvane,  Sir  William  Courtney, 
Colonell  Lanester,  and  what  forces  could  well  be  spared  bmn 
the  Port  Townes  and  Castles,  would  all  meet  at  Lismore  the 
second  day  of  March,  and  so  quarter  there  that  night,  and 
the  next  day  march  to  the  Towne  of  Dnngarvan,  which  waa 
p'formed  accordingly. 
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"  My  Lord  ro»d  to  Oaetle  Lyons  to  meet  the  Lord  President, 
and  brought  hU  Lordship  home  w!th  him,  which  was  taken 
very  loveingly,  and  in  good  part.  Uppon  onr  march  hetween 
Lismore  and  Castle  Lyons  theire  were  killed  dirers  of  the  Reblea. 
Wee  took  the  Osstle  of  Tarbeath,  which  Mr.  Richard  Candano 
had  formerly  taken  from  Hr.  Osborne's  serrantes,  and  bamt  all 
the  hoases  in  Cundane'a  conntrey  and  this  side  of  the  Black- 
water  ;  there  were  also  taken  some  few  prisoners.  Host  of  the 
^ntlemen  of  the  countrey  were  at  the  Towne  of  Killnrd,  alias 
Pleetewood  plantation,  nppon  the  other  side  of  the  water. 

"  Wednesday,  the  third  day  of  March,  wee,  onr  aimy, 
marched  from  Lismore  towanb  the  Towne  of  Dungarvane, 
killed  some  in  the  way,  took  many  prisoners,  and  burnt  all  the 
Cabins  in  the  Countrey.  My  Lord  President's  tronpe  and  my 
Lord's  troope  marched  some  4  or  6  miles  before  the  army. 
When  we  came  near  Sir  Richard  Osborne's  Castle,  about  three 
miles  from  Dungarvane,  wee  saw  seven  companyes  with  their 
oonlors  displayed,  nigh  opposite  nnto  ns,  only  a  river  between 
ns  and  a  little  hogg.  Wee  made  all  possible  speede  we  conld  to 
a  ford  to  gett  over  the  river  that  wee  might  gett  before  them, 
to  keep  them  from  marching  home  to  the  Towne;  but  they 
marched  an  exceeding  fiist  pace,  insomuch  that  wee  were  no 
sooner  in  the  ford  hut  they  were  within  mnskett  shott  of  us, 
and  discharged  at  us.  The  river  was  ao  deep  that  onr  horses 
were  enforced  to  swime.  Wee  seeing  what  advantage  they  had 
of  ue,  wheeled  about,  and  came  forth  out  of  the  river,  and 
galloped  up  to  another  foorde  a  mile  from  it,  and  passed  over 
safe  before  such  time  as  they  could  make  nnto  us.  They  seeing 
wee  had  gotten  before  them,  fell  into  a  body,  close  by  a  wood- 
side,  a  little  more  than  mnskett  ahott  of  ns.  Wee  braved  each 
other  awhile;  at  length  wee  mode  towards  them.  They  seeing 
our  carbines  all  ported,  and  my  Lord  and  Captavne  Bridge's 
colonesse,  and  disciying  with  all  onr  army,  presently  fnrdledap 
their  conlors,  and  fied  with  all  haste  towards  the  passage  of 
Yoghall,  and  to  caves  in  the  wood.  There  were  many  of  them 
taken  and  killed  in  their  flight,  and  many  more  theire  had  byn 
had  not  the  woods  and  boggs  byn  their  especiall  Mends. 

"That  night  the  Lord  President  and  the  rest  of  the  Lords 
lay  at  Sir  Richard  Osborne's  Caette,  and  onr  army  quartered 
betweene  the  Castle  and  the  towne.  Onr  scoutes  took,  that 
night,  a  gentleman  and  his  man,  which  were  riding  to  Dnn- 
garvane,  hut  hanging  prevented  them. 

"  Thersday  morning  being  the  4th  day  of  March,  onr  army, 
between  eight  and  nine  of  the  clock,  came  close  before  the 
towne  of  Dungarvane.  Weotookit  within  three  hours  fight,and 
burned  most  of  the  houses  which  were  theatched,  and  burnt  like- 
wise a  stately  stone  house,  well  slatted,  of  one  Mr.Hoaree,  adjoin- 
ingto  the  towne.  There  were  dirers  gentlemen  and  others  that 
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escaiwd  over  tbo  stnnd  a  horaebuk,  the  water  beiDg  then 
fonUble,  for  it  was  the  heginniiig  of  the  floud. 

"  Hy  Lord  Preaideot  p'oeereing  it,  caiued  a  eqnadron  of  the 
beat  shott  to  make  to  the  strand  with  all  haele,  which  killed  many 
of  the  KebleB,  notirithstandiug  many  escaped,  trhere-nppoD  my 
Lord  caused  a  party  of  horse  of  every  troape  to  be  chosen  out, 
to  ride  to  the  other  side  of  the  river,  aud  bnrne  the  Towae  uppon 
that  side,  and  kill  as  many  as  canie  over;  wee  were  forty  horse 
nppoD  that  service,  Captayae  George  Welch,  who  is  now  in 
this  oitty,  was  with  us,  and  behaved  himself  valiaally,  aod  did 
good  service  to  my  owne  knowledge,  for  I  was  an  eye-witness 
unto  it  Wee  burned  the  towne  on  that  side  the  strand  ac- 
cording unto  our  directions.  There  were  killed  by  our  party 
of  horse  some  fifty,  and  I  think  tiiere  were  killed  and  hanged 
the  like  number  on  the  other  side  of  the  Towne,  and  lu  the 
towne  were  many  killed,  which  were  thrown  into  the  sea. 
There  is  not  any  one  man,  I  dare  say,  can  tell  cerlatnty  how 
many  were  killed  and  drowned  ;  some  say  200,  some  300,  and 
some  400,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  200  were  the  most  that  were 
BJayne.  At  night  our  forty  botse  returned  to  the  towne  one 
the  other  side,  and  quartered  there  ;  those  that  were  in  the 
Castle  stood  out,  and  sbott  at  as ;  they  killed  i  of  our  men, 
and  hnrt^d  three  or  four  more,  that  wa«  all  the  lost  and  hurt 
one  our  aide.  Sir  John  Browne  was  ahot  from  the  CaatJe 
through  the  coat  in  many  places  with  slugs  and  qaarUsr  shott, 
yet  hurtcl  not  his  body.  Hee  is  a  daynty  brave-apirited  gentle- 
man, and  one  the  Bebles  do  much  dread. 

"Saturday  morning,  the  6tfa  of  March,  they  yeelded  the 
Castle  in  the  towne,  to  depart  nppon  (bis  quarter,  to  march 
away  like  eouldiers,  their  coulors  flying,  and  their  bagpipes 
before  them,  tbe  which  was  granted  them,  and  p'fonned  ac- 
cordingly. My  Lord  was  n^te  in  his  promises,  and  would 
not  take  an  example  by  their  kind  of  quarter,  but  I  believe 
thoy  had  not  bad  so  good  quarter  could  wee  have  gotten  any 
good  place  to  have  quartered  our  horses  in,  they  could  not 
have  stood  out  long,  for  our  shott  kept  them  from  water.  They 
that  were  in  the  Caatle  and  the  other  aido  of  the  towne  had 
quarter  to  depart  only  with  tbeir  lives  and  wearing  cloathes. 
There  was  great  store  of  pillage  taken  in  the  Towne  by  our 
souldiers,  and  a  good  quantitv  of  excellent  Spanish  Iron,  which 
was  bronght  about  to  Yoghall  in  Mr.  William's  pinnace.  Tbe 
same  day  the  Cnetles  were  yeelded  wee  returned  to  Lismore 
with  victory  and  spoyle,  and  we  burned  all  the  Rebles  corne  in 
our  march  that  wu  in  those  partes,  and  killed  many  of  tbe 
Rognee  that  were  their  spyea  in  the  countrey. 

"  Six  or  seven  of  our  troupes  that  went  foorth  in  morning  as 
soontes  and  to  bume  some  cabins,  mett  with  some  pillage  ;  tlie 
enemy   surprited    them,   and    killed  two  or  three  of  them. 
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Lieur-toDDant  Poore,  with  eight  or  Dyne  troopa,  took  aCutle 
three  milea  from  the  Towiie  of  Dungarvaue.  Ue  is  a  very 
honest  gentleman,  and  one  that  hath  mayatayned  his  Caatle  of 
Eallagarren  in  despite  of  those  bands  of  Kebles;  for  Capte^ne 
Batler,  and  Captayne  Ffennell,  with  three  or  four  other  dap- 
taynca,  besieged  him  at  once,  beeide  the  countrey  people. 

"Saturday  night,  Snnd&y,  and  Sunday  night,  our  army 
quartered  at  Lisiuorc,  and  at  the  Tonne  of  TolTow,  two  miles 

"  Monday  morning,  being  the  seventh  day  of  March,  we 
marched  to  Castte  Lyons,  and  in  our  march  wee  had  routed  the 
Rebles  in  Cundan'e  countrey  had  not  my  Lord  I^esJdent  heard 
of  Sir  Donagh  M'Carty,  Lord  of  Muskrye's  rebellion.  We 
quartered  that  nigbt  at  Caatle  Lyons,  tlie  Earlo  of  Barrimore'a 
towne;  his  Honour  gave  the  Lords,  0(iiniiianclers,ani]  Cummon 
Souldiors,  noble  eutertaynnient.  He  is  of  a  most  noble,  gene- 
roue,  free  natnre,  fall  of  humanity  and  Oliristian  charity,  and  no 
less  pious  and  truly  vertnous  ;  he  hath  sermons  in  his  cliapel 
duely  twice  a-day,  Sundayes,  Wedncsdayes,  and  Fridayee. 

"His  Lordship  received  all  the  English  that  were  robbed  and 
stripped  in  Lora  Roche's  and  Cundon's  conntrey,  and  bU 
Kighl  Honourable  and  religious  Couutess  cloathed  agreat  many 
of  them,  and  amongst  tbe  rest,  my  wife  and  children,  who  were 
robbed  and  stripped  in  the  said  conntrey,  when  the  gr«at  and 
strong  Castle  of  Clogideagli  was  ycelded  up  unto  Mr.  Richard 
Cundane,  wherein  were  most  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  market- 
towne  of  Killurd,  and  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  market- 
towne  of  Clogheene  and  Ffermoy,  and  divers  of  the  parishioners 
of  Leitrim  and  Clandullane,  all  which  the  said  Earle  kept  a  long 
time  in  his  castle,  and  afterwards  sent  his  tronpe  with  them,  and 
conrayed  them  safe  to  Yoghnll.  I  hope  bis  loyalty,  good  service, 
and  charity  expended  on  those  and  many  hundrods  more  of 
distressed  Protcstantes,  will  notlong  go  unrewarded;  however, 
I  am  confidant  he  shall  have  an  everlasting  reward. 

"  There  are  at  least  forty  ramilyea  nppon  his  Lordship's  care 
and  charge  at  this  day,  which  were  robbed  and  pillaged  out  of 
all  they  had.  His  Lordship  hath  had  many  invitations  and 
letters  from  the  Lord  of  Muscry,  and  the  Lord  Boeh,  and  other 
gentlemen  of  tbe  countrey  to  joyne  with  them,  which  his 
Honour  deteeteth  and  soornes.  The  copte  of  Lord  Muscrye's 
letter  I  have  here  inserted. 

" '  Ms  DBAB  Lord, 

'"Uppon  the  first  rising  in  armes  of  lheUtstermeD,and  after 
of  Leinster  and  ConDangbtmen,  against  the  King  and  common- 
wealth, as  I  then  conceived,  I  do  confesse  I  did  as  much  abhor 
and  detest  their  insurrection,  and  wished  aa  evill  succeese  to 
that  their  despeiate  attempt,  as  1  took  it,  as  either  English  or 
Irish  could  wish,  until)  at  length,  uppon  better  consideration. 
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bavine  examined  all  the  wayea  I  oonld  for  finding  out  thetrne 
groanoa  of  that  insarreotion,  I  found  out  the  cauae  of  their 
diaconteut  and  rieing  in  armes  was  the  apparent  niia  and 
deetTuctioD  threatened  to  Catholic  Religion,  King,  and  Countrie, 
whioh  I  did  not  altogether  believe  to  be  the  grouoda  of  their 
qoarrell  till  I  eaw  aJJ  Muneter  either  rise  or  ready  to  rise  ont, 
whereat  I  was  ao  much  amazed  that  I  did  most  seriously  ex- 
postulate with  all  or  the  most  part  of  the  province  of  Uunaler, 
then  with  the  rest  to  dive  into  the  true  cause  of  their  discon- 
tent, who  all  protested  that  they  wished  no  barm  to  the  King 
of  England  nor  any  English  whatsoever;  but  that  apprehending 
a  general  fear  of  prosecution,  ruin,  and  deatruction  to  Religion, 
King,  and  Countrie,  they  were  fearful  and  sensible  thereof  that 
they  held  it  more  safe  and  honourable  for  them  to  expose  their 
lives  and  fortunea  to  all  hazards  for  justification  of  these  three 
than  to  be  of  the  happiest  Gondittona  without  asauranee  of  en- 
joying them  ;  which  reason  so  prevayled  with  me  that  I  have 
joyned  with  the  rest  of  the  kingdom  with  a  full  resolution 
to  haiard  my  life  and  estate  or  mayntayne  the  Catholic  Koman 
Religion,  hia  Majeatie's  prerogative,  and  Royal  attribntea  to 
the  government  and  ancient  privaligee  of  the  poore  kingdom 
of  Ireland,  established  and  allowed  by  the  Common  I&we  of 
England. 

"'My Lord,  these  three  puyntea  are  so  reasonable  that  I  donht 
not  but  your  Lordship  (if  you  believe  that  they  are  the  cauae 
of  our  quairell),  will  rather  further  them  than  offer  to  binder 
our  preaent  designs.  For  the  first,  it  ia  so  cleare  that  I  will  not 
argue  it ;  the  second,  I  know  your  Lordabip  will  advance  and 
iustify  to  your  power  as  much  as  any  snbject  can  doe ;  and 
without  the  benefit  of  the  third  there  ia  no  living,  for  yonr 
Lordship  or  yoar  posterity  in  this  poore  countrie;  and  if  your 
Lordahip  doe  believe  thia  to  be  the  trne  motivea  and  grounds 
of  our  discontent,  the  least  of  them  is  enough  to  invite  yonr 
Lortlsbip  to  ioyne  with  ua  iu  ao  honest  and  honourable  an 
action  ;  when  if  you  should  thinke  to  he  remiss  or  refmctory, 
oar  forces  are  ready,  and  have  rowed  to  endeavour  the  de- 
struction both  of  your  life  and  estate.  If  your  Lordship  donbt 
of  the  truth  and  honesty  of  oar  quarrell,  and  the  cause  thereof, 
wee  shall  be  ready  ana  very  glad  to  give  you  all  satisfaction 
therein,  and  if  you  please  to  give  credit  to  p'ticular  relation, 
I  protest  uppon  my  creditt,  there  is  no  worldly  respect  could 
make  me  forgett  my  loyalty  to  his  Majeslie.  My  Lord,  as  well 
as  I  wish  your  Lordship  (and  although  I  have  used  all  my 
endeavours  to  keepe  my  kinsmen  and  adherents  from  going 
into  your  conntrey),  if  you  conic  not  presently  and  joyne  with 
ns,  you  must  expect  preaent  mine,  ami  though  I  were  reaolved 
not  to  stirre  nor  ioyne  with  the  countrey  as  I  have  dune,  I 
have  such  burning  and  killing  of  men,  women,  and  children, 
without  regard  of  age  or  quality,  that  I  expect  not  safely 
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for  myaelfe,  hariog  obaerred  iimocetit  men  and  well  dMerrers  u 
myselfe  bo  utied ;  and  to  sbew  thai  this  our  demonstration  ia 
iaythfuU  and  honest,  these  three  conditioDB  being  granted  and 
well  aaenred  QDto  as,  wee  are  satiafyed  and  will  laye  downe  onr 
armee. 

"'Thus  expecting  yonr  Lordship'a  pleasure,  I  am  your  Lord- 
ship's afiectjoaate  kinsman,  brother,  and  eervant,

■"17th  MarUi,  1641.' 

"Thursday  the  eight  of  March. — My  Lord  President  and 
Colonell  Lanester  and  their  forces  marched  from  Castle  Lyons 
to  the  citty  of  Corke,  and  they  gott  into  the  citty  in  good 
tyme,  for  the  Lord  of  Mouskery  had  wajrsted  his  coantrey  and 
was  very  stroDo;.  The  atrongest  Casue  bis  Lordship  hath 
wherein  he  usDally  livitb  is  within  three  miles  of  the  citty,  the 
name  of  it  is  Castle  Blarney. 

"  The  Irish  in  those  partys  say  it  is  one  of  the  strongest 
(Wtles  in  Irelaodj  I  have  hyn  often  in  it,  and  I  find  it  to  be  a 
place  of  great  strength. 

"  The  late  Lord,  Sir  Charles  M'Oartee,  built  two  or  three 
walls  about  the  said  Castle,  and  walled  the  garden  with  very 
strong  walls  and  turrets  with  battlements,  and  contrived  many 
plans  of  defence.  I  could  heartily  wish  oar  English  anny  wer« 
the  owners  of  it, 

"  I  had  almost  forgotten  to  acquaint  you  bow  my  Iiord  of 
Broghill  took  Roche's  Castle  of  the  Towreene,  neere  Lismore, 
and  caused  the  conntrey  people  to  go  forward  in  plonghing 
their  land,  which  I  conceive  to  be  very  good  service. 

"  The  Lord  of  KlUenmeaky  hath  don  venr  great  service  of 
late  in  the  west  partes  of  the  county  of  Corke,  and  about  the 
towne  of  Bandon-bridge,  took  the  Castle  of  Kilbrittayne, 
M'Cartee  Beaughe's  chief  castle,  the  Castle  of  Folklong,  and 
divers  other  strong  houses,  and  plundered  the  countrey. 

"  I  know  you  cannot  but  have  a  true  relation  of  it  being 
here,  and  many  in  this  citty  which  went  with  his  Lordship  in 
the  said  service.  In  taking;  of  the  Short  Castle  of  Mallow,  Mun> 
garrett  lost  seven  score  of  his  mcu,  and  there  were  not  above 
9  shott  defended  the  said  castle,  they  kept  it  so  stoutly  that 
after  the  enemy  had  made  a  breech  or  two  they  gave  them 
(|uarter,  which  was  p'formed  accordingly  by  the  Lord  Mnngar- 
rett  contrary  to  the  Lord  Eoche'a  minde,  as  I  have  hyn  in- 
formed. However  it  was,  I  am  assured  there  was  a  great  hlling 
out  betweeoe  the  two  Lords,  and  many  of  the  Lord  Roche's  men 
killed  in  the  broyle.  Twenty  men  killed  and  hurled  of  his 
Lordship's  at  the  least,  as  tne  souldiers  reported  that  were 
there;  and  to  end  the  difference  they  burnt  a  great  port  of  the 
spoyle,  which  waa  in  the  aajd  Short  Castle. 
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"The  CQndoDi  doe  much  misokief  near  Fennoy  uid  Oaatle 
Lyoni,  they  killed  at  one  tyroe  three  aod  tventy  of  the  Earl 
of  Barrimore'a  troupes  that  roade  to  Coole,  aa  EnKliali  plaola- 
tion,  about  a  mile  from  the  Towne,  to  fetch  eome.  It  was  a  most 
barbarooa  cruell  murder :  I  trust  the  aU-seeing  eye  of  the 
Almighty  will  not  suffer  it  go  long  unpunished. 

"To  Bcnuaint  yon,  sir,  with  the  overthrow,  we  gare  the 
Lord  of  Muskery,  near  Corke,  with  fiOO  musketeers  and  a 
hundred-fifty  horse,  and  how  his  Lordship's  tent  was  taken  there 
by  our  souldiers,  and  his  armour  for  his  owne  body,  would  be 
true  thongh  stale  newes,  for  I  am  sure  you  have  seen  part  of 
the  passages  in  priut. 

"The  Lord  of  Moskery  escaped  with  life  very  narrowly  at 
that  tyme.  I  heard  when  his  Lurdsliip  canie  home  to  the 
BUmey,  he  fell  out  very  sore  with  his  Ladye  for  p'suading  him 
to  ioyne  with  tlie  couutrey,  in  their  rehelliiius  actions  and  des- 
perate attempt. 

"Great  O'Douorane,  as  the  Irish  call  liim,  whose  hther  was 
a  most  notorious  rebel,  iloth  much  spovle  abont  the  Leape, 
Gastle-hevane,  Bantiy,  Rossecarbery,  and  divers  other  places. 
His  fiither  burnt  the  towne  of  Kosse  the  last  wars,  and  be  or 
bis  eonldiers  most  inhumanely  killed  a  daughter  of  the  old 
Lord  Bishop  Lyons,  that  was  both  deafe  and  dumb,  yet  he 
came  in  uppon  his  p'tection  and  saved  his  lands.  I  believe 
this  O'DoDovane  doth  hope  hee  shall  have  the  like  ffiivour,  and 
myneighbours,theCiindoD8,as  the  Arch  Rebel  their grand^tber 
had  ;  but  I  doubt  not  but  they  are  mightily  mistaken,  for  there 
wilt  never  any  Englishman  that  is  a  Protestant  dwell  neare 
them,  I  am  p'suaded,  let  tfaem  p'fess  what  love  and  loyalty 
they  will  iiereafter. 

"  O'SuUiavane-Beere,  Teige  O'Dounoe,  Fflorence  H'Csrtee, 
of  the  Castle  of  Bandaffe,  Black  O'Cullane,  and  other  ffree- 
holders,  neere  Kosse,  ioyne  their  forces  together,  and  have 
taken  great  store  of  pillage,  and  robbed  the  Englidi  about  the 
Bautry,  Kilooe,  Affaduwne,  Balledahab,  Landore,  Clogbmakilty, 
and  Inniakeaue,  Castletowne,  alias  Foldenstowue,  the  town  of 
Bosse,  and  all  those  partes. 

"  The  Bebles  have  made  a  slaoghter-bouse  of  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  Rosse,  and  dayly  kill  their  eowee  and  sfaeqw  in  it. 
My  father  came  lately  over  and  makes  known  bo  much.  He 
hatb  lived  in  the  said  town  thirty  years  and  more,  and  hath 
byn  a  good  part  of  the  tyme  Treasurer  of  the  said  church. 

Master  Arthur  ffreake  and  my  flather-in-law  (Tbos.)  Boyle 
with  othera,  the  inhabitants  of  Kosse,  have  very  nianfnlly  and 
bravely  defended  the  Castle  of  Rosse  Barry,  near  Kosse,  in 
despite  of  all  the  Bcblea  dolnges,  and  have  done  very  good 
■ervioe  against  them. 

"  They  now  want  bread,  beare,  and  other  provisions,  for 
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tlieir  store  wu  long  since  ezh&nstod ;  they  had  no  beare  in  tba 
Cmstle  these  fonrteen  weeks ;  bat  by  help  of  a  logh,  which  doth 
almost  inote  the  castle  round,  the;  live,  thongh  poorely. 

"I  bare  a  sonne  in  the  Baid  Castle,  and  there  are  many 
women  and  children  in  It ;  it  is  a  bold  of  great  conseqnence, 
therefore  I  hope  theire  will  be  a  course  taken  that  it  may 
speedily  bee  relieved. 

"BaDdonBridgemen.IheaTe,  desire  some  aide;  fortheenemy 
doth  now  begin  to  grow  strong  in  those  partes,  and  victualls 
is  very  very  scarce  in  the  towne. 

"The  English  iiihabilanta  and  sonldiers  that  are  in  the 
Castles  of  MacoUop,  Balladuffe,  Hungeely,  and  Kilmacow,  neere 
the  towne  of  Tallow,  have  done  good  service,  and  mayatayued 
those  holds  stoutly  and  bravely,  the  enemy  trembles  at  the 
very  Dameing  of  Captaync  Pyne,  Carter,  Russell,  Jackson,  and 
Curdry,  wbo  are  the  chief  commanders  of  those  Castella,  and 
also  at  the  naming  of  a  Minister,  one  Mr.  Itobert  Crewes,  who 
is  in  Hacollo|>  Castle,  the  common  sort  of  Irish  say  cuniures 
atDOngst  them. 

"  Cloifhleagh  Castle  and  Dungallane  Castle,  the  enemy  still 
mayntayncs  and  keepes  ;  they  are  two  very  strong  castles,  bnt 
they  want  water  both  of  them.  Daniell  M'Shane  O'Bn^n  is  cap- 
tayne  of  Dungnllane  Castle  ;  he  bath  a  company  of'^desperate 
naughty  fiellows  about  him ;  they  came  to  a  gentleman,  a 
parishioner  of  niyno,  whose  land  lyetb  in  Leitrim,  one  James 
FiteGerald,  whoisnow  maryed  unto  the  LordofHuskeiy's  aunt, 
and  p'suaded  him  lo  leave  bis  thatched  bouse  in  Letrim,  and 
goe  with  them  to  the  said  Castle  of  Daugallane,  and  theire  they 
would  create  him  Earle  of  Desmond,  and  put  him  in  possession 
of  all  hie  lands.  The  gentleman  beiog  a  very  weak  man  both 
of  body  and  miode,  was  soon  p'suaded,  and  went  with  them, 
and  tbeire  he  is  yet  for  anything  I  know  to  the  contrary. 

"  I  believe  the  gentlewoman,  bis  wife,  hath  store  of  money 
and  plate  there  with  her.  To  ray  knowledge  there  is  store  of 
plate,  brass,  pewter,  iron  potts,  and  fieatber  beds  in  thos«  two 
Castles,  and  amongst  the  rest  there  is  four  of  mine. 

**  I  hope  I  shall  see  the  demolishing  of  those  castles,  or  a 
strong  ward  of  English  in  them  ;  they  are  the  places  of  refoge 
for  the  Behles  of  all  that  coantrey,  and,  indeed,  they  were  the 
bane  of  the  English  in  those  partes,  and  of  all  the  travellera  that 
passed  that  way,  and  they  were  the  occasion  of  the  death  of 
many  hnndrede  of  Englishmen  the  last  warrs  in  Ireland,  as  I 
'  have  been  creditably  informed. 

"  The  souldiere  which  <lue  belong  unto  the  Candane  of  Kil- 
gullane  Castle,  in  the  parish  MarabeTstown,  and  unto  Mr.  Ulioke 
Bocbe,  a  chief  freeholder  in  those  partes,  commit  iqany  out- 
rages  and  stcAlthes.     Sir  William  Ffentou's  bntler,  I  beard, 
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killed  the  young  captayne,  Mr.  fiocbe'i  aonue,  neere  Micheals- 
fown,  where  bee  came  id  tbe  night  with  hie  ragged  trea  to 
steale  cows  from  some  of  the  townesmen. 

"  I  know  not  well  how  the  old  Ulick  Boche,  of  tie  OMtle  of 
B(Uleclogh,dotfabehaTuhimfielf.  There isaqoODdampariahiouer 
of  myoe,  an  Englishman,  one  Robert  Nixon,  in  the  caatla  with 

"  Tbe  Lord  Hoofao'e  castle  of  Qlannor  ia  a  strong  place,  yet 
I  heare  but  a  weak  ward  in  iL  Our  army  t4Xik  hia  LoidBhip's 
castle  of  Oastletowne  lately,  wherein  was  a  thonsand  people  at 
least,  his  lady  was  in  the  castle  there ;  they  yeeldea,  as  my 
ffrieud,  Mr.  Rouckhood,  of  Oorke,  informeth  me,  nppon  quarter 
to  depart  with  their  lives  and  wearing  apparrelL 

"  Our  army  took  also  great  O'Callahaue's  Castle  lately. 

"The  Lord  of  Inchaqnin  and  Captayne  Oipson  hare  eiven  of 
late  a  great  overthrow  to  the  Bebles,  4  miles  from  Mallow, 
neere  the  towne  of  Brogbill  and  tbe  mountayne's  foote. 

"My  Lord  of  BroghiU  relieved  Sir  Bichord  Osborne's  Castle, 
and  brongbt  him  home  with  him  to  Lit<more  very  lately,  and 
killed  two  hundred  of  the  Bebles,  which  had  beeieged  the 
Castle.  I  believe  they  will  never  besiege  that  Castle  any 
more,  because  they  have  bad  such  ill  suocesa  ;  for  1  was  wiUi 
my  Lord  in  the  beginning  of  March  last,  when  wee  put  many 
bandtede  of  them  te  flight ;  they  had  besieged  it  then,  and 
killed  many  of  them,  and  teok  some  prisoners. 

"  There  were  hilled  by  the  Lord  of  luchaquin's  troupe  and 
others,  they  say  for  oertayne  that  came  out  of  the  county  of 
Corke,  400  of  the  Bebles;  and  they  took  i  ensigns  and  3  drum- 
meiB  from  them,  with  a  great  deal  of  good  pillage ;  but  there  is 
great  doubt  of  keeping  of  them,  if  speedy  heipe  bee  not  pre- 
sently sent  over,  for  the  Bebles  are  very  strong  lo  the  county  of 
Limbricke,  and  have  threatened  not  to  be  long  away  from  the 
county  of  Corke. 

"  And  thus  hoping  wee  shall  shortly  have  tbe  victory  of  all 
the  Bebles,  and  a  strong  garrison  awhile  kept  in  every  market- 
towne  of  any  strength,  I  commend  you  unto  Ood  for  the 
present,  and  will  for  ever  remayne,  as  1  have  professed  myselfe, 
to  bee

Manster. 

"  Colonel  Sir  CharleB  V&TasorB  and  the  tate  Lord  President's 
forces  were  commaDded  (as  to  the  foote),  hj  Lieftenaat-Coll, 
Uynn,  Sargt  Uani  Serle,  Stem,  Storie,(com.  400  foot);  Sir  John 
Browne,  Capts.  Chudleigli,  William  EingamiU,  Hoell,  St.  Leger, 
Thornton,  Price,  Pigott,  Manwood,  Buller,  Elliott,  Cnpper, 
Oxenden,  Chester,  Lieftenont  George  Butler  Lieftenant  to  Sir 
Harda  Waller,  Lieftenant  Easeett  Liefteoant  to  Sir  Edward 
Denny,  Lieftenant  Peira  Lacv  Lieutenant  to  Captain  Price.

Walter  Atkin  was  ibe  eldest  son  of  Walter  Atkin,  esq.,  of 
Toughal,  by  bis  wife.  Miss  Kadclifie,  sister  of  Rev.  Simon  Bad- 
cUffe.  He  was  born  at  Yougbal  in  1671,  and  was  educated 
by  Mr.  Robert  Qurney.  He  entered  Trinity  College,  Dublin, 
22nd  June,  1689  ;  and  in  1693,  became  a  Scholar  of  tbe  bouse, 
and  graduated  a.b.  in  1698.  and  a.m.  in  1702. 

Be  was  from  1697  to  1702  a  Minor  Canon  of  St.  Patrick's, 
Dublin  ;  from  1696  to  1741,  K.  Mogeesha,  and  V.  Caslrachore  ; 
from  1702  to  1741,  R.  Dungourney,  V.  locbinabaeky ;  and 
from  1710  to  bis  death  in  1741  was  Treasurer  of  Cloyne.  He 
was  also  from  4th  Oct,  1709,  to  1740,  Vicar-Qeneral  of  Cloyne. 

At  Middletun  he  became  instrumental  in  diffusiug  tbe  light 
of  the  Gospel  among  the  Roman  Catholic  iuhubitants  of  the 
district,  in  the  remarkable  manner  described  by  Rev.  John 
Richardson,  in  his  book,  entitled  "  A  Short  History  of  the  at- 
tempts that  have  been  made  to  convert  the  Popish  Natiou  of 
Ireland  to  the  Bstablish'd  Religion,  ibc.  By  John  Richardson, 
Rector  of  Annah,  alias  Belturbet,  libo."  London,  1713,  pp.  37, 
38. 

"  The  Reverend  Mr.  Walter  Atkin,  Treasurer  of  tbe  Cathe- 
dral Church  of  Cloyne,  and  Vicar  of  tbe  parish  of  Midleton, 
in  the  county  of  Cork,  and  diocese  of  Cloyne,  was  the  next  who 
put  bis  band  strenuously  to  this  work,  whereof  I  had  tbe  follow- 
ing account  from  himself: — Soon  after  be  was  collated,  he  set 
himself  to  ac<^uire  a  competent  knowledge  in  tbe  Irish  tongne, 
to  which  be  was  not  altogether  a  stranger  before.  Then  be 
proceeded  to  perform  tbe  OfGces  of  Religion  to  tho  natirea,  in 
their  own  language,  to  which  end  tbe  Karl  of  Inchiquin  fur- 
nished him  with  an  Irish  Common  Prayer  Book,  and  the  Bishop 
of  Cloyne  gave  him  encouragement.  Ho  buried  their  Dead 
according  to  the  Liturgy  of  our  Church,  which  the  Living 
liked  so  well  that  tbey  expressed  great  devotion  at  it,  and 
joined  their  voices  in  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  tbe  responses 
beforo  it.    And  one  of  them  was  heard  to  say  at  a  burial  in  the 
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cfanrch-yaid  of  the  Cathedral, '  Tbat  if  th^  could  have  that 
Service  alwaysj  they  would  eo  no  more  to  Mass.'  In  process 
of  time,  bis  labours  of  this  kiod  became  so  acceptable  to  tho 
Natives,  that  they  sent  for  him,  of  their  acc«rd,  from  all  parta 
of  his  parish,  to  baptize  their  children,  to  visit  their  sick,  to 
bury  their  Deed,  to  chnrch  thetr  Womea,  and  to  eolemniie 
Hatrimoay  to  such  of  them  as  were  to  be  married,  insomuch 
that  he  hath  married  six  or  eight  couple  of  a  day.  And  one  of 
the  uaUves  beiug  dangerously  sick,  told  him, '  That  if  he  would 
attend  him  in  his  extremities,  be  would  not  send  for  the  Romish 
Priest.'  And  by  these  means,  this  worthy  gentleman  left  the 
Popish  Priest  bo  little  to  do  in  his  parish,  that  one  of  the  chief 
of  the  natives, '  desired  him  to  forbear  marrying  so  many  of 
them,  because  this  being  an  article  of  great  profit  to  the  Popish 
Clergy,  the  Priest  would  starve  for  want  of  bread,  if  it  were 
taken  from  him.'  This  hath  been  Mr.  Atktn'e  practice  for 
several  years,  and  he  continues  it  with  the  same  success."

In  the  Rtgutrum  A'ovum, 
vol.  ii.,  page  799,  of  Christ's  Church,  Dublin,  is  a  letter  from  the 
Warden  of  Yoghyll  to  Richard  Skyrret,  then  Canon,  and  afieiv 
wards  Prior  of  the  cathedral,  granting  him  indulgence  aod 
plenary  pardon  of  all  sins,  however  enormous,  for  contributing 
to  the  Crasades.  The  seal  of  this  letter  is  in  good  preservation. 
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It  is  nnall,  haring  in  the  centra  the  letten  "I  Jb  ff,"  with 
the  legend  around  the  nikrgin,  "  &.  URstttianL  \lt.  gO^SIL" 

O'Fallon  waa  Deputy  oftlie  Orey  Friars,  or  Franciscans,  of 
Ireland,  and  was  advanced  to  tbe  see  of  Berry.  He  ia  thiu 
noticed  by  tbe  AbM  MacGeoghegon  [Hutoty  of  Inland,  page 
376,  ed.  1844]  :— 

"  Domnal  O'Fallon,  of  tbe  Order  of  St.  Francis,  and  Bishop 
of  Derry,  died  at  this  time  [ac.  circa  1500],  having  governed 
that  see  for  fifteen  years  ;  he  waa  the  moat  celebrated  prelate 
of  tbe  church  of  Ireland  in  bia  time  for  hia  erudition  and 
preaching.  He  particularly  excelled  in  the  latter,  which  be 
exercised  throughout  tbe  iaund,  for  thirty  years."

Cobhelius  IIohah  and  Flobence  O'Solotak  were 
Priests  of  Bu  Mary's,  Yoghill.     [Ronayne  MSS.] 

Ifil7.*'I)oxiND8  Alexahdsb  Qooa,  presbiter  Ecclin  colIe^aUe  de 
Yogbill,"  is  witness  to  a  deed,  dated  "  apud  villam  de  Yoghill" 
4th  October,  1517.     [Ronayne  MSS.] 

1521  Hadsicb  Fituobm  waa  Warden.  On  5th  Oct,  Philip  Fonoob, 
of  the  Church  of  tbe  Holy  Trinity,  witnesses  a  will,  of  which 
probate  is  given  to  "Manricio  Johia  tunc  Wardiano  eccli» 
B.V.M.  de  Yoghyllye."  Fitgohn  also  appears  in  a  deed,  dated 
13tb  Nov.,  15  of  tbe  same  year,  1021.  [Sarsfield  and  Ron- 
ayne MSS.] 

1525.  July  17.  FSTEB  Walshs  was  Warden  of  Yogbyll.  [TynT 
MSS.] 

1534.  Thohab  Albn  or  Allbv,  was  Warden.  He  bad  fraudulently 
supplanted  Peter  Walshe. 

Alen  was  a  near  relative  of  Dr.  John  Alen,  Abp.  of  Dublin, 
who  was  assassinated  near  Clontarf,  by  Silken  Thomas,  on 
26th  July,  1534.  A  letter  to  Archbiahop  Alen  from  his  five 
brothers  at  Youghal,  warning  him  of  bis  dai^r  from  tbe 
young  fiery  Geraldine,  ia  preserved  in  tbe  State  fkper  Office.

Sept  H.  Datid  Consowhi,  GhftpUin,  receivM  letters  patent 
to  the  office  of  Warden  of  the  Collc^  of  the  B.  V.  H&17,  of 
TougliDl],  vacant  by  the  deatii  of  Peter  Walflhe,  and  hetonging 
to  the  King's  gift.  And  on  the  16th  Sept.  same  year,  the 
mandate  for  hie  indaction  is  issaed  to  the  Bishop  of  Oork  and 
CHoyne.

1G70.  RooBB  Skiddt  wm  Warden.  He  is  called  "Skidmor,  bone 
in  Corke,  and  gardian  of  Toghill,"  by  Stanihunt,  who  mentions 
him  as  one  of  the  "  writers"  of  Ireland. 

In  1552,  May  10,  Roger  Skiddy,  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Ghaplun, 
was  made  Dean  of  Limerick ;  and  same  year,  34th  Sept.,  was 
also  made  B.  Eilmone,  in  Meath  dioo.  In  1S&6  he  resigned 
his  deanery  of  Limerick,  and  was  appointed  Bishop  of  Cork 
and  Cloyne,  by  Queen  Mary,  the  writ  for  restitution  of  tempo- 
ralities being  dated  2nd  Not.,  1556.  His  consect&tion  was 
delayed  by  the  death  of  Uary,  nntil  1561,  when  Queen  Eliaa- 
beth  confirmed  his  appointment.

Tbokab  Wbthbrsd,  s.n.,  Archdeacon  of  Cork  and  Cloyne, 
was  in  this  year  coUated  to  the  Wardensbip  of  Youshal,  and 
inducted  by  Dr.  William  Lyon,  Bishop  of  Cork  and  Cloyne. 
A  letter  from  the  Bishop,  dated  12th  Feb.,  1588/9,  deecribing 
Wethered's  character,  and  mentioning  that  he  (the  Warden), 
was  about  executing  a  lease  of  Lismore,  is  preserved  in  the 
Slate  Paper  Office.  Wethered's  patent  was  among  the  muni- 
ments in  Lismore  Castle,  at  the  time  when  Smi^  wrote  bis 
History  of  Cork.  [Haymaji.]  On  2l8t  March,  1588/9, 
Wethered  was  nominated  to  the  sees  of  Waterford  and  Lis- 
more. [Rot.  Fat.  31  Ells.]  He  was  made  Archdeacon  of  Cork 
and  Cloyne  in  1585,  September  9,  which  archdeaconries  be  re- 
signed (probably)  in  1587.  He  retained  his  biehopricks  and 
the  Wardenship  nntil  his  death  in  1591/2.

He  was  elected  by  the  IMests  and  Fellows  of  the  college,  in 
the  room  of  Wethered,  deceased,  which  election  the  Queen  was 
pleased  to  confirm  on  25th  Feb.,  1591.

He  is  entitled  to  special  mention  aa  a,  vriter  o 
eideration  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  The  poem  called  "Sir 
Philip  Sydnty't  Ourania"  waa  for  a  long  time  attributed  to 
Nicholu  Breton ;  becauae  the  anthor  bad  placed  his  initials 
only  on  the  title-page.  Recent  researchea  have  shown,  and  a 
careful  perusal  of  the  poem  itself  will  demouatrate,  that  tbe 
real  author  was  Nathaniel  Baxter.

In  1610  Lord  Cork  endowed  a  school  at  Yonghal  with  £S0 
per  an.,  and  a  large  honse.  In  1726  it  was  kept  as  a  classical 
•obool.  In  1812  tlie  fip.  of  Cloyne  reported  that  the  Master, 
Rer.  Mr.  Haokett  (having  been  appointed  by  Dnke  of  Devon- 
shire, against  tbe  wishes  of  the  Corporation)  had  met  with 
discouragement  and  withdrawn  from  tbe  place,  still  retaining 
bis  salary  I  The  honse  was  let  to  a  manufacturer  for  the 
purposes  of  his  trade.    [Beport,  1812.] 

"Near  it,  the  college  of  Youghal,  alanda  an  almsbooee  and 
free  school,  founded  by  tbe  same  nobleman  (tbe  first  Earl  of 
Cork).

Divine  service 
twice  OD  all  Sundays  in  tbe  parish  church,  and  once  on  charch 
holidays.  Service  is  also  held  in  the  chapel  of  ease  once  on 
alt  Sundays  an<I  on  Christmas  Day.  Sacrament  twice  each 
month,  and  on  festivals,  at  the  cliarch  ;  average  of  communi- 
cants, 70.  Sacrament  also  at  the  chapel  once  a  month,  and  on 
Christmas  Say ;  average  of  communicants,  33.  73  hoys,  AS 
girls,  and  45  infants  are  on  the  rolls  of  the  schools,  which 
are  maintained  by  subEcriptiona.

1861.  A  new  organ  was  procured,  by  public  sabscriptjon,  at 
a  cost  of  £300.     [Hayman.] 

Sir  Bernard  Burke,  in  his  Peerage  of  the  Barony  of  De 
Clifford,  writes  :— "  William,  2nd  son  of  Richard,  4tli  Dulcc  of 
Normandy,  suroamed  Ponce  or  Poncius,  was  Earl  of  Aiques 
and  Tboulouse,  and  came  into  l^ngland  with  his  victnrious 
nephew,  Duke  William.  Ha  ha<l  three  sons — Walter,  Drew, 
and  Kichard.  Of  the  eldest  little  is  known  ;  from  the  second 
descend  the  families  of  Drew,  of  the  Grange,  county  Devon, 
and  of  HocoUup  Castle,  county  Waterford." 

Camden  {see  his  "  Bemains,"  p.  130),  mentions  Drew  as  one 
of  those  Chrulian  names,  which  after  the  Couquest  were  re- 
tained asturrMmu.  LysoDs  iu  his  "firitanoia"tells  us  that  Drew 
aforesaid  had  at  the  time  of  the  Domesday  Survey  seventy-three 
manors  in  Devon,  where  his  descendants  have  remained  in 
wealth  and  Iionour  to  the  present  day,  and  are  now  represented 
by  Edward  S.  Drew,  esq.,  d.l.  and  j.f.,  of  the  Orange.  Some 
of  those  manors,  vis.,  Drewscliffe,  Sharphani,  and  Hayne,  con- 
tinned  for  many  centuries  in  possession  of  the  family,  and  were 
only  exchanged  for  others  more  desirable.  In  Sir  Bernard 
Burke's  "  Royal  Families  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Wales," 
there  are  two  pedigrees,  showing  the  lineal  descent  of  the 
DrewfanitlyrromKing  John  of  England;  Edward  I.;  Lewelyn^ 
Prince  of  Wales ;  Dermot  M'Murrough,  King  of  Leinster ; 
the  King  of  Oounanght ;  William  Montacnto,  King  of  Isle  of 
Man  ;  E^rl  Stronghow  ;  Hngh  de  Laci,  Justice  of  Ireland  ;  the 
Bigods,  Earls  of  Norfolk ;  the  Mortimers,  Earls  of  March  ; 
M'Car  thy  mores.  Earls  of  Ormond  and  Thomond  ;  and  Lords  Le 
Peer,  of  Curragfamore.  And  through  the  illustrious  &mily  of 
De  la  Pomeroy,  of  Devon,  they  derive  from  the  following 
Norman  fiunilies,  most  of  whose  arms  they  quarter,  viz. : — 
Dfl  Vere,  Do  Vernon,  De  Campemon,  De  Wynyard,  De  Verrei, 
De  Valletert,  De  Mnles»  De  Camville,  De  Bovitle,  De  Clifford, 
De  BaroDia,  De  Fit>xinis,  De  Treverhyn,  D'Adetton. 
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Fnnoia  Brew,  Snd  ton  of  John  Drew,  eeq^  of  Drewadiffa 
and  Havne,  Devon,  came  to  Ireland  a  Captain  in  Queen  Eliia- 
beth's  Army,  in  1586,  and  founded  the  &milies  of  Drew,  of 
MocoUap  Castle,  county  Waterford,  and  of  Drew's  Court,  county 
Limerick.  Hia  lineal  descendant,  John  Drew,  eldest  son  of 
Francis  Drew,  eeq^  of  MoooUup  Cutle,  a  man  of  great  learn- 
ing and  unbounded  hospitality,  having  to  remoye  from  that 
pUMse  during  the  rebellion  of  1798,  came  to  Toughal,  where,  on 
13th  HarcU  following,  his  fourth  son,  the  present  Kector  of 
Youghal,  WAS  bom. 

Pierce-William  Drew,  of  whose  descent  we  have  thus  given 
a  brief  account,  was  educated  at  his  native  town,  YoughaJ,  by 
Dr.  Bell,  and  having  obtained  honors  in  classics,  he  graduated 
A.B.,  T.C.D.,  in  1821.  and  was  ordained  Deacon  on  14th  April, 
1822,  and  Priest  on  Uth  Aogust,  1825,  by  Bp.  Warburton,  at 
Cloyne. 

He  was  licensed  to  the  curacy  of  Mogeely  on  19th  June,  1826, 
and  to  that  of  Clonniel  in  October,  1831.  He  was  presented  on 
14th  Nov.,  1833,  by  his  parishioners,  at  Core,  with  some  val- 
uable plate,  and  on  Ist  Dec,  1833,  became  Curate  of  Youghal. 

He  married,  on  15lh  Si-pt.,  1821,  at  St.  A^ne,  Shandon, 
Blisabetb,  only  dau.  and  heiress  of  Thomas  Oliver,  esq.,  of 
Wellington -place,  Cork.  By  her  Mr.  Drew  has  issue  surviv- 
ing one  eon,  Fierce-Willinm  ;  and  eeven  danghtors — Uatilda- 
Rowena,  who  was  married  to  the  late  Rev.  David  Elrington,  uf 
Swords,  county  Dublin,  grandson  of  the  Bp.  of  Ferns  ;  Mona- 
Broogham  ;  Elisabeth-Oliver  ;  Catherine-Henrietta  IawIou  ; 
Alice  Le  Poer ;  Christina- Rebecca- Pom eroy  ;  and  Agnee- 
Margaret-Naylor,  wife  of  Edward  Henry  John  Meredyth,  Capt. 
87th  Foot,  only  son  and  heir  of  SiB  EnwAxn  Mebesith,  baronet, 
of  Greenhills,  county  Eildare. 

Mr.  Drew  has  published  some  sermons,  vii. — I.  "  Puseyism 
leads  to  Popery,  and  is  opposed  to  the  Articles,  Homilies,  and 
Liturgy  of  onr  Church."  2,  "Recollections  of  the  leadingpar- 
ticulars  of  a  Sermon  preached  in  Youghal  Church,  on  Sunday, 
the  10th  of  March,  1861,  by  Rev.  P.  W.  Drew."  He  also 
pablished,  3.  "An  account  of  Youghal  Church,  inolnding 
Memorials  of  the  Boyles,  the  College,  and  Sir  Walter  Raleieh's 
house,"  in  the  Topographer  and  Genealogist,  edited  by  .^hn 
Gough  Nichoils,  F.S.A.,  London. 

Mr.  Drew  is  deservedly  called,  in  allusion  to  bis  taste  and 
liberality  in  restoring  and  beautifying  the  ancient  Collegiate 
Chnrch  of  St  Mary's,  Youghal,  "  Irutaarafor  rtUtia."  For  an 
aoconnt  of  his  unwearied  exertions  in  this  "labour  of  lore,"  see 
the  "Handbook  for  Yongbal,"  "Guide  to  Youghal  and  the 
Blackwater,"  and  "  Notes  and  Records  of  the  ancient  Religions 
Foundations  at  Youghal,"  by  tlie  Rev.  S.  Hajrman,  printed  at 
Youghal,  by  John  Lindsay,  in  various  years.

Hugh  Feroeval  was  alao  P.  Timoleagne,  and  R.  Dunderrow, 
R,  Rincnrran,  R.  Holy  Trinity,  and  Curate  of  Nohoral  aacl 
Eilmonoge,  in  Cork,  in  1615. 

Hogh  Perceval,  or  Persy vall,  died  in  1630,  and  left  two  sons. 
Hugh,  the  eldeat,  married  Dionysia  Qlanvitle,  by  whom  lie 
bad  a  BOD,  William  (who  died  S.P.  on  23rd  August,  1655) ;  and 
another  son,  HroB,  who  is  described  in  his  will  (dated  1673, 
and  proved  1683),  as  of  Qortnadrominagh,  county  Clare,  and  of 
Kiniale,  in  1677.

V.  Bathbarry.  Prom  1630  to  1678  he  was  B.  Kitnagross; 
from  1631  to  1632,  V.  Castlelyons,  in  Cloyne;  and  from  1634 
tol663,B.  V.Templeomalua,and  V.  Timoleagne.  From  1661 
to  1678  he  was  Dean  of  Boss,  and  R.  Eilmaloda;  from  1661 
to  1664,  Precentor  of  Cloyne ;  and  from  1663  to  1666,  R.  V.

Dymond.  Mathew  French  waa  sod  of  Richard  French,  of  St. 
Finbftrrj's,  Cork,  who  was  ancestor,  through  hia  fifth  eon. 
Alderman  James  French,  of  the  bmilies  of  French,  of  Uarioo 
and  Cuakinny,  county  Cork. 

Valentine  entered  T.C.D.  as  Pensioner  when  fifteen  yeora 
old,  on  24th  April,  1684,  and  obtained  a  Scholarship  in  1687. 
He  was  ordained  Priest,  at  Cork,  on  3rd  October,  1692. 
From  1692  to  1697  be  was  B.  Bath coony,  and  from  1697  to 
hia  death  in  1732,  was  R.  V.  Little  Island.  He  was  also,  from 
1094  to  1697,  a  Vicar  Choral  of  Cork  ;  from  1697  to  1704,  P.

He  married,  in  1705,  Anne  Bnrrowea,  of  St.  Hnltoae,  Kin- 
sale  [M.  B.  Cork,  12ih  April,  170s],  and  had  a  eon,  Valentine, 
who  waa  bom  at  Curk,  and  who  entered  T.C.D.  in  1730,  being 
then  eighteen  years  old.  Dean  French  died  in  October,  1732 
[Bawlinson  MS.,  Oxon],  before  the  21at  day  of  that  month, 
according  to  "Pue'aOccnrrences."  Dean  Valentine  had  ahrother, 
Laurence  French  ;  and  two  aistors,  Jane  and  Martha.

Nicholas  Hall  was  ordained  Deacon  and  Priest  by  the  Bishop 
of  Ross  on  9tb  October,  1597. 

From  1618  to  1639  he  was  R.  Cahirlag;  and  from  1618  to 
1631,  V.  Holy  Trinity,  Cork.  In  1636  he  resigned  thePre- 
bend,  and  in  1634  the  vicarage  of  Liscleiy,  Cork.  From  1619 
to  1640  he  was  Archdeacon  of  Ross ;  and  from  1 634  to  1640  a 
'  Vicar  Choral  of  Cork.  In  1640  he  was  Vicar  of  Creagh,  and 
in  1634  appeared  as  V.  Klldorrery,  in  Cloyne. 

1640.  Thokab  Fbith  was  admitted  Archdeacon  of  Ross.  [F.F.] 
In  1640  he  was  Vicar  of  Hyross,  and  B.V.  Innishannon,  Cork. 
In  1639  he  was  Vioar-Oeneral  of  Ross.  He  deponed  to  loss 
of  £1,126  in  the  rebellion  of  1641,  besides  bis  livings,  worth, 
communibns  annis,  jC230,  and  his  jurisdictions  in  the  dioceses 
of  Aidfert  and  Ross,  worth  £70.  [MS.  T.C.D.  F.  2.  18.] 
The  following  docnment,  taken  from  the  Crosbie  papers  by  the

September,  more  at  large  appearethe,  which  Gertiflcat  Charles

1664.  Jnne  IS.  Joxab  Stawsll  was  admitted  Archdeacon  of  Boss. 
[F.F.]  In  1637  he  was  Vicaf  of  Kinsale ;  in  1639, R.  Tazax; 
and  in  1666,  or  earlier,  R.  RJnenrran,  Cork;  all  which  livings 
he  held  with  this  archdeaconry  until  hie  death  area  1689, 
His  will  was  proved  in  1671. 

Jonas  Stawell,  Archdeacon  of  Ross,  and  sometime  of  Chud- 
leigh,  in  Devonshire,  was  of  English  descent.  He  had  three 
danghlers — Eleanor,  wife  of  Biohard  Tiavers,  esq. ;  another 
who  became  Mrs.  Goveney;  and  a  third  who  married,  in  I66S, 
William  Billinge,  of  Klnsale.    The  ArehdeMon'a  ddert  eon. 
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Antomr,  suurried  Jftoe,  nliet  of  Walter  French,  and  died  on 
20tli  October,  168fi,  learing  Beveial  children,  of  whom  Jonas, 
the  eldeat,  vas  thrice  married.

[V.B.]  In  wills,  dated  in  1668  and  1674,  he 
is  styled  ll.i>.  and  View-General.  [D.R.]  In  1666  he  was 
appointed  VicaF-General  of  Cloyne  for  life.  [He  died  in  De- 
cember, 1678,  accotdiDg  to  family  papers,  pena  J.  H.  Bynge, 
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raDois  Synge  was  the  eldeat  son  of  George  Synge,  Bishop 
of  Cloyne,  by  Anne,  dan.  of  Francis  Edgewortb,  esq.  He  was 
bom  at  Louth,  on  4th  Feb.,  1623,  and  was  educated  in  Glou- 
cestershire, by  Mr.  Lansley.

Francis  Qnaile,  md  of  William  Qn&ile,  wu  bom  in  the  Isle 
of  Uan,  where  his  family  had  been  long  settled,  and  when 
twenty  years  old  became  »  Sizar,  T.C.D.,  on  6th  Jnly,  1669. 
He  was  elected  Scholar  in  1672,  and  afterwards  graduated  i.m.

Giles  Eyre  (second  son  of  Oolonel  John  Byre,  of  Eyrecoart 
Castle,  by  Rose,  dau.  of  Loan  Howth),  was  bom  at  Unnting- 
comb,  in  England,  and,  when  sixteen  years  old,  entered  T.C.D. 
as  Pensioner  ou  13th  July,  170fi. 

From  1716  to  1749  he  was  Archdeacon  of  Ross  ;  and  from 
1717  to  1730  was  Chancellorof  Cork.  From  1730  to  1749  he 
was  P.  Droghta,  Cloafert  He  was  also,  from  1727  to  1749, 
Dean  of  KilUloei  and  from  1737  to  1749,  Treasurer  of  Kil- 
macdaagh.

Defto's  seoond  son,  who  was  born  io  oonDty  Curk,  in  1722,  and 
was  entered  a  Pensioner,  T.C.]).,  ou  16th  Feb.,  1738.  He 
married,  iu  1764,  at  Modreeny,  ooanty  Tipperary,  Anofaoretta, 
dau.  of  John  Eyre,  of  Eyrerilie,  and  by  her  had  issa^  Qiles, 
born  39th  July,  1766,  vbo,  by  his  wife,  Anne,  daughter  of 
Michael  Daly,  esq., had  issue,  John  Ejnv,  e8q.,of  Eyreoouit,  born 
1794,  killed,  while  hnnting,  on  25th  Feb.,  1856.  This  last- 
named  John  Eyre,  by  his  wife,  Mar^.  dan.  of  William  Armit, 
esq.,  had  issue  three  sons— John,  ^  illiam- Armit,  and  Marm»- 
dnke,  besides  seren  daughters.

Christopher, 
and  Hannah. 

He  married,  secondly,  Ha^-Gertrode,  danshter  of  Itiobard 
Jenkins,  esq.,  of  Bicton,  by  his  second  wife,  Emma,  daughter 
of  Sir  Francis  Charlton.  By  her  the  Archdeacon  bad  issa^— 
Bev.  Charlton  Browne,  V.  Kilmaccabee,  q.  v.;  and  other 
children.

Archdeacon  Weld,  as  appears  from  the  bmily  papers  now  in 
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tin  ^oneadon  of  hig  d«aeniduta,  ww  4<Meinl«<I  fron  »  Very 
ftncient  English  hmily,  b  niomber  of  whom,  StB  Biosaed 
Wkld,  had  a  son,  Edmond,  who  vu  a  Ohaplun  in  Cromwell'a 
urmy.  This  Rererend  Edmond  Weld  wu,  in  1660,  settled  at 
filarney,  near  Cork,  and  is  trupposed  to  have  held  the  prefer- 
ment w  Qrenagh  or  Qanycloyne ;  bnt  as  all  matters  connected 
witik  the  choroh  in  those  daya  were  in  mnoh  Donfhaion,  no 
reeord  of  his  admieaion  to  either  of  tho«e  benefices  has  yet  been 
fonnd.  He  was,  it  wonld  aeem,  a  man  of  some  learning,  as 
his  mannseript  sermons,  beautifnlly  written  in  old  Enriiah 
chaimcters,  and  dated  from  "Blarney  Osstle,  1660,"  tai  his 
mannseript  poeras,  are  still  preserred  by  his  desoendants.

JoMpk  Weld  (the  Qfth  son,  as  above  Btat«d,  of  Matthew  aod 
Elinbeth  Weld)  waa,  on  3rd  Feb.,  1771,  appointed  Reader  at 
8t  Finbart'a  (ktliedral,  Cork.  From  1775  to  1776  he  was 
Treunrer  of  Oork.  In  1776  he  was  made  R.  V.  Tnllagh  and 
Oreagh  ;  in  1777,  Archdeacon  of  Rose ;  and  in  1781,  P.  Drom- 
daleagne  and  R.  Oaheragb.  He  retained  all  theae  benefices, 
except  Tutlagh  and  Creagh,  until  his  death  in  the  month  of 
September,  1781.  He  was  married  on  12th  Jul;,  177£,  to 
Susanna  Maria  Mann,  the  niece,  ward,  and  adopt«d  dangbter 
of  Isaac  Maaa,  Bishop  of  Cork  and  Boa,  and  had  isene  by  ber

son,  Matthew,  who  was  married  on  29th  October,  1810,  to 
Mary  Izod,  daughter  of  Lorenzo  Iiod  Nickson,  eeq.,  of  Chapel- 
iiod  House,  Kilkenny,  and  niece  to  Chhistiana  (in  her  own 
right),  Bahohbbb  Conouqhmobe,  of  Knoeklofty.

He  was  Chaplain  to  the  Marouksb  Wslleslkt,  Lord  Lieaten- 
ant  of  Ireland.  From  1785  to  1791,  he  was  R.  Bunbin ;  and 
from  1791  to  1807,  P.  Loogbgall;  and  fmm  1S07  to  I8I2,  R. 
DoDOghmore;  and  from  1812  to  1617,  B.  Luugbgilly;  and 
from  1817  to  1823,  Chancellor  of  Armagh  and  B.  EiJmore; 
all  in  the  diooesa  of  Armagh.  He  was  also,  from  1794  to 
1807,  K  Clonmore,  Armagh;  and  from  1804  to  1822,  Arch- 
deacon of  Boss.  In  1 822  he  was  made  Bishop  of  Baphoe,  and 
he  died  in  1834.

Skibbween  town,  part 
of  it,  Til.,  that  on  the  weet  and  north  ride  of  the  river,  ie  in 
the  pariah  of  Abbevstrewry  ;  and  part  of  it,  viz.,  that  on  the 
east,  is  in  the  parish  of  Crcagh,  except  some  few  plowlands  od 
the  east,  which  Delong  to  Abbeystrewiy.

"  Colonel  Townsend  and  Madam  Owen  have  the  greatest  part 
of  the  lands  of  this  parish.  Mr.  Qoodkin  is  tenant  to  some  of 
the  Earl  of  Corko's  family,  v'lt.,  the  Lady  Mary  Boyle,  for  the 
plowlands  belonging  to  the  Abby,  and  for  the  tythea  of  the 
parish  of  Abbystrewiy.  The  tythea  of  this  parish  are  worth 
near  £30  per  annnm — 18  plowlands  in  this  parish. 

"  There  is  a  meeting-house  for  the  Ijuokers  in  Skibbareen. 
Every  Sunday  the  Quakers  in  and  near  Skibbareen  hold  a 
meeting,  geneially  a  rilent  one,  to  the  number  of  about  8  &mi- 
lies,  and  uso  on  Thursdays.

"There  is  no  meeting  of  diaaenteTs,  except  Qnakera,  in  this  or 
the  neighbonring  pftrisnes,  only  Mr.  Fonntain  preaoh't  one  Sun- 
daji  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  beginning  of  Uay,  1700,  in  an 
ale-hoDse  in  Skibbareeo,  Most  of  the  Protestants  went^  out  of 
onriositj,  to  hear  hitn.  Mr.  Fountain,  with  several  French 
fiunilies,  is  settledat  Beerhaven. 

"At  Skthbueen  money  has  been  tuually  deducted  ont  of  the 
collection  for  bread  and  wine ;  this  practice  was  forbid  for  the 
fatare. 

"There  are  two  Churchwardens  in  the  paridi  of  Abbey- 
BtiAwry,  ohoeen,  bat  not  sworn.  QUseane  is  Parish  Clerk  of 
this  cEuppel. 

"Once  a  month  the  Quakers  meet  from  Bandon  and  Skibha- 
reen — at  Skibbareen  first,  and  next  month  at  Bandon.  Once 
in  6  weeks  a  prorinctsi  meeting  is  held  at  Cork  or  Clonmcll. 
A  half-yearly  meeting  in  Dublin,  a  yearly  meeting  in  London. 
Eve^  one  goes  to  these  meetings  aecording  to  their  freedom. 
At  Oark,  erery  three  weeks,  is  held  a  meeting  of  men,  and 
another  of  women,  chiefly  for  taking  oare  of  the  poor."  [Downes'

The  Ticai  Las  half 
the  ^thes,  half  a  plowland  glebe,  and  book  in<my.  The  vicar- 
age is  worth  about  £23  per  an.  27  plowlantb  in  the  whole 
parish  of  Aghadowo.  Kilcoe,  14  plowlands.  The  Arch- 
aeaoon  of  Ross  has  half  the  tyUies  of  three  plowlands.  The 
Vioar  has  half  the  tytbes  of  the  whole  parish,  and  bookmony.

"  Hr.  BoDsfield  preaches  once  in  6  weeks  at  Eilooe,  in  a 
cabin  ;  tliere  are  about  six  Protestant  familys  in  tiiat  parish. 
He  preaches  twice  in  6  weeks  at  Skibbareen,  and  tliree  times 
in  6  weeks  in  the  parish  of  Aghadown  in  his  own  house ;  abont 
14  or  18  Protestant  families  in  this  parish. 

"  Affadown  parish  cornea  within  a  mile  of  Skibbareen,  to  the 
westward.  The  ruins  of  the  church  of  Affadown  stand  near 
the  river  of  Skibbareen  (which  is  called  the  Island  river)  2( 
miles  below  Skibbareen,  over  against  the  chnroh  of  Greagh. 
Divine  service  one  Sunday  in  3  by-  Ur.  BousGeld,  and  one 
Sunday  in  3  by  Mr.  Trix,  in  the  chapel  at  Skibbareen.  Qene- 
rally  about  100  persona  at  church  on  Sundays,  No  seats  but 
one  in  the  church.  There  isa  pulpit,  but  no  communion  table. 
Hr.  Trix  preaebes  geoeially  2  Sandajre  in  three  at  Baldmore 
or  Shirkin,  in  the  parish  of  Tullogh,  and  the  3rd  Sunday  at 
Skibbareen.     The  chappel  of  Skibbareen  was  repaired  lately ;

"  Mr.  Owen,  of  Innishbegolary,  lives  in  the  parish,  and  Hrs. 
DiokiasoD,  Col.  Beecher's  sister;  Daniel  ItfOarthy  is  priest  of 
this  parish,  and  Kilcoe,  and  Abbeystrewry.  Mahony,  a  con- 
vert, teaches  an  English  school.  The  vicaridge  of  Afiadown, 
being  half  the  tytbes  of  tbe  parish,  is  worth  to  the  Incnmbent 
abont  £2S.  Of  the  rectorial  part  the  Archdeacon  has  about 
one-third.  Tbe  glebe  lies  abont  the  chnrcb ;  'tis  said  to  be  a 
small  half  plowland,  set,  inter  alia,  to  Col.  Beecher. 

"The  parish  of  Kilcoe  lies  to  the  west  of  Afiadown  parish, 
in  a  neck  of  land  to  tbe  N.  of  Cape  Clear.  Eilcoe  church  is 
anoovered  j  the  walls  are  standing,  and  good ;  the  chnioh- 
yard  unfeno't.    Two  churchwardens  in  this  tHui^. 

"  Tbe  elebe  is  12  acres,  according  to  the  Down  Survey,  but 
is  concealed.  The  land  belongs  thereabouts  to  the  Lord  Arch- 
bishop of  Dublin,  and  is  leas't  to  Mr.  Philip  Townsend  ;  'tis 
said  the  glebe  lies  round  the  oharch.  11  plowlands  in  this 
parish. 

"  The  lands  of  this  parish  belong  for  tbe  most  part  to  tbe 
Archbishop  of  Dublin  and  CoL  Townsend,  and  some  vere  for- 
feited to  the  King  in  the  time  of  the  late  tronble. 

"  Tbe  people  of  this  parish  heat  divine  service  in  Hr.  Bon»- 
field's  house.  The  Popish  priest  of  Afiadown  serves  this  parish 
and  Abbeystrewry. 

"  James  Abridge  and  6  Froteslant  Eunilies  more  live  in  this 

"  Cape  Cleat  parish.  Dan  Driscoll  is  Popish  priest  of  Crewh 
and  of  this  parish.  Glebe  close  by  the  ohnrcn,  call'd  ball  a 
plowland,  is  good  land.  12  plowlands  in  Gape  Clear~«mall 
ones.     None  out  Irish  papists  live  in  this  parish. 

"  Mr.  Bousfield  sets  the  glebes  of  AfTadown,  Cape  Clear,  and 
tbe  tytbes  of  the  3  plowlands  of  Afiadown,  to  Col.  Beecber  for 
£6  per  on.  The  Protestant  minister  has  not  been  in  this  island 
for  many  years  past.

The  Rev.  Jftmee  Worth  was  the  eon  of  Jasper  Worth,  esq., 
of  Tytherington,  in  the  parish  of  Preetbnry,  and  county  of 
Cheshire,  where  the  family  had  resided  upwards  of  three  hnn- 
dred  yearn.  [Lysons'  Cheshire,  page  732.]  James  Worth 
appears  to  have  been  the  first  of  the  £imily  who  settled  in 
Ireland,  and  was  described  as  of  Newmarket,  county  Cork, 
where  his  descenilants  possessed  the  following  lands  : — Agho- 
neenagh,  Qorteorogh,  Dromiuarrigle,  Knocknanagh,  and  Eillas- 
seragh,  all  situate  in  the  parisb  of  Kilmeen,  in  the  diocese  of 
ArdSirt  and  Aghadoc.  Tlieae  lands  passed  by  marriage  into 
the  Newenham  family,  and  were  lately  sold  in  the  Landed 
Estates  Court  to  Majur-Geuerol  Longfield. 

James  Worth  appears  in  1615  as  P.  Islaud,  Y.  Desert,  and 
7.  Eilgartuffe.  He  was  also,  from  1617  to  1618,  V.  lislee; 
and  from  1618  to  16261  K  Lislee. 

The  son  of  James  Worth  was  Edward,  Dean  of  Cork,  q.  v., 
and  afterwards  Bishop  of  KlUaloo.  His  will,  dated  2ith 
Jnly,  1669,  was  proved  on  2nd  May,  1670,  at  Dublin.  Bishop 
Worth,  by  his  wife,  Susannah  Pepper,  had  issue,  inltr  atutt, 
three  children — 1.  Susannah,  "baptised  at  Corke  the  20th  feb- 
mary,  1643."  She  was  wife  of  Captain  Epinetua  Cross,  of 
Cross-Green,  county  Cork,  and  bore  to  htm  a  daughter,  Susan- 
nah, wife  of  Rev.  John  Griffith,  R.  V.  Kilaillagb,  Boas,  q.  t. 
2.  William,  of  whom  presently.  3.  John,  baptized  at  Cork 
on  33rd  May,  1617,  who  was  afterwards  Dean  of  St  PatrioVs, 
Dublin.  Dean  John  Worth  died  in  1688,  having  had  issaeyby

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hb  wife,  Comfort  !  eight  cblldnn,   of  whom  rax  died 

yooDg,  and  the  others  were — Michael,  who  died  in  Londoo, 
aod  Edward,  who  was  a  physician  in  Dublin,  and  died  in  173S, 
leaving  his  property  (excepting  a  legacy  of  £2,000  to  Herton 
Colle^,  Oxford,  and  liis  lihiary  which  he  left  to  Steevens' Hos- 
pital in  Dublin),  to  his  cousin,  Edward  Worth,  of  Ralhfartitiam. 

WiLLiAK,  the  second  son  of  Bishop  Edward  Worth,  was 
baptized  in  Cork  on  3rd  Febroary,  1646/6,  and  became  S«cond 
Babon  of  the  ExoiiEquRE  in  Ireland.  He  had  three,  if  not 
fonr,  wives.  He  married,  firstly,  Alicia,  <lan,  and  co-heir  of 
William  Burnet,  of  Tocksford,  ^issex,  and  by  her  had  a  eon, 
Edwakd,  of  whom  hereafter.  Baron  Worth  married,  secondly, 
Mabel,  fourth  d&u.  of  Sir  Hbhbt  Tihtb,  of  Bnllycrenane,  co. 
Cork,  and  hy  her  had  a  son,  James,  who  succeeded  to  the 
estates  of  the  Tynte  family,  and  took  the  name  of  James  Worth 
Tynte.  This  J.  W.  Tynte  was  U.V.  for  Yonglial  and  a  Privy 
Councillor.  He  married  Hester,  dan.  and  h.  of  John,  the 
second  son  of  Sib  Riohabd  Bulkelbt,  the  first  baronet^  and 
dying  in  1758  without  issue  surviving,  left  his  property  to 
Hohert  Tynte,  esq. 

Baron  Worth  married,  thirdly,  Dorothy,  dan.  of Whit- 
field, esq.,  and  relict  of  Sm  moHABn  Bolkblbt,  the  first 
baronet,  who  died  in  168d.  She  died  on  12th  January,  1704, 
and  was  buried  at  St  Patrick's,  Dublin.  This  marrisge,  though 
stated  by  Lodge  and  Archdall,  is,  I  think,  doubtful. 

Baron  Worth  married,  lastly,  Lucy,  dan.  of  Sir  Obobqb 
DowKiNO,  of  Hatley,  in  Cambridgeshire,  baronet,  and  relict  of 
So.  Richard  Bdlkelbt,  the  second  baronet,  who  died  7th 
April,  1710.  This  marriage  took  place  in  August,  1710,  and 
she  died  on  the  9th  Oct,  1710,  aged  47,  and  was  buried  beside 
her  first  husband,  in  the  churcU  of  Ewell,  in  Surrey.  [Y^ 
Lodge's  Peerage,  first  edition,  vol.  iii.,  page  41.]  Baron  Worth, 
in  his  will,  mentions  hie  laU  wife,  Lucy.  [Mason's  History  of 
St.  Patrick's  Cathedral — Notes,  page  \\x\. 

Edward  Worth,  the  eldest  son  of  Baron  Worth,  was  bap- 
tized in  Cork  on  12lh  March,  1670.  He  was,  I  think,  twice 
married.  In  the  burial  register  of  St.  Patrick's  are  the  follow- 
ing entries: — "1G9S,  February  5.  Dorothy,  wife  of  Edward 
Worth  i"  and—"  1732,  May  9.  Mrs.  Worth,  wife  of  Edward 
Worth,  esq."  This  Edward  Worth,  who  was  of  Bath&mham, 
county  Dublin,  and  who  succeeded  to  the  family  property,  died 
on  the  12tb,  and  was  bnried  on  16th  November,  1741,  in  St.

Paul  Duclos,  or  Duclosse,  was  of  an  eminent  French  family, 
who  immigrated  to  Ireland  from  Mentz,  in  the  department  of 
the  Moselle,  in  the  time  of  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.

December,  1815,  both  at  Cork.

"Monday,  June  10.  1700.  I  went  from  Bantry  to BeerlATen 
in  a  hooker, and  retum'd  to  Bantry  on  Wednesday,  the  IStli 
of  same  month.  Dunbnry,  als.  Beerbaren,  lies  due  west  of 
Bantry.  I  went  from  Bantiy  tc  Beerbaven  by  sea.  In  tbe 
iqay,  on  the  N.  of  tiie  Imy,  is  Glangarm^  Sngarloaf  hill,  and 
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Dood  O'HnologihftO,  ola.  Hoagij  hill,  which  is  the  highest  in 
that  oooDtrj.  We  l&nded  at  Dood  O'Hnologhan,  aod,  in  a, 
small  wood  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill,  on  the  eonth  aide,  we  saw 
above  a  hundred  of  the  arbotns  trees.  O'Soilevane  BeeretiTee 
in  a  eabin  at  the  foot  of  the  hilL  Pnrt  of  Dood  (yHDologhaa 
is  in  the  parish  of  Kilcaskan,  and  part  of  it  in  the  parish  of 
Killaehanenah. 

"  Killaghaneenah  parish  reaches  from  Bantry  Bay  to  Kin- 
mare  River;  'tis  in  breadth  about  3  or  4  miles,  and  is  12  miles 
in  length.  The  island  of  Beerhaven  is  in  the  parish,  and  all  the 
Dorses,  and  Beerhaven,  als.  Danbnry.  There  is  a.  chappcl  in 
Beerhaven  Island  called  Ballinikilty,  the  walls  are  standing, 
nncovered,  on  the  north  side  of  the  island.  We  saw  it  as  we 
pass'd  by  it  in  the  bay.  2  English  families,  and  near  CO  Irish 
Gunilies,  are  in  this  idaod.  Abont  10  Irish  families  are  in  the 
Dorses,  bat  no  English.  There  was  a  chapel  in  the  island  of 
Dorses  called  Eilmiohil,  of  which  some  of  the  walls  are  stand- 
ing. Id  the  whole  parish  of  Killaghneenab  arc  about  15  Pro- 
testant families  ;  Bve  of  them  French  and  five  Scotch,  which 
are  dissenters,  and  five  English  families  which  are  conformists. 
In  the  parish  of  KiUogbneenagh  are  about  80  plowlands.  A 
Popish  schoolmaster,  IdAJor  Carthy,  teaches  Latin  in  this  parish. 
There  is  no  Protestant  school  nearer  than  Bantry. 

"The  Lord  Attham,  Earl  of  Cork,  and  Mr.  Oookia,  by  lease, 
and  Captain  Boid,  have  the  lands  of  this  parish  ;  and  Mr.  John 
Davys,  Mr.  Hatohins,  Gapt.  Bold,  Mr.  Fonntain,  Sergeant  Qia- 
bams,  Mr.  Thoa  Dyer,  and  a  Waiter  live  in  this  parish.  The 
GoDntess  of  Castlehaven  has  the  rectory;  'tis  worth  abont  ;£1S 
per  an.  She  has  half  of  all  the  tythes.  The  Vicar's  part,  by 
the  addition  of  bookmony,  is  worth  about  £26  per  an, 

"The  tides,  at  the  change  and  fall  of  the  moon,  rise  about  10 
foot  at  Beerhaven.  No  divine  service  nearer  than  Bantry. 
Abont  20  plantation  acres  of  glebe  lie  round  the  church  of 
Killaghneenagb,  let  for  20t.  per  an.  The  lands  of  this  parish 
are  generally  very  coarse,  mountainy,  rocky,  and  boggy.  That 
part  that  lies  towards  the  Dorses  is  much  better  than  the  rest. 
In  oui  wav  to  Kilmannah,  near  Beerhaven,  we  saw  iron  mine 
in  ye  road  they  use  at  tbo  iron  works  at  Croomhofla,  in  Mr. 
Wallis'  iron  works.  At  Dunbury,  als.  Beerhaven,  there  was  a 
castle  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elisabeth,  which  was  made  a  fort  in 
Cromwell's  time. 

"fieerbaven  Island  is  B  miles  in  length,  within  a  small  mile 
of  the  main.  It  makes  a  good  harbour,  but  there  are  some 
rocks  under  water  near  the  entrance  into  Beerhaven  called  the 
Colts.  There  is  a  bed  of  eecalops  and  oysters  in  the  bay  at 
Beerbaven. 

"  There  were  no  Protestants  before  the  late  troubles,  neither 
in  this  nor  in  the  parishes  of  Eilmannab,  nor  EUkatirin,  nor 
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KiloaekBD.  There  are  a  few  ProteBtants  in  KillaghaDeiiaffh — 
now  the  Fapiata  aro  hambled  and  become  amenable  to  the  law, 
which  thej  scarcely  were  before. 

"On  the  eonth  aide  of  Dood  O'HuoIoghan,  towanlB  the  bot- 
tom of  the  bill,  grow  at  least  a  handred  of  the  arbutoa  or  cane 
apple  trees,  call'd  in  Irish,  apples  cafaanah  ;  some  of  them  24 
oc  26  foot  high.  This  tree  grows  like  a  ebrub,  severall  branches 
growing  out  of  the  same  stock.  The  old  trees  have  no  leaves 
only  at  the  top.  The  high  trees  had  no  fruit,  bnt  the  suckers 
that  grow  at  the  roots  of  the  old  trees  had  frnit  on  them,  on- 
ripe,  bat  no  blossoms  nor  ripe  frnit.  The  enckers  of  4  or  5 
foot  height  bear  frait.  The  old  bark  peels  off,  and  a  new  bark 
grows  under  iL  The  trees,  at  a  distance,  look  reddish,  the  edges 
of  the  leaves  beiug  reddish.  Thegronnd  on  whichtlie  trees  grow 
is  very  rocky,  and  the  roots  shoot  themselves  into  tbe  clefts  of 
the  rocks.  The  earth  is  blackish  and  boggy,  bat  'tis  thooght 
to  be  fat  earth.  In  the  nme  wood  grow  raks,  birch,  haiel, 
crab  trees,  heath,  fern,  and  furzes,  and  hotly,  which  seems  to 
thrive  better  than  the  rest.  Commonly,  heath  grows  at  the 
roots  of  the  caao  apple  trees. 

"  Tiege  Sallevane  is  Popish  priest  of  this  parish  of  Eillagh- 
neenagh,  Kilmannab,  and  Eilkatierin;  he  has  been  here  abont 
20  years.  Ogbigjanagli,  an  Irish  saint,  is  patron  of  this  pariah; 
his  day  !e  observ'd  on  the  15th  day  of  August,  the  Assamption 
oftheB-V. 

"  We  saw  several  eagles  npon  the  lands  of  Beerhaven.  There 
are  many  wolves  thera  Bantry  Bay  is,  for  the  most  part,  2 
leagues  broad.  'Tis  seaven  leagues  from  Bantry  to  Beernaven. 
We  were  12  liours  agowing  thither,  but  we  returned  in  seaven. 
It  would  be  very  fit  that  a  minister  should  be  plac'd  at  Beer- 
haven,  if  there  were  a  competent  maintenance  for  him  ;  he 
might  serve  Killaghneenagh,  Kilmannab,  Kitkatierln,  and  Sit- 
caskin.  At  Dunbury,  als.  Beerhaven,  was  formerly  a  castle 
belonging  to  O'SuUivan  ;  afterwards,  by  the  Qovernment,  there 
was  a  fort  nude  there,  which  is  now  ruinous.  In  this  parish, 
and  in  Kilmocamoge,  and  in  KiUaganeenah,  they  formerly  paid 
40s.  tythe  for  every  saine,  bnt  now  tliey  pay  nothing.  Mr. 
Holmes  sued  the  parishioners  in  1GG3,  in  the  Bishop's  Court, 
for  tho  tythes  of  fish,  npon  which  they  afterwards  paid  iOs. 
p.  saine.  Col.  Beecber  opposes  the  paying  of  tythes  for  the 
saine.  They  pay  for  drift  neto  the  20th  fish  in  these  parishes. 
At  the  month  of  the  harbour  of  Beerhaven,  the  channel  betwixt 
the  W.  point  of  the  island  of  Beerhaven  and  the  maine  land  is 
not  half  a  mile  broad.  There  will  be  at  least  20  saines  out  in 
Bantry  bay  this  season;  2  boats  and  IS  men  to  each  saine. 

"  On  Tuesday,  being  St.  Barnabas'  day,  I  confirmed  four 
persons  in  Mr.  Hutcbin's  house,  at  Beerhaven.  I  gave  among 
the  Protestants  4  Common-Prayer  Books  and  1  of  TtUotaon'a 
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6  sermons,  and  5  little  books.  Od  Tnesday,  the  llth  of  June, 
1  want  to  view  the  church  of  Kilmannah,  and  retum'd  to 
Beerharen  at  night.  The  same  da;  I  view'd  the  church  of 
Killaghanenah.  The  church  of  Eilkghaueenah  stands  within 
a  small  mile  of  Dnnbury,  ale.  Beethaven  ;  the  walla  are  standing 
uncover'd.  It  would  be  the  most  proper  church  to  be  rebuilt 
for  the  parishes  of  Killaghaneenah,  Kilmannah,  Eilkalierin,  and 
Kilcaskin,  and  the  minister  to  live  at  Dunbury,  als.  Beerhaven. 

"  On  Tuesday,  the  lltb  of  Juue,  1700, 1  went  from  Dun- 
bury,  als.  Beerhaven,  to  view  the  church  of  Kilmannah, 
which  is  3  miles  from  Bantry.  We  wont  to  it  ovdt  Knockoo- 
ragb,  from  which  hill  we  saw  the  Dursea,  the  Cow — a  st«6p  rock 
off  Dorses,  the  '2  Skellix  Islands,  and  Hog  Island  beyond  Kin- 
mare  Birer.  In  tbo  Sketlix  a  fowl,  as  big  as  a  gootio,  breeds. 
No  Protestants  live  in  this  parish.  This  parieb  lies  to  the 
north-west  of  Beerhaven  ;  it  extends  northward  to  tho  river  of 
Kinmare.  There  are  9  plowlands  and  9  gueevea  in  this  parish. 
Some  of  it  is  the  beet  land  on  this  side  of  the  Bay  of  &ntry. 
The  sheep  grow  fat  here,  and  they  often  die  with  excess  of 
bt.  There  grows  camomil  in  great  plenty  upon  the  bills 
here,  on  which  the  cows  and  sheep  feeil.  The  Lord  Altham 
has  all  the  lands  of  this  parish.  About  12  acres  of  glebe  lie 
near  the  church,  to  the  south  of  it,  and  about  2  acres,  about 
600  vards  from  the  church  on  the  south-west,  is  glebe.  Capt. 
Boyd  pretends  to  a  house  on  the  12  acres  near  the  church,  but 
without  any  reason  for  as  much  as  I  can  hear.  The  intire 
rectory  belongs  to  Hr.  Holmee,  and  is  worth  about  £7  per  au. 
This  parish  and  several  other  plowlands  are  in  the  manor  of 
Althtun.  The  parish  chnrch  stands  on  the  north-west  side  of 
Beerhaven,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Kinmare  Kiver.  Tho  greatest 
part  of  the  walla  are  standing.  It  was  built  of  stone  and  clay, 
and  is  about  50  feet  long,  and  16  broad.  The  land  for  a  mile 
square  about  the  church  is  good,  the  reat  of  the  country  is  very 
ooaise,  niountainy,  rocky,  and  boggy.  The  Dorses  lie  west  of 
this  ohnroh,  at  about  4  mites  distance.  The  Dorses  is  in  the 
parish  of  Killaghaneenah.  Off  of  the  Donee  are  the  Cow  and 
C^lf,  two  rocks  in  the  sea.  There  are  the  mine  of  a  house 
near  the  church,  but  they  are  not  reckoned  to  belong  to  the 
chnrch.  There  is  a  cabin  near  the  church,  where  the  Bector*a 
house  stood.  There  is  no  church^yard,  but  a  little  spot  on  the 
sonth  side  of  the  church.  There  was,  as  it  is  said,  formerly  a 
house  of  monks  here,andfrom  thence  it  was  called  Kilmannah — 
monah  signifies  a  monk,  in  Irish.  The  13th  of  March,  Mo- 
chevus',  als.  Mochevoge's  Day,  is  observed  in  this  parish, 

"  Kilkatierin's  parish  lies  to  the  east  of  Kilmannah,  towards 
Bantry,  and  extends  to  Kinmare  River.  It  is  bounded  on  the 
west  and  south  and  east  by  the  parish  of  Killaghaneenah,  and 
on  the  nnth  by  Kinmare  River.     Some  part  of  this,  not  far

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The  hmihr  of  M'Oillycnddy  was  a  branoh  of  the  onoepoweTfal 
sept  of  the  O'Sallivami,  who  Iwd  great  possessions  in  Tippenuy, 
especially  at  Clonmel,  bat  lost  all  at  tbe  time  of  the  English 
invasion,  in  the  days  of  Donald  Mobe,  who  removed  to  (^r- 
beriy.  He  had  teu  sons,  men  of  note  and  valour,  of  whom 
eight  were  slain  id  an  ambnscade  at  Lislifionacnil,  near  Oork; 
whereupon  the  O'Sulliran-More  and  tbe  SnUi vane-Bear  re- 
treated to  Desmond,  long  before  possessed  by  the  O'Donoghaes 
and  Moriartys,  who,  without  contention,  ceded  to  the  new- 
comers most  of  Desmond  from  Cnoo-a-ui,  near  Bantry,  to  the 
River  Lauae. 

The  barony  of  Ivemgb  (except  M'Carthy-More's  estates),  the 
entire  of  Dnnkerion,  and  four  pfowlauds  in  Qlan-y-ronght,  were 
the  allotment  of  O'SuUiTan-Mure;  and  the  most  of  Otan-y-rought, 
with  Bear  and  Bantry,  went  to  O'Sulli van-Bear.

Whether  Donald,  whose  lands  were  thus  alienated  in  1595, 
was  father  or  cousin  of  Donat,  whose  son,  John,  was  Ticar  of 
Kilcateni,  in  1591,  it  is  now  impossible  to  ascertain,  owing  to 
the  very  mutilated  state  of  the  family  pedigree  now  in  the 

{ossession  of  tbe  U'Qillycuddy  of  the  Beeks,  of  whose  descent 
will  now  give  a  brief  statement,  taken  from  private  papery 
and  from  the  manuscripts  of  tbe  kte  Arthur  B.  Rowan,  &nb- 
deacon  of  Ardfert. 

CoBHBLins  M'SiLLTCDCDT,  bom  circa  1580  (died  by  ship- 
wreck in  1630  Cn.O.]),  married,  firstly,  Joan,  dan.  of  John 
Croebie,  Bishop  of  Ardfert,  by  Grace  O'LawIor.

BoNOQH,  or  Ddnatdb,  born  in  1623,  at  Ardfert,  conntr 
Kerry,  who  entered  T.C.D.  on  17th  November,  1640.  This 
Donogh  was  of  Carewbeg,  and  was  remarkable  for  his  loyal 
attachment  to  the  Stuart  canse.  He  defended  hia  castle  for 
a  loug  time  against  the  forces  of  Cromwell;  and  finally  set 
it  on  fire  rather  than  surrender  it,  and  escaped  lo  the  moon- 
tain  strongholds.  In  1646  he  raised  a  regiment  at  his  own 
expense  In  support  of  Cbakl&s,  and  obtained  the  Marqnis  of 
Ormond's  commission  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  in  16SQ.  Ha 
was,  however,  compelled  to  fly  to  the  continent,  where  he 
remained  for  some  years.  On  the  restoration  of  Chablsb  II. 
he  returned;  and  bis  estates,  which  were  forfeited,  were,  in 
part,  restored  to  him.  He  was  now  advanced  to  the  rank  ti 
Colonel;  and  in  1669  was  named  Commamler-in-Cbief  of  the 
Irish  regiments  collected  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  to  serve  the 
Emperor  of  Gorman^.  He  was  Sheriff  of  Kerry  in  1686, 
and  died  circa  1695,  in  which  year  he  made  his  wilt.  He 
married  a  Spanish  lady  of  rank,  and  had  issne.^1.  Corne- 
lius, who  married  Elizabeth,  dan.  of  the  M'Cartby-More,  and 
died  in  1712,  Sp.

Thoinaa  Stewart  Townaeod  (eldest  son  of  Thonms  Townsend, 
LLJ).,  of  ThombDrj,  by  Susan  Williams,  his  wife),  was  bom 
near  Cork  in  the  eartv  part  of  the  present  centnry.  He  vn» 
edacated  at  Hyde-Abbey  School,  Winchester,  then  remarkable 
for  the  many  good  schofara  it  produced,  and  at  that  time  con- 
dacted  by  Charles  Richards  and  his  brother.  Under  their 
instruction  Townsend  iMcame  an  excellent  classical  scholar,  bat 
his  tastes  principally  inclined  to  English  composition,  and  he 
was  a  Gonelant  contributor  to  the  press,  writing  chiefly  on  eab- 
jeots  connected  with  the  Church  and  education.  He  entered 
Trinity  Colleffe,  Dublin,  as  a  pupil  of  Dr.  Kyle,  afterwards 
Bishop  of  Cork,  and  gmdnated  s.d.  in  that  University. 

He  was  ordained  Priest  on  15th  Haroh,  1829,  at  Gloyne, 
and  was  for  a  short  time  Corate  of  Oastletownsend.  In  1830 
he  was  preeented  by  the  Marqnese  of  Lansdowne  to  the  Bee- 
tory  of  Timoge,  Leighlin,  which  he  held  until  1836.  He  was, 
from  1836  to  1841,  B.  Eilnagross ;  from  1S41  to  1849,  B. 
Bumohnich,  Ossory )  and  from  1649  to  1850,  Dean  of  Lis- 
more.  In  August,  1850,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Deaneiy  of 
Waterford  ;  but  I>efore  entering  on  his  duties  there  yrae  made 
Bishop  of  Ueath,  and  was  consecrated  in  November,  1850.  H« 
did  not,  however,  lone  enjoy  his  promotion,  for  he  died  at 
Malaga  on  1st  Septemoer,  1853,  deeply  and  most  deservedly 
r^retted. 

Bishop  Townsend  combined  with  very  libetal  views  aad 
opinions  a  most  devoted  love  for  the  Church  of  which  he  was  a 
member.  He  was  kind,  gentle,  a0ectionat«,  and  just ;  and 
althoDgh  resolute  and  uncompromising  in  what  he  conceived 
his  daty,  was  always  ready  to  make  favourable  aJlowanoe  for 
the  opinions  and  even  prejndices  of  others.  He  was  one  of  the 
earliest  and  stanchest  advocates  of  the  present  admirable  eyft- 
tem  of  Irish  education,  on  which  subject  be  wrote  much,  sup- 
porting it  with  an  enlightened  and  disinterested  devotion.  He

Gto^k,  to  the 
Bishop  of  Cork  and  Curate  of  Rosacarbery,  for  ever,  in  trust, 
to  pay  over  the  iutereet  to  poor  familiea  in  VUtae  parish.  He 
lef^  by  will,  to  ihe  poor  of  Rosacarbery,  £300  ■  to  the  school 
of  Ross,  £30 ;  to  the  free  hospital  for  the  destitute  in  Orarell- 
streetgHatton  Garden,  London,  £200;  to  Socioty  fur  Promoting 
Christian  Knowledge,  £200  ;  and  to  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society,  £ltiO.  He  also  left  to  Incorporated  Nations!  School 
Society,  £100 ;  and  to  Ham  Common  C'bapcl,  for  the  poor  of 
the  pariah  and  the  schools  thereof,  £200.  lie  coupled  this  last 
bequest  with  a  proviso,  that  no  memorial  of  it  should  be  affixed 
to  any  part  of  that  church,  but  that  a  white  tablet  should  be 
placed  over  his  seat,  inscribed  as  follows  : — "Sacred  to  the 
memory  of  Rev.  Thomas  Here,  resident  in  this  parish  since 
1608.  No  farther  seek  bis  merits  to  disclose,  nor  draw  bis 
frailties  from  their  dread  abode.  There  they  alike  in  tremb- 
Wng  hope  repose,  the  bosom  of  bis  &tbet  and  his  God." 

He  left  his  books  to  Rosscarbery  Ijbnuy,  and  the  duplicate 
volumes  to  Tagbmon,  county  Wexford,  He  died  on  8th  Aug., 
1841,  in  London.

Fitzjobn  Stannns  Hamilton  (son  of  John  Hamilton,  em.,  Ll.ii., 
Barrister-at-Law,  and  formerly  ItUjor  of  the  Garlow  Mllittal, 
was  bom  on8thI)ecember,  1819.  living  gradoated  in  T.CJ>^ 
he  was  ordained  Deacon  on  11th  Jnly,  1S41,  at  Dnrham,  bj 
the  Bishop  of  Chester,  and  Priest  at  Chester  on  SOth  February, 
1S42.  He  was  nominated  in  ISil  to  the  ouraoj  of  Frodsham, 
Chester,  and  in  eight  months  waa  removed  to  Birkenhead, 
where  he  acted  as  Curate  for  only  seven  weeks,  and  then  re- 
turned to  Ireland  as  Curate  of  Thomastown,  eonnty  of  Kildare. 
In  August,  1841,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Vicarage  Choral  d 
Rues,  but  bis  institution  was  delayed  by  the  interventioD  ol 
the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  on  the  ground  of  ther«  being 
no  onre  of  aouls  attached  to  that  office.
